CHAPTEB I 

GOD CHANGES A TIGER'S N'ATURE 

I FEHEMBfE a few ycaJ? ago wheo the Bethel Band waa 
Ewldin^ meetings m L:eniiaJ China. We had morniiig and 

afTcmoon servicea for tbe Christiana. Then every night wb 
nptntil tht! dour to invite iiuLsidpta lo liqien lo the Gospc! 
message. The Erit uight "we preached on am, presenting to 
rhc people the awfulnesa of sin and ils tenible consequences^ 
Jhcn prestiiiling to Ihem the w.xy oi escape Ihrough Jcaiis 
Christ our Lotd. 

After [hf mcetinji W[i3 over a group of people remained 
there talkir^ wirh each nlbei. When i passed by Ihem I 
heard a man whisper, "He made us all ainneis lo-niebL. It 
he goes on just like fhat, vii: will beat him." Well, J vjsi 
very thin then and could hofdJy stand a beating. "What's 
ihe use oi preaching on sin," I thought, "only re make the 
people ansry. 1 might change and say something else that 
they would appreciate. " But wbta 1 weot to pray, the Lord 
said, "Be fiulhful, and go on preaching an." And so I waf 
obedient to the Lord in this command to me- 

The local preacher Told me the name of the leader of the 
gioup was 'Tigi^ Chow," Well, the very name is enough 
to scare anyone. Moreover, he said this man was a regular 
bandit and once swore to kill his own fallier. Why, a man 
who swore to kill his own falher cuuld very eisily beat the 
preacher. So 1 was frightened more than ever. The next 
Tijght WB pre3<;hed again on sm with trembling of ?ou] and 
humbling o£ heart before God, After the service was over 
this group of people was cxlrcnicly furious. They u'ere very 
angry and pointed their fingers at the preacher and said, 
"Last nigbt we did not talk to you, but now ^^'e tell you that if 
you do not behave yourself, *e wiM attend to you to-morrow." 

The news was scattered abroad that a ^oup of peopte were 
planning to beat the preacb'^r, so the next night there were 
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more people in the church. They wailed to see what would 
happen. The pieacher, in obtdicjicc to God and relying on 
His power, humbly predthtd agiin on am, jmcling ill the 
ronsequenrei in(o Hi? hinds. Al tbe dosa of tht sermon 
something hipppnod, A man fell to ihc groujld. A ecream 
came from amongsl: the crowd, and he cried out, "My s[n, 
my gin," We could nol go on, so 1 dismissed the service and 
v/enl io see vrhn was there crying, "My sin, my sin." 

Jt was Mr. Tigei Chow. I wont to kneel beside him, put 
my anrj around h\ti neck and discovered he was as genlk as 
i lamb, Hu confesBcd all his sins before God. He safd he 
had s^oin lo kLJl his own father, so I urged liim to confess 
to his father and ask him Id forgive him. The nexl day he 
walked a few miles hack to bis home, knelt down belorc his 
aged lather, tears streaming trom his eyes, and said, "Forgive 
me, foig[-ve me." 

He daiiie back the next n[ght and gave bis testimony. That 
v--is a Witness of God's saving pov,tii and grace. It tatea the 
power of (^od Jo transform such a man's life- Yoii may train 
the t;gcr; you may teach [h<! tLger, but he will sliU be a tiger, 
ri takes the power of God to transfoim lives. Let us be faith- 
ful to God and to tbe sonls beioie us. 

I was bom in a home thai was not very reliEious. Of eoarae 
WE Chinese have for many, many generations believed in 
Buddhism 1 remember when I was a >-oung hoy following 
mother to the (empla lo worship and bum incense. Mother 
did not habitually chant, and wa;T a vegetarian for only live 
days meadi month, i^uddbii tear.bes that killing is sin, either 
of ammils or any form of life, so if anyone can abstain 
from meals and become a vegetarian, he can lay up merit 
to atone for hi* sms. If hK merits outweigh his sins, he can 
go to Heaven. Mother is a vecy courteous and kind woman, 
although she never had an opportunity to enter school and 
receive the help of modern dvilii^afion. Her mind wai not 
narrow. Father was a Confudanist scholar, and so I studied 
the Chinc&e language and Li^eratl^^c under him. 

0>nfuciii£ teaches us five dirtereni objects of respect : first, 
f^fffflveft/ second, atrth ; t},kd. Atflg.- fourth, f^drents; and fifth 
Uachtrs. As a result of the combination of the teachings of 



Confucius and the religians of Buddhism and Taoism in 
China, most ol the Chinese worship their imcestors to com- 
niemorate their death. So on certain days we \^'ould be very 
bupy in getting things ready, cooking special fuud to offer 
to the departed EDuls, burning paper money, and doing other 
tbings, I used to help mother when she got too busy on 
iiuoh occaaioiiEi. I was just like (he other boys, and wor- 
shipped and burned the paper money, but was not impressed 
that the departed souls would really come back to accept 
these oHerings. That wa^ the cubtoin and we were doing 
according to the traditions of our fathers. 

As children are always curioiis and want to sec new things, 
once when we went to the temple, I went to tbe different 
rooms and saw many idols. I was not veiy much impressed 
until I gut into one house where were shown the things in 
hell and the demons and the sufferings of the departed souls 
of the sinners, and T wa^; fiighlened at such terribte, awful- 
looking pictures and idolSr There were other people there 
bumiug incense and worshipping and chanting, but 1 was 
i:0 terrified I ju-sl screamed and ran away. Rut that gave 
me an jmpre^on thai ghosts and idolj" are horrible things. 

Later on I became interested in the doctrines of Buddhism, 
and the benefit of vegetarianism and the blessings of chant- 
ing, bow we could beautify our own thoughts mr cbanhng, 
and lay up merits, so that we should be saved in tlie after 
life. The Chinese people also believe in the trananigration 
of souls. If people have merits enough, in transmigration they 
may go lo better homes and be the leaders of the nation. My 
interest continued for only a few months. I found no help, 
for it is a dead religion. TheTe is no life, and no power i^ 
given to behevers. When they are worshipping Buddha and 
chanting, they often seem in earnest and vory religious, but 
after tiiat special occasion is over they go back and indulge 
ID their sins again without leeJng that it is contrary to their 
belieffi. 

About this time someone, 1 do not know who. gave me 
soiue small books. I do not remomber what these books said, 
bLit I glanced at them and saw that each book had a picture 
and in the picture were people *ith long sleeves and long 
beards. 1 did not like the pictures, so I threw the books 
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away, r did not know what fhfy were, but new I imagine 
they must have been 5iii|le topies o£ tho Go;pel5, which I 
now bve to lea/I, and fo give to ollieis. Gt>d iias forgiven 
my early sin of ignorance. 

Another time 1 wenl to a Calhojic church, but not to 
worship. I wanlert to see what ivaa there. The time was 
eaiiy in the immnier nnd I was wealing a aliaw hat. Before 
I entered thai plice somebody stmd; oft my hat without 

Enng me notice, t was frighltnad and picked up my straw 
,1 and went away, and never cinie back. That ivas another 
Ijad impression about the church 

We lived very near the grait city of Shanghai, in a subgrb 
only three miles away from tlie immenae city, Init strange 
to say, we never heaid the Gospd. I Wii not religiouslv 
uiclmed, and moreover, with all these bad impressions, I 
did not want to seek for teliginn any more. Therefore I 
began to be very maleiiiiistic. Bui God, who chose us in 
Clinst Jesus before (he foundation of the world, was worfcinc 
in a way that I did not recognize. 

Wlien I was twelve yeais old my father died. Then tSie 
sorrow of the home was incjrased, I did not know very 
much then, yet because of poverty and sufferings, I had to 
go out to find some work in order to support myself At 
that time 1 discovered many kinds of sins, and I became 
influenced, then tempted and finallv I fell into them myself 
I was still studying Chinese, and the virtues, from hooks 
and in my own home. My parents taught us as children to 
bo temperate, honeit. unselfish and simple. These virtues 
gradually disappeared, and many bad habits came in their 
place. 1 foil into sin aad dark.ies3- 

The way of the transgressor is baid. f found Iboms in 
my path. The thm^ I v,-anled to do and planned all failed 
I was 50 disappointed, my heart was filled with hardness 
and bitterness. Muniiuring would fall from nty lips. My en- 
vironment was like a prison. Relatives were enemies. They 
stood by «-atohing me sink into the depths of suffering and 
failure. They did not seem to want to help me get out of 
the miry clay and smking sand. Tliey seemed to watch me 
with their eyes open wide as if Oiey wanted to devour 
me. I had awful bitterness in my hesrt. I hated people.

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Then my geiitie nature became hot tempered, ft was easy 
to get a'ngiy and quairelsume. Oh, these were the results 
of my own labour, the fruits ol my snwing. I did nan even 
pause to sec if my own heart would rebuke me. I hated my 
friends. 

How true it is, "The light of the body is the eye. If 
therefore thine eye be single thy whole body shall be full 
of light, but if thine e>'e be evil, thy whole bodv shall be 
full of darkness. It therefore the light that is in "thee shall 
be darkness, how great i5 that darkness." The devil was 
about to devour me. He is b& ft roaring lion walking about 
seeking whom he may devout. I was near the mouth of the 
lion. I had not comeback to myself. All the discourdgemenls 
and disFippointinents made my life tasteless— *mpty. 

So the happy young boy became pesimistic, full of sorrow. 
The sound ol sighing was often heard. Tears of grief were 
found often in my eves. It was easy to weep. Even many 
bines 1 wept in my dreams. When I awoke I often found my 
pillow flooded with tears. At that time my respected, pto^ 
porous uncle died. This was the darkest hour, the blackest 
page of ray life- Yet this was a lime when "The earth was 
without form and void, and darkness was upon the face of 
the deep, and the Spirit uf Cod moved upon the face of 
the waters." I came to the end ol myself, discouraged and 
disheartened, young as I was. Why should not I commit 
suicide without givmg any struggle? With all my failures 
how could T go on? 

Some friends of my own age were studying English aud 
bad learned to speak it. Sometimes I was embarrassed because 
I could not underi.tand them when they talked among them- 
selves. So I said to myself: "1 too must study English," 
I started to study in the summer time with the help of my 
c^huam, beginning with the simple alphabet, a-h.c-d, and 
praduaLy wpnt on. .^bout three months later f decided to 
find a school in wliich I could study and make some progress 
in the language. This was an important step in my life, and 
wai to be a stepping-atonc. 

I WELS planniog to find a school and had visited Bethel 
Mission, where iSere was a high school, ft was very con- 
venient for me, as a djy student, because it was located 
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not very far from tny home, T went to lake my entrance 
examinations. The pkc* was quifil, ths sceuely beaintfiiL 
Jt was near tJic railroad statioa I could take the train tK>th 
going and rctifming home. My aim in going there was lo 
sludy English, They had Ameiidana to leach, so tJic pm- 
nuntjdtions were correct,' and the way of leaching was up 
to date, i was very mijch satisfied. 

But that school was a Chri^ian mission ^chcul. Eveiy 
mnming they had chapel. Ail ihe sludcnls and (acuity tnem- 
bcFs wcnl to the i^ervices. Well, I did not go therf to study 
the ioreign religion. I wanted to study EagHsh. That was 
my sole aim in enter[ng that school. I out only had no 
inlersBt m religion, but had become very ma ten allelic. I 
had a little knowledge of scicncen and knew tlie cause of 
tbondtr, and why there was the wiil-o'-the-v^spr 1 neither 
believed in. Cod nor the deviL I wa-i w atheistic that I 
did not wanl to take part in the morning chapd. The Bible 
warn': ui=, "Bewart leist any man spoil you through philosophy 
and vain deceit after the traditions of men and of the rudi- 
mente of Ihe world and not alter Chrii^t," I was that type of 
person, I did not want to listen to the tmth and tried to 
excuse myself from the morning- chapel. When the teachers 
asked why 1 did not go, I answeiedn "1 live too far away. 
I cannot be hert on time." To dei:eive others I deceived 
myself How pitiful I was. 

The RetheL SchooE also required the students to stndy the 
Bible. I could not excuse myRelf. When I discovcifd that it 
was the EogJiili Bible, 1 was happy lo study it, not because 
I wanted to know the religion, nut T knew the best English 
is found in the Bible. But tlia Word of God is living, and 
can talk to The hearts of the readers, and it is powerful in 
convicTing them of their sin^ and convincing them of their 
need. It tells of the provision by God in giving Jesiia Christ 
to be crucified on the cro^s. of the Saviour of the world, 
"For the Word of God is quick and powerful, and sharper 
than any two-edged sword, piercing even to the dividing; 
asunder of soul and spirit, and of Ihe ]oints and marrow, 
and is a disciirner o£ the thoughts ar^d iuteiLts of the heart" 
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We started to sludy tho Gospel according to Matthew, We 

canie to the Sennon on the Mouut where Christ tells His dis- 
ciples, "l.ove yonr enemies. Bleas them that curse yon. Do 
good to them th^l hate yon, and pny for them whici* " spite- 
fully use you and persecute you" (Matt. 5: 44), And another 
plaoe struck mc very much, when Peter came to ask Ehe I.ord, 
"How often shail my brother sin against me and I foipve him, 
li[l ^tvcn times? " And the Lord said to him, "I say not unto 
they* Until seven times, hut, Until seventy times seven." Such 
Teaching was beyond my expectation and reasoning. Con- 
fui^iuB taught us lo return good for good, but he never taught 
us lo return gnod for evil, as Christ teaches. So 1 was con- 
vinced that the teachings of Christ w^re good lor us. 1 believed 
this good rioclrine, but I was stDl a lost sinner. 

As I continued in the school occa^onally I came to the 
Sunday -lervices In the iiihle classes we aJ] had to write 
itornfS about the iRssons. I rRmemher once 1 wrole the slory 
of the wise men who came to worship the Infant Jesus, When 
my paper was returned it was marked by the -lEaciier in red 
ink. "Slory interesting. Splendid," So 1 was making some 
progress in the ?tudy of the Bible. 

Once whtii We were in the class-room the students began to 
talk to cadi other between classes. One of the girls said tome, 
"We ^aw you come lo the chnrcb. You also ?tudy the Bfbfe 
with InteresL Can you tell us. do you beheve Ihe Arit n^apter 
of Genesis?" Of course, that meant the Creation. My leady 
answer was, "Ko," because i did not even believB there war 
a Creator, f was still very materialistic. When, we were little 
boys we used lu listen to ghost stories wilh fear and trembling, 
and when we heard a thu.nderstonn, we were also afraid be- 
cause WE undcrslood that God was angry and wanted to strike 
us to deaths But at this time I had a. little knowled^ of 
science, and T fhoueht I knew everything; that there wag no 
Gnd, no unseen world, no hereafter. Things had lo be proved 
and tested before we cculd have knowledge. 

Thi? aliidcnU were surprit,cd at niy answer, and I explained 
to lliein that it was hecauie I did not believe there was a God. 
I could nof see Him ; I could not touch Him ; I could not smell 
or (eel Him. "11 you don't believe there is a Cod, and that 
the universe and ^ people wer« created by Him, we wilt ask

yoTj a question," said the sume gitJ- "If there is no Creator. 
if men Vr'ere not created bv God> where did you cnme iroin?" 
"01 course I know," iiaiJ I. "1 fame from my parents." 
"Where did your parents come troini" was anaQitir ques- 
tion . 

1 just laughed at their siitipjidt^. '^Whyn i( you go to the 
children in kindergarten, tUey mtH tell you. Parents came 
from graadpareoti." 

"But if you trace back to the first paiente, where did they 
come from?" 

At tliis lime 1 believed in ovolulion. When this theory was 
inJraduced inlo the argument it was easy to settle the quetlion. 
But, did it satisfy the heart? No, il coLJd never do so. It 
could nol Kven satisfy the reasonii^ mind. The Word ol God 
tells us plainly that He crcaled ever^ihing after its kind. If 
the apes ot monkeys could evolve to he meu in ancient limes, 
why could Ihpy not do so nowJ And we never hear that 
«iomewhere the monkeys and apesn bocauiie of having lived 
Jong cnoii^'h, have come to be half lOin or dlusosl man. Of 
Course this theoty is not scieact, for science must be based 
on iaci- 

So the Bible if; most scientific because the first chapter of 
Genesis is based on fact- God only telJg us the plain facts 
without much e>rpianation. Facts require do explanation- 
They aie there. If we still wani to trace farther back to the 
aiiircG where all Ibe living things, came from, according to the 
(heory of evolntion Jhey came from molecules or aloms. But 
whore did these thingii cocne toTQ? Tliis saentists caonot 
answer, but lel] ust "From nature." Thj.1 answer did nol 
satialy my heart. So in the depths of my conscience I was 
convinced there must be a God who created the universe. 
Bui my shibhorn i^iil Qnd my pride would not yield to tlje 
demands of Qod, As the Word tells us, "BecaiL^e that which 
may be knovnii of God is maoifesl in Ihem ; for God hath 
shewed it unlo them. For Ihe invisible thtngs of Him from the 
creation of the world arc ctcarly seen, being understood by 
the things that arc made, even His eternal power and God- 
head; so that they are Without excuse" (Rom. i: 19, ^0). 

1 was fuliv convinced there must be a God, hut my anful 

nature loved dajlcness more than light, loved sin more than 
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righteousness, "And this is the condemnation, that Ught is 

come into the world, and men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were evil. For every one that doeth 
evil hateth the light, neitiier cometh to the Jigfit, lest his deeds 
should be reproved" (John 3: 19, SO), ITiat is the reason I 
fought against God and refused to accept Him who is the 
Creator, and before whom wc ought to humble ouraeJveb. 
Some peoplt declare they cannot believe God because they 
are too wise, tou well educated, they have too oiiicb knowledge 
and wisdom to believe such things The wisdom uf the world 
will lead us away from God, but Ime knowledge wiU ntver 
separate ng from iiim. We refuse to believe Cod becauw of 
sin. We Like lo indulge in our sinful habits and the lusts of 
the Hesh. We want to go to the Limit, without restraint. 

Through that little argument in rhf class-room, Gud spuke 
to my sotil veiy delinitely, and in my inaeimosE being I 
acknowledged His sovereignty and as a Creator I believed in 
Gnd inwardly. Yet J was shil a lost sinner. A man clan go 
to liell with a knowledge of the Bible ajid wth a behef in 
Cud just as w?U a!i people from the heathen natEous who 
have never heard about llim and the blessed Book of God's 
Word, We must have a personal esperience of salvatioHr If 
we do nol have a personal experience, then we are not saved. 

Once the school invited Miss C. F, Tippet, a missionaTy of 
the China Inland Mission, to come and Liold revival meetings. 
This wai a special effort to reach the studeiils, so tbs leacheis 
kindiy invited all the day students to stay at the school, 
and provided board for them so they cooLd attend these 
'ipecidJ meetings. Our Confucius taught us to respect teachers, 
so the Chinese students are ail very polite to their teachers. 
They are honoured next to parents, ajid arc loved and 
lespecied by the students. 

Since out teachers bo kindly invited us, wa could nol refuse, 
hut accepted llie invitation and stayed for the meeliugs. We 
sat on the back scats. Some of the hymns seemed to us very 
funny, and the messa^'es did not come to our hearts because 
we were not listening- We wanted to talk^ but we knew that 
we could not do so in tho church, so each of us had a piece 
of paper and a pencil, and we wrote iHjaily to each other. 
Ai the preacher looked toward the back seats she must have 
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felt inspired because these youngstets were so interested in 
the sermoii that they were tailing boteal 

As ttie mceMnas vent nn, the power of the Holy Spirit Wis 
very maniif:!t. People were convicted of their sins and were 
converted. Then the ringing tcstiinonies of new-found joy 
and peace received witii the blessing of forgiveness of sin had 
i deep unpr&bion upon onr hearts. I remeuilKr clearly one 
day when tiie te^it was announced, the preacher went on to 
say, " 'Ail havn sinned and come short of the glory of God.' 
All of us have tinned, if you haven't sinned one way you 
must have sinned in other ways. It is sin, sin, sin, whether 
big or small.'' 

Thus the Word of Gnd came into my heart, "All have 
sinned." I wondered if this statement were tme. "Am I 
included in the uorJ 'all'f Do I have sins? Oh," I thought, 
"I am not a sinner, otherwise the authorities would arrest 
me and put me into jail." I was polite, respectful, diligent, 
and gentlemanly. Of course, sometimes I had a ^euse of piide, 
but that did not bother me because I was sure T was better 
than others. That is what I usuallv thought about myself. 

Now it was all different becani* 1 was not doing the flunk- 
ing myself but the Holy Sprit was revealing to me niy froe 
conditon. He uncovered my sins and I saw I was a lost 
sinner. I had sinned against God. i saw all my sina as a 
great burden. In the ivords of David, "My sins are more 
numerous fhan ray hair," Then the statement of the preacher 
must be true. If 30, then this Book Ls also correct. There 
must bp a God and there must be a judgment and there must 
be Heaven and hcU. Yes, it mas all dear to me then and 
I could almost see myself on the way to everla;liiig destruc- 
tion and darkness. 1 was so convicted of my sins that I 
was utterly miserable. I wanted to cry as the people did 
on the day of Pentecosf, "What shall I do to he saved'" 
The blessed Holy Spirit pointed to the Lamb of God who 
takes away the sins of the world. I lifted up my eyes of 
faith and beheld the Son of God, the blessed Lord Jesus 
Christ who was hanging on the cruel cross suffering aconii- 
mg, bleeding for me. Widi His outstretched armt on the 
cross He seemed lo tell me, "Come unto me all ye thai 
labour and ate heavy laden, and I will give you rest." I 
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did not know He loved me m much, and Ibat He gave 
Hi:n3eir fur cne un the cross. I ^vss a heathen Cimn a ]teathen 
family in a heathen nilion, yet He loved me. For tlie first 
time I bow*d down at the foot of the crus^ and uttefed niy 
first prflyh.'!', "<itid have mercy od me, a sinner/' And, 
ptaifie the Lard, Hia great Jove reached duwn to me, a. 
pour Chinese dinner. Ec hearkened unto my cries, the bur- 
dens (it my sins were roiled away and sweet peace and the 
joy of salvatLOU came into my soul. He loved and saved 
even ine. I knew from that day nn that I was made a new- 
creature iu Jesus Christ The power that transformed Tiger 
Chow's naturi^ that day m centrnl China was the same povici 
that made me a new man. Praise the Ixwd, the goapcl of 
Jesus Christ is ^till (he power of God unlo ^jlvation to 
everyone that beheveth. The dying world needs this kind 
of a Gospel Co save them from their sins and set them free 
from the Donda^e of Salan. 

After my conversion the sense of my re^pon^bilily caiQe 
to mc in a new wav. 1 waii very liappy with my new-found 
failh and not a bit ashamed of my religiou, because I felt 
to be a Christian is the besl a man can be. My friends 
were *;urpri^d when 1 loid them J was a Christian. Then 
the Bible became precious to me. AJso 1 began to be inter- 
ested in hc:nging others to the eervioes. Uecau-^e 1 was 
brought up ID a non-Christian lamUy 1 did not kfiow much 
about the Bible^ and could not talk much among my friends, 
but I could brin^ them to the servicK. They tuuJd hear 
the preacher themselves, I think that is the [cast a Christian 
ouglit to do for the Lrad and lost sinners.

Not losg after my conveiabn I felt veiy atrongly that 
I ought lo find some work in order to support njy inolher. 
I hid a aevi &«cict now for dDJng (bmga, Tti9t wa^ prayer. 
So 1 prayed [u God to open the way tar me, Thp po?t office 
in Shanghai wanted to employ a number of new clerks. 
Thoy al] had to be thosen by examinalion, both in English 
and Chinese. My knowledge of English was very jimitcd. 

I felt I could not pa.&B (he exaininatiDn. Yet I waF in need 
ii£ work, so I prayed that God wonld enable me to pass 

II this S4:etnfd ^ood in His sight. 

There were college students and even some returned stgdenls 
fpjm foieiga nations there. About a thousand persons apphcd 
for about a hundred pogidon^. so there was keen competi- 
tion. They had Ihr.ir edu-calion. but I had my God to help 
me. I was very confident in Him and restfu] in my mind 
wSien I went to lake the examination, Four subjects were 
taken; Eiit;fish and Chines composition, inathetnafies, and 
geoeiaphy, 1 was the fiiat one to hand in my papers, and 
walked o"jt fjnietly, leaving ail the results in His hands. A 
few da^s later a. Istter from the post otEcE came and after 
I read It I could only say, "Praise the Lord. He has answered 
my prayer." Uecausc 1 was ehosini They wanted me to 
go through a physical ei^amlnation. it I could pass that, I 
could go to work. 

1 was very thin then, weighing only a hundred and siv 
pounds, which was quite a bit underweight for my height. 
Before I went to the doctor. I prayed very much. Many 
people were there, and he did not have time to see nil of 
ns, and so I had to wail until the next time. After he took 
my weight, he thorougljiy examined me, then smiled and 
said, "You need a tonic all right," That «-as all he said to 
me. He told me to wait for the report. 
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I went back still confident that God had already answered 
mv Piaver. He had enabled me to pi=s the oral and wnttcn 
Q«,minJtions and He would help the aulhorilleB m deciding 
whEdier they would take me or not in my trail physical 
conditions I knew the Lord conld move their hearts. When 
the news came, I was ordered to wait rishl away, i woiHeO 
in the parcel department. We worked seven hours each day, 
a hail day Saturday, and no work on Sunday. II was a very 
i.ood job with briehl hopfs of promotion and big salary. I 
was very thankiul to God, The first month when I received 
mv salary 1 took it to my mother. She was pleased when 1 
pUccd the money in hei hands. To ray surprise, teais roUcd 
down from her eyes. 
"Why?" 1 asked. . 

"Jnst because since father died I have not seen so mnch 
nionev come into my hand;." , j, , 

I comforted her and told her that I was working, and that 
the position was a reliable one ; (oc, without major mistakes, 
the post office would never dismiss any of the employees. 

With the possibility of promotion and racreasc m salaty, tlie 
hope for camine a living was very bright, but m my soul 1 
be^an to be di-aatisficd. I did not know why. The happiest 
day was Sunday when I w?nt to the services with the expecta- 
tion of a spiritual meal and could join the people in praise 
and worship. I also brought the clerks in the post oflicc mth 
me to the services. Hunger for Uie Word of God ™3 J',"y 
creat m mv heart, so I wanted to jnin the evening Bible 
dasscs It "was quite a few miles away Irom my place, yet 
iiothiOK could piFvent me from going. One mgkt it was rain- 
ing very hard when I arrived, but there was no class because 
of the storm The teacher did not come and the sludents 
viete not there, I went back home verj- much disappointed 
because 1 did not have the spiritual food I had eripetted. 
One day when I was working at the post office I had as 
cleat a vision as ever I saw with my own mortal eyes. IhcTe 
wen; tv,u roads before me. One was narrow and the other 
broad, and 1 had chosen the narrow way and was walirmg 
on it alone. A sense of loneliness, a lack of fellowship and 
companionship depressed me. Walking on the o her road 
there were teeming multitudes laughing and jokiog and 
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enjoying each other's fellowBhip. With a v^ry dqircs^ed spiiit 
I put tSia into words and seut it tn my Bible tiacliur, Mi=5 
Jennie V. Hughes, The ansH'er came with viocie of comfort 
and p^ihortadon. tut die leson of it wa5, "I wonder if God 
wants you to readi die teeraiug niuJlihicies on the broad 
road walking to JeslnicUon," I wondered myself, too. 

Later I had a dream. Of couise, we Ctmstisn^ do not 
believe in all the dreams, hut sometimes God dois^ speak 
through them to individuals lu leach them uc^rtain lessons. 
If we have open hearts toward God, we can learn Iksoiis 
from raaay sources, in the dream J saw myself in a beautiful 
place, I heard a noise and went out into the great com- 
pound, Tbere an old man who was very frail was ringing 
a bell. Beyond him, about four yards away, wag a lion that 
could stand oicct and was dressed in a man's cloThca, his 
great big mouth roatinp. I looked at this scene but did not 
know what il raeanl. Xhen I went up to another bcantiful 
place myself, alone, np steps of marble. I Mas satisfied, 
yet I could no! get away from the picture I had just seen. 
The liijQ had beL'n roan^ig, wanting to devour thp people, 
aod the old man had been ringing the beil as a waming. 
The old man might soon be gone. Who would go and take 
uo his positinnF When I woke up, I was still considering 
this question. 

I could never hclipve that 1 should be a preacher becaiLse 
1 was from a raw heathen famiLv and a new convert myself. 
1 had no training How could ! be a preacher? 1 was not 
talkative, but was very quiet and not sociable. When I met 
now friends I did Dol know what to say fo them except 
"How do you do'" If the other person did not talk, 1 was 
very much embarrassed. It seemed that my heart was full. 
but I had no words, 

I was not a public speaker either. My cousin and f were 
great cliums and were together many times. When he got 
married, he wanted me to be his best man, accordin" to the 
new custom. We had done away with Ike old-fasbigned over- 
elabniale ceremony They wanted to make it simple. In 
this new way there would bo speeches by friends and by 
the patents ; and then at last the best man, representing the 
bridegroom, would respond, 
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All the words of the ceteniany were WTitten in a book, 
!o I copied down what Uie best roan wa? to speak. It was 
only tliree sentences, which, it directly translated, would be, 
"To-day I am married. I am sreltiy honoured by your 
pieseuce. I want to thank you with all my heart," I read 
it from the paper many, many limes till I could say it my 
readily, and felt that I hid memoriied it so I could do 
Uie job very well. Then the day came. As Hie band played 
the friends and relatives all tame together. Sonn the cere- 
mnny began and 1 stood beside the groom. When all the 
speeches were over, the roaster of ceremonies said, "Now 
the groom will respond," So I stepped forward to speak 
for hini. My heart began to heat iast. My throat was choked, 
my tongue stuttered and my mouth felt very, very dry. 

When I begin to say the three sentences, I was shakily all 
over, I knew that all cys were giii™ on me. I stood there 
for a few seconds, my lips tnoviog, but no words came. I 
fell I must say something, 1 remembered the woids oi these 
sentences, so I began to say. "To-day.- — " ; then tepealcd 

agam "To-day "; and forgot the rest of the weli-mom- 

om.ed speech, Jily heart was beating fast, my face was 
flushed, my body was quivering, and I said again, "To- 
day " I could not think what was to follow. I stood 

there tor a while. Then somebody pulled my sleeve and 
whispered, "Please sit down." With my heart beating rapidly 
and my face burning, I sat down. 

II I could not say these few words, how could I be a 
prpacher and face an audience and preach lo Ihem? It was out 
of the question. It never could be thai God was lo choose 
me for His vessel lo reach the thousands in China's darkness. 

In 1925 there was turmoil and trouble in Chma, known 
as the Nanking Road Incident, That year a Japanise killed 
a Chinese employee in a cotton mill, and justice was not 
done lo him. So the Oiinese students all arose agitating for 
justice, 'The siluaiion became worse and worse until Nanking 
Road was crowded with students aaitaling and demanding 
lustice for the murdered employee. At last the police fired 
and sorne of the students were wounded and killed. The 
Chinese were thus very much antagonized against the Japanese 
and the British, 
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Fnilowiiig that incident came Mr, Paget Wilkes, an Ei^ish- 
man from tJu: japan Evangeliatic Kand, for rcvivii nieetine& 
in China. This seemed very impraclicablo, for peopLe migfit 
be prejudieod against him. But Mt, Wilkes quietly cunducled 
meetings, a.1 £rsl for the Engli^i-spcaliing people, and the 
meetings went on in bicsiinfs and in power ia i.piti! of all 
this outside unrest and ttirmoit. Then it was suggested that 
the meetings be opened wide lor a][ ilie Cliinese througli 
interpretation. Each meetiog wa^ blessed oi God so tiiat 
more and more people came till the great church was fiiled 
to oversowing and fhey had to call for other workers to 
conduct overflow njeetinga. Many were saved and dedicated 
tticit Uvea to God. Some of the leading Chnslian worfcrrs 
m Slianghai to-diy are tlie tesuJts of those meeting!., I was 
there enjoying the rich spintuil message?, drinking in every 
word, busily putting down in my notebook the piecious truth 

ijresented to us. But one day the preacher said with real 
Dve of God in his heart, "Nothing can save China eseept 
Jesus Christ, "Hie foreign missionaries can never reach the 
people as well as the Chinese themselves, Gnd wants to 
save China, He is waiting for the yielded iastniments. Who 
will consecrate himself and go into the ministry of pleaching 
[he Gospel to ^ave hia own people?" 

I felt the call was for ma, I had an inward mge that I 
iJiouid take some stand. As people Halted to the fmnl kneel- 
ing there vciy revcwntiy in consecration, I lelt I ought 
to go there loo, but a slriigglc went on in ray heart- I could 
leave my work and go to preach, but where would the support 
for my mother come from ? 

Then the scenes of the early days oine back before me- 
After my father died mother used to work hard to have 
enough support for the family. She got up early in the morn- 
ing and worited late into the night when Hie children were 
in bed. I could never forget. I conid still hear luy iailhiul 
mother weaving or spinning. I had three vounger sistera, the 
youngest only a few months old. Mother' had not bden able 
to take care of us all, so had had to give away the youngest. 
r used to take her in ray arms, but after she was given away 
1 never saw her till after twenty years when she was a young 
woman. Later on that day, when f learned that she wis my 
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hiator, the leats tould not be kept from streaming down my 
face. She was my own sister] I took her in my arms. 

Sometimes when we woke up at midnight and heard mother 
b-lill working we called out, "Mother, come to rest." Mother 
would say, "Be quiet. I will work a little wliilc longer-" 
In my young heajt I said, "What a faithful mother we hive. 
toiling, suSering, sacnliciiig, just for the benefit of the cbll- 
dien, to bilng them up, I can never forget my mother and 
must be faithful to her." 1 resolved in my heart then that 
when I grew up, it I couid find work, I must support her 
in return, I reraembEi once when we came back from school 
lunch was not served. We called out to mother saying we 
were huiigiy. Mother gathered us aroand her. We felt her 
liand trembling, her voice breaking, then tears came into her 
eyes. She said, "Children. I am sor^. W'e have nothing to 
cuuk with now. Mother's two hands seem not enough to send 
you lo school, to feed you, and to clothe you," We all wept 
around mother. She told us to be diligent in our studies and 
not to let others know of our poverty. Mother wanted us to 
be respectable and did not want us to have a sense of self- 
pily. We went to school with empty stomachs, and before 
entering the class-room we wiped away our tears. What 
Aoti falkBrless mean' What does pouet-l)' mean ? What does 
hnngsr mean? I know them ail. 

My uncle had been quite prosperous, and had a large family. 
I went to him one day and found him with his wife and 
children. He took out some very deliaous cakes and gave 
to all his children £]om the biggest to the ynunge=t. I stood 
there, and he gave none to me! t did not say anything but 
watdied them eating and talking lo each other joyfully, then 
walked quietly away from the place with a pain in my heart. 
They despised the fatherless boj'. I went back 10 mother and 
opened my heart to her. I did not mean I wanted lo eat 
the cake, but the fact that Ihey paid no attention to nte 
hurt my heart. Moilier comforted me. 

These things made me resolve lo be indepeudeni. I wanted 
lo support my mother so that people would not despise us 
but would respect us. Now fieie came the call of God. 
I struggled lo give up my work. Ves, I knew (lOd loved 
inc. Jesus Christ died for me. He gave His all for me. 
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I loved Him anil I knew I must give mvseJt to Him, It 
seemed i could eive up ever^lhing clEe for ^ini. Ijut not roy 
iBother. While 1 was straggling, the precious woids of tho 
Lord Hirosdf came to ma. "1 -wUl never leave thee nor for- 
sake tliee. Cast your burdens upon me." Aoi Mt gave me 
the viotoiy. I yielded mybs^lt to Him. Ttianli God tor that 
deciiiioii. I will never regret iL 

Wlien tie story was unfolded fo mother, 1 coulrt see the 
disappointment md the grief in her heart. She was always 
genlie cuid never said hirsh ivnrds, so she listened while 
I told her of my desire to work and to go out ajid learn 
to preach. She said nothing, but n'ent to her roran. I fol- 
lowed lier a. lew minutes later. Before I entered tlie room I 
heard her sobbing. I went in and found her lying on her bed 
weepip^. 

"Mother, why?" I a^ked. 

"Oh," she sobbed, "I was thinking that I will have to 
weave ajid spin till midnight again," 

That broke my heart. Oh, roalhcr. faithful widowed mother, 
who ejerinced so muoh for ms I I could jiof stand to see the 
igony and grief in her heart. 1 almost wanted to go back 
on my own dediea.tioa, but was remiEided of the words of 
God, "He that lovefh father or mothet more than rao is 
not worthy of me, and he that lovolh son or daughter more 
than me is not wt>nhy of me, and be that tateth not his crass 
and followetb after me IS not worthy of me" (Matt, lo: 37, 38), 

When 1 went to prayer thai oighl the Lnrd shelved me 
how to solve the pruWein. I saw myself lying dead on the 
bed. My spint carae out and stood beside the bed and had 
a last look on the pale stiff body. I went out and walked 
for a few blocks. When 1 ama back, entering into the living- 
room, 1 saw a coffin was tliere and my bodv lying in it. 
Mother was waihng and weeping. I looked at her and looked 
at the body bnl was not a bit toueJied. I seemed to have 
lost Ihe seite of sorrow. 1 learned the lesion. That was the 
atlitiide I must take, I must die to myself and live only lo 
God. 

I went to see Ihe Principal ol Bethel High School md fold 
her of my consecrilion and rcsignalion from my work at 
the post office, and she asked me to come tiaok lo scJiool to 
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aludy and learn how to preach, promising also to help me 
financially, and 1 thanked God lor His faithfulness to me. I 
began to preach with very htlle knowledge of the Bible, but 
with a great longing in my heart to see others saved, and 
a consuming passion for the losl. I went hero and there walk- 
ing up and down the streets holding a flag with Bible verses 
on it and crying for men and women to repent and believe 
on the Lord Jesus Chiist- 

'Vour sins cao be forgiven and you can receive rtemal 
life. You can spend elemity in Heaven, but if you foisake 
not your sins and believe not on tbe Saviour, your sins wS! 
surely find you out," , 

When I was doing these things with much enthusiasm and 
eameslness some good people felt sony for me. "Tbat young 
man has too much religion. He must be craiy or )ic would 
not give up his work and walk up and down the streets 
preadiing the foreign doctrine." Some ol these people had 
watched me groiv up from boyh(«d. They loved ma and felt 
very sorry for me. The only words nl sympathy they could 
utter were, "Too bad he has gone eraiy," Oh no, 1 did not 
ixo aft; i went o«! and 1 am sbU going cit with my Lord, 
Praise His Name. 

My rouihet was not a Christian then, although I longed 
for her lo receive the Lord Jesus Christ as her Saviour. She 
was not ready to repent, so I wanted to let her know thai 
God is living, that He is a true God and is on the throne. 
All the promises ate "Yea and amen in Christ Jesus." and 
I wanted her to know the failhiulncss of God ai she would 
be won over to Him. The financial help 1 received had to 
be shared genetouEly with hei. In that way I neglected my 
own personal needs. 1 was (rail and tbin, and 1 did not 
have money to buy nourishing food. 1 was worling hard 
studying and preaching and was busy from early in the 
morning, always coming back laic Irom special engagements. 
Sometimes when I came back everybody was sound asleep, 
and all the rooms were dark. In the stillness ol the night 
I would enter ray room in the darkness and light a candle, 
then wash myself, and with peace in my heart because ol 
a sense that what 1 ought lo have done I had done, 1 would 
fall to sleep. 
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One day when I was asked to preach a few mils away, 
1 started nut early in the evening lo walk to the place, "When 
I was about midwa.y it bcgefl to pour down rain. I v-'ss 
not prepared and so was wet to the ftkio. It wa^ only a litde 
Gospel inissiofL Jiall and only a few p-Mple were tiiere. 1 
preached with wet clothcii on, and when I ^vent baiJt the 
sireefs were ilooded with water hi^h up lo my kntes id some 

Of couise if J cojild have ridden in a riekshaw, I would 
Dot hive gotten wet again, bot I had no money, and so I 
h^d lo pull off my ?hoe5 iind stockings, ro|] np my trousers, 
and then ■walk, lording the flooded streets. It was stfll rain- 
ing, and tiie ihaC|> =itifnes rn the street cut my feet, I felt 
the pam, ttie cold, tlie Tonehms^, and when J was wading 
ID the water the tempter came and mocked me: "Yojl are 
a fooh If yoii were -itill working in the posi office you 
would be livii^ a comfortable life and would be in bed 
now. What will your friend? say when they ^cc you tike 
thiii" 

I was sorely tempted and tried, till I buret into tears, 
I cried to the Lord. Immediately He wa? beside me and 
whispered to my sod, "Wlien thou pataest through the waters, 
I w^l be with thee ; and throogh the rivers they ^hall not 
overflow thee ; when thsu walkeat through the fire thou shalt 
not he burned; neither shall the flame Idndfe upon tbee." 
This WEUS enough for mc. My heart wau encouraged. 1 
gathered all my strength and went on my way. Whr-n I 
reached home pvecybody had retired, I did not even have 
hot wafer to bathe. Although I went to sleep hnniediately, 
I had caught a severe cold and began to coTigh. 

Yet my consumipg desjre to win others would not let ree 
take a rest- I went out to preach every night. Often in the 
mid'it oi the sermon I would cough, cough some more, then 
preach ^lome more. The hardest time was when I was dealing 
with soaU, urging them to prayn and praying for them. When 
I wanted to cough 1 would siippicGS it with my full strength, 
and often felt a pain jn my chest, hut I felt tliat the souls 
kneeling before God were more important. Thus 1 hurt my 
lungB and later began to 5pjt blood. Still I did not stop, bat 
went on preaching- I feit the time was short. Either I conid 
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not Hve long, or He was eiuiiiirg isoiju. Tiie sonis who needed 
to be saved mu_st be saved rUht away. 

Then we went to South China to preach. The day we 
arrived I coughed very badly, til! my big while haDdkerchief 
was spotted red. My co-worher was Erighleued. He did not 
even date lo see me. He jusl said, '^ou cannot prpach. 
We will send you back." But in my heart I leJt sure that 
God did not mean that I should be taken iick far away 
from my home, but that He meant for me to work. Jiut 
my fellow-worker insisted that I go to bed and re^t. 1 had 
a temperature 

The next day the meetings began and they wanted to take 
my place in the preaching bo I could rest. My room ivas 
veiy near the church. When I heard the people iiinging 
joytu] songs, T could not re^t. I got up. dressed, went iolo 
the church through the back door while they were in praver, 
and stepped on to tJie p]atform. and Fat there quietly. U^hen 
the time came for preaching, T stepped forward to lie pulpit 
and preached. We were op the trip for three monlli!?, and, 
thank God, I preached away m.y T,B. When I came Iwct: 
1 was much stronger. I would not advlsr others to do this. 
I now feel I was not wist? tlieji. The body is the temple 
of Godr We ought to take care of the bodv, Because I was 
so enthusiastic and cr.nviction was so deep, I just neglected 
the care of my body. It was thiongb the (-race of God thai 
I did not get worse. God certainly forgave my ignorance 
and helped me. 

The Chinese still observe the Innar New Year. That is a 
special time for calling on lelative^ and friends to renew 
relation-ship. When I became a Christian my relatives were 
diBappointed, Of couEse 1 wanted to win them to Christ, 
so I felt I must go to see them oo these speciaE occasions 
and bring them a word of testimony. When we call on each 
otiier at New Year's time, we must Ansi nicely. If we can- 
not have eveiything new, we must liave a few new things 
in order lo he fe?pectabler I did not mind very much bchig 
de&pi^ed by others, but what would they think about my 
Chiislianity, my religion, my Lord, if I went to sec them 
without a new suit or a pair of new shoes? My old ones 
were wearing out, and I had do moiiey. I pra.yed God, ii it 
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wpre His wiJI, ti> supply my iieed^ ^u 1ha( 1 could makfl 
Ihc&e calls on my Enends and reialivefv. A friend called od 
me one day, and we talked oq general subfects t did not 
say anylhing abciut iny intention to him. but was -praying 
for my need. Before he went out he slipped two dollars 
into my hand. I tnok Ihem, but huw my heart was stirred 
with deep emotion. Uod waii faithful. Tbese wece only 
the tokens of His love and unfailing Jaithftiln<^s tn me. 

1 u'eril back to my room to pray and thank Him on 
my koe<^. tLiii great love nielled my heart. I was -weeping 
beiorc E^im like a child- 1 prayed that He would help me 
to let fEini «orfc out Ilis will in me. A knodt on the dooi 
Eann?! So 1 got up and greeted my vL'^tnr. It was my new 
i:onvi?rt, who had been s lepiJar rascal. He did nnt have 
aji huucst bubLDe^s, but liv'ed on others. After hia conver- 
fiion, he stopped his life of cheating and deceiving olhen, 
and a time of testing came to his life. He had no ivork, 
and his money was all spent. He even had to seH same of 
his oluthes to got foodr Ho had rome to me to tell me that 
he had had nothing to eat for two days. He wanted me to 
pTsy for him that his faith w<nild be susldined. 

So we prayed together bebre <iod. I prayed that God 
would supply his needs and strengthen hia faith, and he was 
very much comlorted. But when I got up from my knees 
my tivo dulkrs began to talk to me. Yon have prayed God 
to supply his tieeds. Why can't you give U5 to him? You 
can call on your fnends, but he ha^ nothing to h-lI- He is 
more desperately in need than you arc." So after a moment 
of hesitation, I gave ihe two dollarii to him. God someliTncs 
wants to test onr willingness to go all the way with Him. 
A few days later, I received thirty dollars! What intereiit 
He gives us, when we are willing to lend to Him! 

Whenever 1 pEcached, I always denounced sin. I preached 
repenlanco, the gospel of cleansing, and urged people (o repent 
at I he fool of the cross and accept God's forgiveness through 
Jesu^ Oirist and His meril on the cross trusting in His atonisic' 
blood to wash away their sins. When we keep on preachini; 
like tbia either we will we the people confessing their sins and 
being converted, or they will haiden their hearts and tufn 
against the preachei in birtetneas. The latter happened to me. 
3a 
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One night after the service was ovtr 1 was left alone in 
the church, and knelt down in prayer that God would work 
mightily in saving the people through the spoken message. 
We hoard a terrible commotion oulssdc, the sound of many 
steps,, the noise of a crowd shouting and crying, "Down with 
tho preacher! Down with the preacher [" Tlii^ mob wanted to 
beat me uith clubs. 1 was iheto alone kneeling in prayer, 
but when some ot the good sisters who had not gone far 
from the church heard the tumult, they lurned back and 
saw the mob of angry people who wanted to tear me up. 
They were frightened, for they knew they could not resist 
Ihe crowd. The only way Ihey could help me was to kneel 
down in prayiic with me 

So we kneU there, helpless, only trusting God tn deliver 
us If this was the time that my frail body should stand the 
bealmg of the fierce mob, and if even they should kill me, 
1 asked God to give me grace. ]f soicething should happen, 
I just Wanted to remind God to take care of my mother. 
While we were in prayer, wrestling with God against the 
powers of darkness, those people with tluba in their hands 
came into the church and saw us kneelhig In prayer talking 
to God. We were laying nothing against lliera, only prayjng 
that God would deliver us from the hands of the evil ones 
and save these deluded, deceived, precious souls, they came 
one by one, watched me a lidle while, then walked out as 
they came, leaving me untouched, unharmed, and sdll on 
my knees. God is still on the throne, and He answered me. 
He won the victory, Praise His Name, 
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CHAPTER HI 

GOD PROVES HIS FAITHFULNESS 

"Believe on the Lord Jesiis Qirisl, and Uiou sJtalt be gaved, 
and Ihy houst" is the Lord's protdise for wholc-hauiie salva- 
tion. When He Mvcd J-nah^ Hu saved his whole family. 
When the city ol Sodom was tg be dcslroyed, God sent two 
angols lo send Ihe whnLe fatnily of Lo] ou( of Ihe cMy of 
destiuclion. Wc can hnd iiumy ^udi instances in the Bible. 
God's way to reach a soul from a heathen family or a family 
that does not believe iu (k)d is perfect. When the one is 
saved, God usually uses the saved one by his prayers, testi- 
mony and life tn ceach the whole bouse. Thank (jod, His 
promises are sure and steadfast. He is faithful, not because 
we are worthy, but juat because He loves us and He is faitbful 
and o:annrjt di:ny Hicnsdlf. 

After I becanie a Chrislian tbe first ones to give tlim their 
hearts had been my sifter?. T brought oiy yoim^esl sister 
to the mi^^ioa school where she also found the IJird Jesus 
Christ as her Saviour. Then the other sister also gave her 
heart to the Lord aod sliidicd tbc Rible at home, oflen late 
inio the night, and she found the Word of God very precious 
to her heart. Then to our great joy, God answered oar joint 
prayers when molher accepted the Lord and fouad Jesus 
Christ as her Saviourr 

The last one to be saved was my elderly grandmother. 
We asked her to believe on the Lord, and she rehised. It is 
very hard for the oLd ^letrple among the Chinese Jo bcUeve, 
becinisc they are so strongly inHuenced by the heathen supeT- 
stihoDS. They believe the soul in the after-world requires the 
Qiings that Ibe living wiU give to thein^ ao (hey burn paper 
money, paper horses, paper trunks, and other paper objects. 
They aJso believe that hy gointi to )he lemples, on pLlfjiiraagrs, 
chanting the doclrines ol Buddhi&m, and abstaining frsm 
mears, they eam mecils for Iheic sins. Then after the parent

departs, the children will invite Buddhist monts to have 

some sort of service in order lo remit their sins and relieve 
Iheir antlerings in hell. If they do more of that sort of thing 
they might be able to open the gate of hell and hi release 
the ^OLiI in suffering. 

Then a]so we Chinese have ancestral woT^hjp. Every )-ear 
on Ehe anniversary of ihc loved one's death Ihcy oRer sacri- 
fices of meats and other dishes to him or her. buro paper 
money, and incense, light the candles, and worship. It is 
a memorial service on the part of ihe living, hiif it ib gl&o 
a sacrihce lo the dead, Naw if the old people were to accept 
Cbristianity they would have to g.ve up at) the hope that 
they have held dear in their hearts for the after-life. If 
would mean a greai sacrifiCE on their pari, and ol course 
they do no! know for certain Ihal llie new failh would 
guarantee them life after death, because the Christian does 
nothing for ihe dLiad. So my old grandmother refused to 
accept. After much persnasion, prayer, and pleading, her 
excuse was, "1 am loo old to change my faith. You young 
people can do what yon want. 1 cannoh" 

Once when we were on a trip to South China, the Lord 
used us a gteal deal in saving souls, and in one place in a 
single meeting we saw uver one thousand people flock to 
the altar asking God for His pardon, savmg grace, and power. 
AUer assurance came to their hearls tlieir faces would beam 
with joy and peace as they gave their testhnonies to the 
praise and glory of God. 

1 remember very well when we left for Ihe next city ten 
of the youflg girls converted at onr meetings wanted to follow 
|]& to the ne>:l town, twenty-hve miles away, for they desired 
to know more about God's love. It was raining, and the 
road was slijjpery, but Ibose young girls walked with bara 
feet in Hie pouring ram. Their hearts were filled with joy 
aDd their lips with praises to God, They kept singing the 
choruses we taught them in the incctingSr One of the ghla 
slipped and fell info the mud, biit she jumped up still sing- 
ing and smiling and said: "Praise the Li>rd, I am not hurt." 
That made a great impression on my mind and 1 thought 
of my grandmother. I lifted my heart in prayer and cned 
to God. He used lis to save others, why bhould not ray old 
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granilmothcr be saved? Then such, a burden caine oo my 
heart, and agony in my aoul for her salvation. All Ihe way, 
ftfilh tears slreaniing down iiusa my eyes I cried lo God, 
and [hen Ihe prnmiv came, "Believe cm ihe f^rd Jesus 
Chcjal, and ihou shall be saved, and )by house"; so I was 
comforted- 

Alter the trip was over, I came back to my own home arid 
found my old ^ndmcpther in the Kime attitude, sliU harden- 
ing her heart and ri'fusing In rccerve the Liird Jesus- Would 
my players be in vaJn? Was God's promise bare? Would 
He answer and grant that she would be Sived? 

We had to go off very &onn to Northern Chioa When 
we were there over a month a telegram came httm mother 
saying Ihat grandmother was vecy ill and wanted irie to go 
borne immedjalely. Thil was a shock. "Why," 1 said, 
"Grandmother i? not saved yet. Tf she dies before I re^ch 
home, what shaJI I do?" I was 5U desperate all the way on 
the train I just held on to God in prayei Ihat she would 
fljve evidence of satvatiou, if this was the ijne for her to go. 
When I reached home, 1 was anxious to know about her 
condition, bill to my surprise and great joy she was better. 
She could sit up on her bed. Then she told me quktiy, "1 
have believed on Jesus Christ." 

It was joy to my soul, but I vas surprised also. How 
could she become a Christian if she had refosud 50 often? 
So I asked her what happened to her that she suddenly 
changed her attitude. She said, "Since I have been sick, 
lying on the bed wifch nothing to do, I have been thinking 
a great deaf, and l aro convinced it is the ngbt thmg for me 
to become a Christian." 

AfJer she tuok ihiq stand in her new faith, thank God, she 
was very firm in her belief. She met ptrsecurjon. Even 
her own daughters, uiy aunts, who were not Chrjslians, came 
and laughed at lieT and mocked her. In effect, they said, 
"You are so uld. You are an old fool to give up your hope 
for after-life. After yea die, who will bum clothes, and 
dresses, and who wi3l invite the Buddhist monks to come 
and hold services to remit your sins? There will be no 
more Sacrifices and no memorial services for you, and every- 
thing you have prepared for youi after-life will be lost."

But, thank God, my grandmolhcr stood firm. She li^ilened 
to them without answciing a word^ but trusteil Ihe Lord 
and was willing to give up all for Him because He gave His 
life for her. It seemed she was butiar, so I went back to 
my work again, because my co-wurkers were wailing, and 
I fell that the Lord Jes^s would have me go on in His 
ministryr 

About five or six weeks later another tek;gram came, caU- 
ing nie back, hut I readied home too late. Wy grandmother 
had gone to be with the Lord. She wanted to see me and 
often asked for her grandson, the first Christian in the home, 
but Ihe telegram was delayed in bemg forwarded to me. so 
I did not see tier before she left this old world for the Uetler 
L-^nd. But some day when Ihe Lord Jcbus Christ comes, 
all the dead m Him shall rise and the hving will be caught 
up into tlw air, and I shall see my grandmoiber'n la<:e once 
more, not with tlie fr,id sick old body, but with a glorihed, 
resurrected body. Oh, what a wonderful hope] He is coming 
■iocn, and we shall not only hrhold His Jace o£ gloiy, but 
we shall also meet our loved ones. Before my grandniother 
passed away, she tell into a trance, and saw four young 
men coming, and she told mnlher to prepare beds for them 
because lliey were to ^top overnight. Mother asked her what 
they were commg for, and she said, "Oh. they will take 
me to-morrow moruijig to Bethel to study the Bible." She 
was iUilerate. had never studied belore, ^u it was not nafuraf 
tot her to thiult o£ cifing to a Uible Schuol in her old age 
to study. But Bethel means ths gate of Heave-n, the temple 
o! God; and on the nest mornmg she was taken to BKihel. 
add into the tetipk of God. She was to be with the Lord 
forever. He is faithful Hia promise ia sure. 
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GOD SENDS REVIVALS 



The Lord Tesns Cbrist came to give Life, and Jo give it 
moie abundantly. After my consccratioii I was growing m 
grace and knowledge. The Imnper for the Wnrd of God was 
BO intense I wonld ot(cn sit atiJl and keep on reading book 
jitor bouk, aod I i>(tcn found a new truih, to tdv greit joy. 
Not very long ailer tUis ScLb Reea anil his family came to 
Shanghai lo hold revival moetingg. The fir^L meeting was 
held LQ a great Mettiodiet church there. Wt hjd a big crowd. 
He preache/l on Acts r: 8, "But ye shall receive power jiler 
that the Holy Ghosf is come upon you." 

I felt a need o£ powtr in service. Yes, the Lord had 
given me aouEs for my hire. I had seen no binen service, 
bul, oil, I needed Uim in His fullness and life more abun- 
dant. When the altai call was given, mviling hjngry heariB 
to come forward and pray and receive Bim m Blis fullrtcsE, 
1 w^nt forward with a few of tbe people, and oh, Ihank 
God, I pei'sonally had a meeting with Him- While tn prayer 
1 just opened my heart wide and let Him flood every corner 
el my iouL Then a sweet sense of His incoming, the new- 
ness of Hiii precioufi pre^ncc swept over me. I had no 
great rapture, no holy laughter, and did nol BpeoJt in tongues. 
1 did not stE! visions nor hear any voices; bul just quiedy 
yielded to Him my wbole hearty soul, life. 

Then the meeting was discontinued because some oi the 
minislfirs objected to the altar service, and it seemed to 
the people that it was a fadurc^ for ouly one service had 
been held in that church. But I can testify to God's glory 
to-da.y tlie Ijiboiirs in J*^sii3 Christ are net in vaip, because 
in the meeting He blessed my souL 

I fek a new joy, a new sense of Hia presencen an over- 
flowing power. I was still young in eKperiencc, and did 
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not know much of the Bible and o| course I did not EKpect 

lo bold big mi^etings. I jus) eagerly wanted to learu haw 
to pi-cjcli. 1 had a passion for the lost. Then when we 
had a chance to go out with a pallor to hold meeting I 
volunlcercd to go with him just to take care of him, may- 
be hold his brief-case, cany his suil-case, so I could learn 
from him. But I discovered on that trip it was nol by 
might nor by power but by Hia Spirit. When we arrived 
at the city, people came lo nicet us and when Ibey saw two 
of us had come they did not want to just have one speaker, 
so yiey put boda of us on the programme. I was shocked. 
Why, now couJd 1 preach? J was learning. I was a student. 
I want to know how to preach., but certainly i could not 
hoJd thi5 big meuting. But they wanted us lo, so 1 just 
prayed and Inisted God to help me in preaching. 

'niank Cod, it was not by might nor by power but by 
His Spiritj and I saw conversion'^ in my meetinga, and the 
paslor's service was the barren one. In one meeting con- 
vrctinn for sin cante powerfully on the people, aiid ont: 
after anolher conte&fied their sin^ and their need for prayers 
s-niultaneously, and the presence of God was neat and the 
peojile were blessed, souls were saved, and the chainiian 
was so happy that his heart was filled willi joy. When the 
meeting waa closed he came and stood beside me and said, 
"It Wcis a blessed meeting. Please pionoimcK the benedic- 
tion-" la China ordinary ministers cannot pronounce the 
benediction, so since 1 was no) qualified to pronounce the 
benedictjoD, 1 just prayed and asked God to continue His 
blessing upon the people. 

That wa^ mv first esperience on an evangehstic trip. 1 
learned to trust the Holy Spirit. Yet I was stiU inexperi- 
enced and wheel a call for three ministers to work 10 South 
China came, 1 stiil hoped for a more e^fperienced evangelkt 
to go aJong with us. But for one reason or another they 
could nut go, so just the inexperienced youngsters went to- 
gether to the city of Canton, in that church we saw the 
real wurk o( the Holy SpLTtt. We could preach nothing hut 
a siEuple Goipel message la the plain lauguage everybody 
could understand, but the power of the Holy Spirit came 
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In Canlon Ihey ypealt a diffcrcnl languagen bnt oi coursfl 
the wrilten taQgna^d ia the samo all over China. In ibe 
Bpcken language dialecJa are diHerent, aod since we could 
Qot spcah Caincmeso, we had to talk through an interpreter. 
Id one service wheD 1 was ptesentina the cross of ]he Lord 
Jesua Clirii^l, and the duty of all CTiri^tians taMne up the 
ccKs and fo]lowin[^ Uim. Ihe Holy Spiril seemed (□ fall 
upjn Ihti audiL'nce One after another, as they listened to 
the Word of Ciod, began to weep, lliey must have taught 
a elimp&e of the cross ol our blessed Lord, 

Soon [he whole coiigregalion was weeping before God, 
until even my infecpreler began to wetp, and could not 
interpret for me; 50 -ac had fo tnm the whole service into 
a pra5^r meeting. All went down un their knres weeping 
and crying to God. ll waa deep conviction for sin. People 
confessed before God a^kin^ for forgiveness, and theq prayed 
for cleaDsing by His precious blood and the infilling of the 
Hn]y Spirit in their lives. The work of the Holy Spirit eDables 
one to make restitation. The missionary told us that he was 
kept busy beeacise peopEe came to call on him asking for 
forgiveness and mBting Ihingb rip;lit He had one adopted 
daughter only four years old who also was under conviction. 
Afler others were gone, with tears in her e^-es she said, 
"Papa, please fEHgJve me." Then slve ^vas asked^ "Why?" 
"Oh, you told me not tn eat peanuts on the table, and I 
did when you were not there. I did not know that wag sin^ 
bul the Holy Spirit has told me and 1 have no peaoe, so 
1 name to you. Papa, pleiiae forgive me." Of course the 
wis* missionary look her iii his arms and a^iired her of 
his forgiveness, then pointed her to the piecious blood of 
Jesus Christ which can blot out our sins, and she went out 
jumping and dancing in the jcy of the sen.^ of sins 
forgiven. So the Holy Spirit spoke to the people, young 
and old, educated and ilUtetate, and all classes of people were 
reached in the m*ietiQg.

Institute for our prc^iichera. 

"The Spirit ot God waa present fiom the Erst meeting. 
Mr, Chung scon had the people smiling and singing 
with IhcirTiearls as well as wjlh their Hps. Brother Gih 
is certdjujy a man used of God, He presents the message 
in a most vivid aud etTeclive way. He gets it across. 
Miss Chun^ is a wonderful speaker. She gave one of 
the most appealing talks to the preachers that was given 
during the mectingr How she pleaded with them, tears 
stieaming down her face I 

"On the third day ot the meeting, in a meeting for 
womeo, with betiv'een two and three hundred present, 
led by Brother Ciih, Ihe Spirit was manifest with power. 
Many were in tears and sobbing out confessions of Ein. 
The meeting lasted from two o'clock until after five. 
Many c^mo into the joyful experience of salvation. The 
students of the Girls' Sdiool went back to their dormitory 
and hunted up Misi Chang, One girl especially told her 
(hit she w^s verji unhappy. She found oat that it was 
due to a quarrel with her classmates. She was urged to 
go to the one she liad offended and ask forgiveness.

"How we praise the Lord tor lh[5 great bicsBing, We 
3ee His leading all alung ihc: way. t thouglit I was 
rfacbjng oul for quite a lar^ blessing hul did not expect 
that thi^ would prove to be just the beginnuig of such 
a flood as came upon us. Now 1 am aisking the Lord 
thai the revival may go on until it reaches eveiy nnok 
and com':r of the workr 

"Tbere is a tie established betweeo Sienyu and Bethel- 
It IS the tic that binds our hearts together. We are not 
able to (hank you in words but our prayers are with , 
you and 1 am sure that yoTits aie with Ufi. I knew ihat 
a gieat volume of prayer followed tlie Bethel Band as 
it went out Iroin Shanghai m its tnissjon to the South. 

"A gregt blow has been struck ior the Old Faith and 
for the OM Book. Hnw I rejoice in that fact. One of 
onr leading workcrg said to me Ibat tbis Preachers' 
Institute was diftereul from any that wp ever had. He 
said previously tho mixture uf modeini^m and conserva- 
tism produced no permanent results while this tinie all 
stood on Ihe Word, and God honoured it. It was a groat 
confirmation of the thLngs that Mrs, Cole and 1 have 
been standing for here. You tan imagine how tiappy 
we are. We welcomed Ihe euiph^isis on the i^econd com- 
ing. Mia Hughes, these folks of j^urs are juat good 
uld-fashioned Method i&ts of the John Wesley type who 
believe in conversion and sanctiiication. 

"We now have a number of young men and some 
older onea too who have had a deep experience, They 
are on fire for Clirist They are sanctified; they believe 
in the Book. How the good Lord has answered our 
prayers,

Thai a group of these splendid young ptsonle fiom Mr. 
Cole's district should have come at tbeir own expense aJl

came tb:s second letter from Mr. Cole which made us rejoice 
anew;

I should have replied to your 
letter sooner but we have been so huay in the follow-up 
work that I have had Utile time to do so. 

"The work ia going on wonderfully well. We have a 
large group of young people who have offered themselves 
to give of their time for personal work and for evangel- 
ism, I think there were fourtceo of our yuuiig folks who 
attended yoiir summer coiiferpn::ea. 

"Jnst after the schools closed our Dr. Sung got to- 
gether a group of the young converts and made a two 
weeks' trip over The Bin^ai Peninsula.

"Yoti will rucail Uial in my letter sent lo you in May 
tbei¥ wa& Ihe sentence, We are looking forward to ro- 
vlval mcplingg in the near future/ And now we mu&t 
praise Ehc Lord for the lulfilmeiil ul ^tf our ciiiiq:r^at[on* 
and for a blessing larger than we dared hope for, 

"The instruments osed were four cnembera of tHe Bethel 
Evangelistic Band who came to ns in June. They came 
down Irtym Foochow throu^ ati:trm and flood over an 
all but impassable road, soEfietiines in aedan chair, some- 
tunes travelling by rkksUaw. part of the way hy small 
launch and part of the way by 'fresh air' ta?ficab. They 
reaohed Hjnghwa City Ihe second day with thiiir suit- 
cases and baggage, watcr-aoahed and mnd-bespattered- 
But their facts were beaming and ihey declared tliat ihe 
two dayi of downpour as Ihey travelled aJong were a 
ai^ii [hat Gud wjs going to givp us showers upon showers 
of blessing. Here we saw before us a group of youug 
Chinese servanls of (he Laid who simply could not be 
depressed by depie^on. 

^'The first meeline vas held in Hinghwa City. A few 
weeks picvLous tu the meeting we wcic almost tempted 
to call off the mtehng because of the Idkewarmniss of 
some of the leaders there toward having it, Bui there 
WBS a burden on our hearls that simply would not lift 
under the suggestion, so we went ahead feeling that 
the Lord had a great blessing in store far that city. 
Piaclically all of ^ preachers of Hinghwa Couuly were 
in attendance, besides represcntalives of the official mem- 
bers of the counJFy churches. Then there were the 
students of ojr church schools and the city memberetiip. 
Soon Ihe fears of the local leaders over The question of 
interest io the meetings were allayed. People waded 
thrnngh a downpour of rain, students from the Girls' 
H>gb School would rush from a final examination into a 
meeting and in short, inlecest was soon at a high point- 
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"It was a great victory. Jt is impossible to give a tnie 
picture. District superinlendent and pastor ended their 
estrangement by public confession and shaking of hands. 
Members oE the Bible school faculty confessed sin, and 
harmony between them was restored. The students came 
under deep conviLliun of sin and witnessed to the New 
Birth and heart cleansing. Students of the Gills' High 
School remained at the altar for houra until forgiveness 
of teachers was asked, old quatrels settled up, sin con- 
fessed and Ihe joy of forgiveness witnessed to by word 
of mouth or by joyful counlt:nance. It reached the 
Gnthric Memorla'l High School also. Boys who weie the 
pioblem of the school for the past year were converted- 
The principal testified to a renewed faith in Chii^t aftei 
a period bordering on atheism which began while a 
t,Ludent m the United Stales. Many workers confessing 
that they had neglected evangelism returned to thtir 
charges pledged to preach the Gospel of Salvation with 
renewed vigour. Two weeks after the close of the meeting 
found youog converls organized into witnessing bandfl 
and going out to country churches to give Iheir testimony 
of salvation by grace. It fonnd an ea'rly morning prayer 
and Bible sludy band meeting from six to seven in ihe 
city ehurch grown from an attendance of thirty lo sisty. 

"The second meeting was held in Sienyu City. Three 
of the Bethel group aie exhurters, singers, musieiana 
combined. One of them, Peter Chang, comes from a 
wealrhy Melhodist home in Hong Kong. He is a talented 
musician and has given up a refined home and all that 
wealth can buy to accompany the Bethel Band and learn 
how to serve his Lord. Needless lo say these young men, 
themselves only high school graduates, make a profound 
impression upon tlae yonng folks. They know how to 
brmg (he message in gospel song. Great truths are thus 
fixed in the hea.rts never (o be forgotten. Andrew Glh, 
who has been with us three times, preaches the same 
old truths that John Wesley and the early Metbodisls 
Were famous for pieaohing. And we witnessed that these 
tmtha have not lost their power, A famous writer on 
things Chinese recentiy wrote that the Chinese 'are un- 
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(roublod by a consciou5iie&s of sio/ But aa this preachor, 
filled wilt] the Hcly Spirit, preached of 'ri^hteouaaesB, 
end self-control, and lie judgment to come,' men and 
women were ternfied and literally watered ttic altai witb 
Iheir tcais as ihcy made Lonfeaaion and sought the joy 
nf forgiveness. 

"By the elose ol Ihe ei^ht days ol the raeecing the 
Spirit of God had sn ■swept through the audience that it 
was broueiht into a great unity of thought ami punpose- 
I shaJl never forget how the entire audience would bceak 
out a^ one voice into a great strPam nf prayer weMiiig 
up lo the thtoDe of God, It did pot impress one a5 a 
cotifusLon ni sounds but a? a mighty earnest slieum of 
petition reaching out Godward, Then there was a remark- 
able scene oi conaeeration as all was put upon the a]tar 
and bands were alrolched upwaid (o rei:eive the Lord 
Jesus Christ into Ihe Iieart as Lord. Hurt we rejoiced 
in the testimony of several of our younger preachers! 
They were led lo see tbat there must be birth before 
ChrisEiab life can be trained and nurrtired. 'The Blood 
stall Never Lose lis Power' was a favourite song during 
the meeting and many can witness to tba.t glorious fact 
of our blessed Gospel.

The next point for a camp,u^a was in the mterior. The 
journey over the mountains and through the country was by 
sadan cliair, rickshaws, and by foot and all through a pounng 
rain. The rickshaws were often dragged through the rushing 
streaina from the mountain side while the itinerants waded 
through the Water with Che coolies. 

The conference was held in the largest Methodist Church, 
seating three thousand and formerly the church of Dr. John 
Sung'a father. In telling the story of the work, I prefaced 
it f>y saying, "Miss Hughes, we have been Lcaniing a better 
way of working this year — we jiist let the Spirit have Hia 
own way and He does it alt." The revival started while 
I was talking to the preachers. There was no attempt lo 
"work up a revival." Wor was there an appeal made, but 
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Uie Spirit used the message mightily. As before, the bunuEig 
desire to confess sin was the first indication o* the work that 

God was about to do in the heart;; of the people- Among 
the girl students, and m the boya' school, restitution was 
made, students going to Iheir teachers and frankly confessing 
lo sin that the teachers had known nothing of. Then in the 
iJible school conviction at wrong doing came almost to the 
mJjooI as a whole Philip 1j was &peaking, He tiad been 
greatly burdened for the men ovet there and one moining 
he wai invited lo sptak at the chapel service. He toot hia 
Irombone but did not play it. He used Saul, as illui^tcaline 
the Chinese high-scliuol boy of tu-day, peraecating the church 
iind yet thinking he was doing God's will. He closed with his 
own teslimoQy, telling how he him^lf had been just that 
kind of a student, even Ihough his fatlier wa^ a i>aslor. The 
message went home to the hearls of the students. When 
Philip asked if there were any there who needed to repent 
ij£ this same am ninely pei cent of the students raised their 
handsl The religious director of the school rose, confessing 
,15 follows: 

"I'm your director, but i just draw my salary. There 
is no religion in what I have taught you. I criticiEed the 
Bethel Band, but I want now to ask them to forgive me, 
[Stepping across the platform and shaking bands with 

Philip.] Aud I now want you students to Egrgive me-" 

MeHt Ihe Chinese principal arose, saying: 

"I was educated in America and got my modernistic 
perm there. 1 opposed Ihe Bethel liand coming here 
for meetings. I said Ihcy had too much emotion, but 
last night the message brought i^ouvicTion for sin to my 
own heart. I argued Ihis way. I have taiighEyou studente 
for years and now this Band of young men come here 
lo preach. Mr. Li this morning, just a young man like 
yocrselves, gives his testimony and you all raise your 
hands. Thcie is something wrong wilh ini;. My education, 
and training does not enable me lo in£iience you, I 
acknowledge my lack, I want you to pray for me/' 
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And lie, tcii>. shtujk hands wi(h Fhilip, Then a mis^ionaiy^ 
arose and confessed That she, too, had been against the Band ; 
being invitud tn thi& ciEy, She rejoiced at (he puwur of fiod 
working in Iheir midst iod she, too, ah*wk iiaiida ^ith Philip I 

I rumembtir one day when a Eriend came to our room ' 
and talked aboul her work. She was not salislied and sort 
of oxnplaining about this and That, and I suggested, "Wel[, 
let us pray." She laughed- When we got down on our knees 
she Wis still giggling, but -when 1 started the first words, 
tears slreamod down from my pyts again and the loving Lord 
WdS btfore u5. That young girl began to be sober, and she 
fck Ihc sactednesa of the hour. Then after T finished my 
priyer she her&elf voluntaciiy oonfes&ed her Ein-s end wept 
before God, asking for forgiveness. She ^ent away with the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit in her life. She was a diSerent 
girl from that time oa. Then we often mcl Logelher for prayer. 
Gh, sucli times of soul refreshing we had. Wc decided every 
day at least we must win a sou] titrough our personal contact- 
In the tvenmg a smali group of ii'i would ga.Ther together to 
report our experiennes, and the passion for lost souls waa 90 
intense that we were willing to go everywhere on the street 
coiners lo preach. We were scolded, despised, mocked, even 
received beaCing, ycl we were shIL lejoicmg in Ihc Lord. 
Praiae Ihe Lord for the fullness of (he blessing of the gospel 
of Christ. 
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CHAPTER V 

GOD BLESSES A CHRISTIAN MARRIAGE 

! WAS the iirst Christian in our S[ltle town only diree miles 
away from Shanghai. In fact, our family was the hrsi family 

to serve the Lord- I do not know why we never heard the 
Gospel before. My wedding was the first Christian wedding. 
Aceordmg to the old Chine'ie custom, the bride puts on red 
garments for a wedding dress. For a Christian wedding the 
bride would be allowed ■tt> wear white garments. According 
(o Chinese castom white is the colour tor mourning. The 
idea ol a biide putting ou mourners' dress, of course, caused 
great excitement. Jn China we always have the wedding 
cercinony firsl- Then we have feasts foi friends and relatives 
who come together to congratulate the maiTied couple. 

Tliey also liave a custom of going to the bride's room after 
Ihe wedding lo hud Ihe bride and groom and confine them 
in the rnjom while they guard the door and tease them, 
making funny demands. So it happened (he people found 
us and placed us in the room. Then one of the leaders, a 
young man, asked us to sing a gospel song 1 aaid, "Ves, we 
will sing the gc<s|>el soug, hut it is too sjcred to be sung m 
that spirit. If yoti want us to sing, you must promise that 
we will have a meeting," They consenled, so we sang, 
preiched, and testified, and it made a deep impreasion upon 
the hearts of the people. Then they made no further demands. 
One after another quietly left the room. We then went lo 
oar knees praying that God would water the precious gospel 
seed just sown in the hearts of the people. 

We were pUnning a way to spend our honeymoon, no! by 
taking a Irip for oui own pleasure but by stalling a Bible 
class right away for our friends- Two days later Ihe young 
man, leader o£ the group who wanted to lease us, was found 
on his knees on the mud floor. Oh, when a soul gets into 
desperation he forgets whether the floor is of tuud or cement or 
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covered witb a soft, beautiful Tvgr Ur. jusi -wanta to do busi- 
ness Witt the JjZfTd. This young maji was there crying and 
weeping for God's mercy. He was saved that day, and ]ie 
ia now a flatning evangelic in China, winning soul? by iha 
buiidteds. 

■'A Testimony of Grace" is the topic of the followipg stary 
wiilten by Miss Hughes, ld Eelhel lUaii Ihrobi\ 

"A most blessed revival broke out at Lunghwa, which 
ia a 5i!c)ion of Sban^ai wSiere we have a Gospel Hall. 
Lunghwa is Paator Uih's birthplace. He liRt came to 
Bethel as a high-school sludenl, having taken a solemn 
vow that he would not become a Christian. After hia 
marriage in liethel Cliurch, Pastor Gib with his bride 
went bach In Luagliwa to Lte home of hia mother, where 
a bridal feast was given. Friends and relatives from far 
and ncai [jathercd for the joyous occasion and among 
Uiem a Mr. Shih, son of a neighbouring and highly 
re^ipccted citizen. It was through Pastor Gih's leatimony 
aL the bndul feast that Mr. Saih firal heard of Chri^. 
His home was a conservative one. His father i^'els kno^n 
for liii bad temper and the neighbours often spote of 
him as the 'woll,' He must always be obeyed, whether 
he was right or wrong. 

"After young Sbih heard of Christ he repented of hi^ 
^ng and was bom again. Then he found hving at home 
to be very dilbciiit. Before his conversion be had thought 
his wiie untrue and disttusted hrr, hrat attec hiii conver- 
sion a!l Hiiy was changed in his life. 

"One day he dreamed that Christ came to him and 
said, 'tJo you reaLy b&Iieve and Jnve Me? H you do, 
here is n cross for you to bear,' And he knew this was 
to show the coming persecution. On February Sth, a 
day for special atice&tral woriihip, the old falher de- 
manded thdt his son should worship the ancestors in the 
home, add said, 'Worship or yon die. If you don't die, 
/ wjll.' Of coarse, young Shih refused. The old man 
was hearlbroten that his son would show such disre- 
^tl to his ancEsicirii. He threatened to beat hiras The 
family pronounced him an unworthy son. He Jled frem 
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the hcQSe and hid in the woods. At midnight his brother 
found him on his knees in prayer, and urged him to 
return home. The old father said, as he entered the 
house. 'I'll forgive you this tirnen but to-morrow we 
wurahip again and you- will be the first to worship, i 
am going to prepaie a colhn in case you do not obey 
me.' 

"Friends Etsked him to denounei? Qirist, but he gave 
his testimony instead. He said. '1 love ray latJieTn but 
Christ has done so much for me I I love Him 50 and I 
must obey Him first,' In answer to prayer, there was 
no beating that day, but the Father kept him safe. 

'lie read his Bible sleaUhity at night by candle. His 
father found him and burned the precious Buok, One 
Sunday he went to llie Bethel Gospel Hal), but his father 
followed hjm and drageed him out. That day the father 
beat him alL over his body four hme5 with a heavy club, 
la agony, his sp^nt cried oiil in prayer for his lather 
and for himself. He could not move for sulleriug. Hia 
Wife was very ill at this time and the same ■week hia 
liltle chdd died. Bethel evangelists came and prayed for 
hia wife. At first, she had been among those who mocked 
hun, bul finally was won to her husbaitd's side and then 
the father beat hc'r, too. 

"One day a iriend, in confidence, said lo him, 'You 
must \eave home. Yout father pkns to kill you." But 
he lepliifdH 'No, I will not leave until God opens the 
door.' llji friends had often laughed and said, 'Now 
he is going to go and live on the niissionaries.' So he 
wanted to wait until God showed him tile way. Then 
God sent His aervajits fcom Bethel. In Hr, Shih's own 
words 'untied Iht coll that Jesus wanted to use' and 
led him away. When he reached Bethel, Mis Hughes 
met him and asked, 'How is your body? You'd belter go 
to the hospital and let us care for you,' and quoted, "if 
one member of the Body siiffera, all sufler.' The words 
of encouragement and sympathy warmed his heart. With 
tears of joy be gave his testimony m the [abemacle. He 
is now in the Bible school, preparing to work as an 
evangelist." 
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A laler piil lE ihc hnufyinoon was a flip to a neigbbour- 
png province, not jusl foi a vacdtioD but loi an evangelistic 
cainpargn. Wj: wphI to the churcb wbich was quite a large 
biiilciing» but Ihp cungregalion was small. When the time 
came foe meeting oniy about t^'enty people were there. We 
were not satiBfied wjlh ju5t a few, so wben more people did 
not come. We went out on the streets and ^ang gospel songs, 
Whtii ptuplt (jallierod tugeihec to lislon wt lold them tbat 
ahhougL a bride ■& not Ed be seen ^d cocimimjy on tbe street 
according to Qunesc custom, yet she had a message to ^iug 
to ihc crowd. We gladly gave up all for thi: ^aio of (he 
goapel. Whether we were looked down on and despised or 
were Toved by others, H maiteied nofhing. We only wanted 
to seek the favour of the Lurd. Then we got the crowd, 
addressed Ihem for a few minutes and invited them to the 
church, and 5onn Ihc place was filled. Power was in the 
meeting- People were converted each night. Every &ervfcE 
we witnessed between twenty and thirty souls seeking God's 
fotgiveness. The meeting grew in power dud inttieat, and 
we had great joy as God's marvellous love was manifested to 
US( and His favour was upon our marriage. 

There was a registered school there and a veiy strong and- 
Chrii'tian spirit had gripped the students. I quote from a 
letter written to Bilhel Heart Throbs: 

"Praise the T.ord for Hig presence with us to-day. 
Tse Ying [Mrs. Gih) spoke this moriiing, and I took the 
afternoon cneeling. About one hundred people were 
present this morning. Tse Ying was very bold in giving 
the mefiSagc and about ten responded to the call for 
salvatinn, Only one came forwardn however, tor prayer^ 
for they had never seen an altar service before in this 
dty. 

"The afleraoon meeting was attended by sliidenta only 
— three hundred. Good spirit in the service. I preached 
Da repentance and at the close chiiEy students sought for 
pardoning grace. This ia only the start. A general break- 
ing down must >'el come. 

"The sdioo]s here are all registered. All have the Sun 
[nemorial service. One can only preach Chiist three 
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times a week, fifteen minutes each time aad then not 
to the whole school but to a few Christian students In 
the registered schools, Hun can he preachpd lo the whole 
school, but nor Qirist. 0, what a pityl Vet the Chinese 
workers in the school sfcin to W satisfied with tbe 
present condition. 1 said to one who told me these rules. 
'How abour the non-Christians? for iaith cumeth by 
hearing ttie word.' And he answered, 'Nuthing is being 
done.' O, that Gi>d will raise up hundreds of our people 
to go all over China lo preach /csus only and to atir up 
the so-called Cbristian people from their sleep. Do pray 
for us, that the Lord will magnify His own Name here. 

"Andrew Gih." 

We have been in His service many ye&rs. Sometimes we 

go out together, sometimes we are separated. When we first 
started our married lilc my wife had lo go to the Bible school 
for training. I had logo out on ttips with just a anuill allowance 
and we both had to suffer a great deal, bul we both loved 
the Lord and wcrp willing to *infTer for Him. The first summer 
I was oil! on a trip in South China. She was in Shanghai. 
We had many mosquitoes to botbec U5 in the nighl. Some- 
times the doorway was black wilh mcsquiJoes fiying in the 
room, and she did not have any money to buy a net. She 
had to sprnd many hours of the night killing [uosqaitoes. T 
realized her need and was praying for that particular thing 
when a Iriend, who knew that we had just recently been 
marned, gave me $j to send to hoc. I acci^pted the gift with 
thanks and gratitude toward God for His answer to prayer. 
I got the material and sent it to Shanghai, but she had already 
sufieied for several weeks. We were in poveriy, but did not 
murmnir She did not like to mention these things to others, 
or her needs wonld soon have been met. She just kept them 
between herself and the Lord, and uften 1 her husband was 
Ignorant of them But the 'Lord knew all about this need, 
and so spoke to the heart of the dear friend who supplied il.

CHAPTER VI 

GOD BEGINS A MIRACULOUS WORK 

Who aaid, " The age of miEacle^ is past "? God is atlU on the 
Throne and Jesi:^ never change^. Why' our lives have been 
suciounded with miracLcst 

It "vas Rarly in sy^j. "Iheliite Di. tJ, A^ Jepson of Seattle, 
Washington, U.S.A., s. beloved brother hi the Lord and a tiue 
frJend, fiuddenly <:allud me up while I was 5ita>4ng in Bawl 
Mission in Hon^ Kong, Over the phone I heard his vgire which 
was a big surpnse to me, for I did not know he was n^oming to 
China J went out to meet hirn and ■while we were having dinner 
togethct 1 asked him how he knew I was in Hong Kong. His 
reply wels, "T did not knnw, 1 just picked up the telephone and 
called £oi Andrew Gih in Bethel Mission; but the ojierator 
tonaected me with Basel Mission!" He told me that Youth 
for Christ" were looking for iiome able Christian leader to start 
the movement in China- I volunteered to help ifrganising t:am- 
mittees all over the nation, a^ [ was known and knew almost all 
the DUtstanding Christian leaders in the ma]or lities n( China- 
I was still comiecled with Bethel, but I suggested that 1 should 
go, holding meetings and living by faith. I wrote and told Mis? 
Jennie Hughes, the &ecretaTy, of my plans, and .she, thinking 
that I received salaries irom Youth for Christ, dropped me on 
the payroll. \ was overjoyed by this happy mistake that per- 
mitted me to leive my much-loved Bethel Mission, through 
whwc instrtrmentality 1 was led to Christ. 1 <3innot thank God 
enough for this mission, and the beloved foandeis, Dr, Mary 
Stone and Miss Jeonie Hughes, both of whom have since 
gone to their reward- Bethel Mission is now being carried on bv 
my dear sisters in the Lofd, Dr. Alice Y- Lan and Miss Betty 
U. Hu. May God bless them rifhly and use th'jm greatly. 

When we left the mission, we had no |)lace in which to stay- 
We had to go to one friend's home lor one nkht and mother's 
forthenext. But God began to work. A dear brother in Christ, 
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Mc. Chen, oJIered me a building site. By faith I received it, 
and dedicated it to the Lord for His service- I saw His Hand 
and was encoaragied. But this piece of ground could not be 
used to put up buildings for our much ptayed-for orphanage, to 
my likiD^T Then what? His brother gave a larger and better 
piece oi land. 1-iow wonderiui Our Heiveiily Fatlaer is. Praise 
His Nauict 

We then had enough iand lor buildings but we had not the 
iunds to build. Our mission was an interdenomination^, a 
fundamental, and a faith work- We did not know where to get 
the money^ but we did kuow whcce to go to a&k for it! We spent 
much time cm. our knees waiting before God for His clear 
guidance, [or it was too big a step for human wisdom. Once an 
orphanage wai atarted, it meaiic years of responsibility. In 
answer Co our prayer, a Mr. Shu, whom 1 never met before, 
gave a large donation towards this work. Thus we started our 
firstbuildmg which was called Faith Hall. We don't beli&ve in 
running into debt. If there were no funds, w'e just waited and 
prayed, and the ne^'tr-f^ling love and laithfulness of oui 
Heavenly Father provided funds from unexpected sources, so 
that we were able to pul up three more buildings, a big dining 
h^ and diapei, Lalled Joy Hall, kitchen and wa&hruoin&, 
named Temperance Hal^ and another two-sforeyed building 
tor cliiss-rDoms, called Grace Hall. The first child came iu 
March, itj^B. A year later ve had sixty-five children, ages six 
to eleven, both boys and girl;*. When the Conimuni^s came to 
Shanghai, we hail over ona huniired unfortunate Uttte onefi in 
our Children's Paradise where they learned to know Christ, 
His Love and His dying for them. In preparing ior the uorst 
to come, we dispersed about loity mto different homes, but 
seven ty-aeven were Ifft without any relatives to which to go, so 
we hti]l kept them. 

This orfJiaoa^ wa^ maintained for years for the little unf or- 
tunateafromlhestreel^ who had nu one to care for them. They 
were taken in, fed and elothed, and given tlie story of Jesus' 
love. Then the Communist authorities ordered the orphanage 
to be loosed. Us.ys came of packing and listing all the items of 
the big family. Then one day the workers stood tearfully by, 
praying sifently, as jj children, two abieaat, marched away 
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TWICE BORN — AND THBN? 

frcm their belo v?d Children '3 ParidisE, Into iinolher orphanage 
they went whi?re they found nearly 500 dmiinimiat- trained 
children who smoked, swote, ajid curbed the teachers. Whep 
these saw the new arrivali so crderly, so gcutLe and well- 
beliaved, they laughed at them and mccked thejn, iayiog. 
"ChiiatiansI", meaning "pi^^ie". It is like si:nding little lambs 
into the inid^t of wolves. Will years of labour, teai^. and 
prayers be in vain? God's pLrpuse can never know deieat. and 
Christ will turn this seemii^ defeat into a crowning victory, 

Ou Eaiitpr Sunday twelve ol these pretious children declared 
their alliance to the Lord Je^us by being baptised. Thi? work 
was started in 1547^ and the first group of chUdren, who were 
very young, came to the orphanage early in 1948, so this was 
thefirstbaptism among these cluldren. Con.'^ider the situation : 
even thongh Bibles and hymn books were taken from thomn 
religious meetings denied, and they were being taught the god- 
less and anti-God doctrines in the midsl of persecnlions and 
mockeries, these twelve brave disciples of His dared to lake 
their stand publicly for Him. "llie labour in Christ is not in 
vadnl" 

More news from behind the turtain reveals tliat one ol the 
churches wa5 privileged to baptise fifty new converts last Easter. 
Nothing can shut out Chiist, whether it be an iron curtain, nr 
bamboof He must work out His will in diooglng people for 
Himself, Missionaries had to ieave Cliina, but Christ h stil! 
there. Praise His precious Name! The time will come when 
"every knee shall bow to Hun, and every tongue shall confess 
Him." He will pieiail, so God's Chitrch will niari:h on to 
victory, no matter what happens in the world. 

In r947-i^4g, refugees poured iulo Shanghai from the 
"liEierrfted" North China provinces. Many of them were 
Christians whom 1 had met before when campaigning in their 
cities, They complained to nie that they had no place to go for 
worship, as ahuo^t ail the churches in Shanghai used the local 
dialect which they coiild not understand- So here was an 
opportunity to minister ti/ these suffering saints and other 
unsaved refugees- Theonly plage we couJd get for this purpose 
was a dancing hall- 1 did not hesitate to go to such a place for 
preaching to sinnersl 
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rOD BEGINS A WrKACOtOUS WORK 

We covered the band instruments on the stage with a big 
banner saying "Repent ye, for the Kingdom of Heaven is at 
liandl" Notices were put in the local papers announcing 
Mandarin bcrvices every Sunday momicig in this dancing halll 
God'i time was ripe, and He poured out His blessing, for we 
were willing to obey llLni. A thousand people crowded into 
this place every Sunday for two years and revival continued for 
that length of time. Never a Sunday passed without seeing 
55 to 100 seekers at the al Car. Thousantk were thus dealt with 
3t God's altar though in such a strange place! God again gave 
hjefising before the coming sEorm*^, 



Here is what my friend of more than quarter of century 
fellowship, Dr. J, Edwin Orr says about ECF work. We had 
the privilege of havmg him in our Singapore Headquarters 
and I had travelled with him in China during the last war. 
We sliared sleeping quarters, even slept under blue skies and 
shared danger togetherl 

For a quarter of a century, Andrew Gih has been an 
evangelist ot Jesus Christ to the Chinese wherever found, 
throughout the vaatness of China as well a'i to the mllhons 
scattered throughout the South Sejs and the thousands on 
other continents. Besides this ministry to his own people, he 
has pireached the gospel in the English language throughout 
Canada, the United States, Biilain, Scandinavia and Australia. 

The "Evangelize China" Fellowship, of which he is director^ 
is believed to be the only Chinese MissJonaiy Society founded, 
staEfed and managed by Chinese Christians- It is a faith work 
of interdi-noniinational charauter, following the pattern of the 
"faiUi missions" but working in harmony with missionary and 
national leaders of every evangelical denomijiatioUr 

The "Evangelize China" Ffllowship maintains the South- 
East Asia Bible College and High School in Java, Indonesia, 
with lout hundred students] a Bibie Institute in Thailand ; half 
a dozen grade schools with a thousand youngsters in them; and 
six self-aupporting and thirteen pioneer dturches org±ni£ed 
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TWICE BORN— AND THEW' 

within the past decade in which ibout t*o thousand people 
worship God weekly. 

This Chinese indigeni/uA ellort his d^vfloped a sevenfold 

pTogramme of activity. 

Evangelism — by sendiiii; out ClJntue pioneifr? to occupy 
strategic towns and villages to which the Gospel has uot yet 
been scnt^ and by sending out Cbiiuse teams ta hi^lp existing 
churches or to reacli heathen pe<tple wLth a view to (orming 
chnrches of the converts won in evangelistic meetings in the 
open Brir, schools, hospiLals, and the like. 

Church ifork—hy helping [;ioup? ot converts org^ni&e i 
churches^ and by helping cliuTchea old and new to herome 
self-supporting and sefi-pcopagating. 

EducalioK- — by training yonng people in the gospel, thus 
providing workers to teach and prijarh, by maintaining a. 
college, high school^ bchooli and orpliana^es, 

PuhH-^hing — by issuing books, pamphlets and two ma^zin^ 
in Chinesej as well a.s ti^irts by thfi miifion. 

R/jdio work — ^by broadcasting lour times weekly ovei ten 
sta-tiong in Formosa and the Philippines, thus reaching the 
millions of Chinese in the Far East and SoiiEh-ZIo-st A^iia. 

Medical eoangdism — ^y ministering to the sick and pooc and 
needy. 

Relief— hy passing on the gift? of Chinese and English- 
speaking friends to the |>oor and dpstitnte and acrompanjang 
such proviiiion fur the body with food for the soul. 

The Field Headqiiarteis of the "Evangelize China" Fellow- 
ship is in Singapore, a predominantly Chinese city at tlie 
crossroads of tlie woild^ and in a city well-placed fur reaj_hing 
the majorily of the twenty-five cnillion (Ihinese outside the 
Bamboo Curtain. It.^ hundred Chinese workers are scattered in 
an arc extendij^ northeastwards, and limited work is carried 
on with the blessing of God ii^ rertain mainfand centres. The 
ECF missionaries enjoy the confidence of American and 
British miasioaarios on the held, there being a close liasion with 
the Overseas Missionary Fellowship of the China Inland 
Mission, which haslent talented workers for specific projects of 
the work. 

Inthe years before the second woEld war, Andrew Gih was a

flimcof cvan^di^m llirougViout the pTovintes of China, ThenH 
concurmU *ith tlie upiieavaLs in China, came times of hard- 
sliip, testing, nntertainty and scMise. Today, his influence (or 
God ill China OverMsas is just a-s potCDt as m the days of his 
early success as an evangelist, and his consecration is as 
complete. His shadow has lengthened into the "Evangeliie 
China' ' Fellnwship, which ensraei the carrying nn uf the good 
workno matter what hazard its foundetlices, Tlie "Evangelize 
China " Fellawship deserves the goodwill and support of every 
Christian.

REMEDY FOR A SICK CHURCH 

I LIKE tc quote seven words nwd in the Nkw Testamenl in 

connectian ivith the work of Ihe HoJy Spinl. They are: 

1. Born — !hc life-giving word (John 3 : 5). 

2. Baptized — the relation woid, into on* body (i Cor. 

3. Sealed — the ownership word, sealed by God aii his own 
(Eph. 1; 13). 

4. Adciiited — the funolioD word, as a piiesl (2 Cot. 1 : 21 1 
1 John 2: sy]. 

5. Endued — Ihe manifestation word, power in tcBlicnony 
[Luke 24: 49). 

6. Filled— the experience word (Acts 2:4: Eph. 5; zS). 
J. Gift — Ihe afceptaocc wordj oblaiDcd by faith (Acts 

a: 3S ; Gal. 3: 14). 

Bible Bludenls diffsr in opinion as to the temiinologj' of the 
esperience set forth m this booli. Sonif call it the "re^t ot 
faith," some "dying grace," or "perfect tove," "spcond 
blessing," "Christian perfection," "sanctificalion," and "bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit." But we aH need the fuUnti^s ol 
(he Spirit in our live? as well a^ our service, ind il carries the 
meaning oi cleansing and infilling as well aFi empoweiiiig, as 
the disciples e>iperieiiced on the aay of PcnJecost, We don't 
want to contend ahnul wtiat we t,hould call it, but we do 
pray that all His children may live the Spirit-fill eri, victorious 
life, and be powerfjil in service. Pentecost can be repeated, 
not as an epoch, but a^ an individnal experience. We need 
a revival as powerful as in the early days to awaken the 
church and to wjq lo&l sinners to Jesus Christ, Oh, Lord, 
baptiie us anew with Thy power! 
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TWICt noGN— AND TUEN? 

How hsppy yoiT wpte when through faith in the Lord 
Jesus ymi tnlercd into tlie family of GodI You received a 
new life and becime j. tiuly born-again Christian. But per- 
haps with the passing days and months your juy has some- 
what faded and you have had ups and downs — perhaps even 
bliick defeat. And you haye wondered, "Wliy?" 

Here is (lood news fur you i God has something better— He 
lias proyidcd for this very need J Having saved you He ivant6 
you to go futlher and be aied with His Holy Spirit. Then 
your dsily eKpenence will be one of evet-increasine loy and 
spiritual power. 

Alas, the present church has many believers uito for decades 
Lave not advanced one slepl They are still the ls.bes lliey 
M-ere when Ihey first believed; tliey have not grown at all 
in Chiut. The Bible says: "Wherefore leaving the doctrine 
of the first principles of Christ, lot us press on unto cerfec- 
tion- (Heb. 6: i, R.V.). '^ 

When pasloti and teachers have not yet experienced the 
Holy Spirit's filling, what hope Is Uiere for the laity? Ladl- 
ing this filling, leaders are poweriess and the church lifeless— 
a sliaineful conditioa fot followers of our victorious Lord. 
Would that all the Lord's servants might rouse tiiemselves 
to seek the filling with the Holy Spirit! Their own ministry 
would thereby be transformed and they could lead a languish- 
ing church into this vital esperiencc. Then the world-wide 
reuival for which we ptay would be an accomplished fact. 

The foundation truths of llie Bible are found in each book 
for the Scripture is all inspired of God The Holy Spirit 
moved diffeienl men to write out the same facts [n varied 
language. Thus the four gospels all record the Lord's death 
on the Cross, telhng of redctnption through His slied Rlood. 
Since the resurrection is the foundation of the church's faith, 
the four gospels likewise all give an account of that. Bicause 
of Its importance, the Holy Spirit moved the writers (o 
emphasize it repeatedly. 

The believer's vital spiritual problems ate similarly stressed 
For example, take the i|ucst[on of the coming of the Comfor- 
ter, the Holy Spirit. Matthew, aware of its importance, wrote 
dciwn the words of John the Baptist who toid believers: 
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FULLNESS OF THE HOLY SPIBTT 

indeed baptize you with water uniq repentance; but he that 
cmnifth afttr nie 15 iiiightitr than I, wlm^e iilit*^ I am net 
worthy to b^ai ; he aliall baptize yau witii the Holy (rhcst 
and wiTh firo" (Matt. 3 : ii), 

Mark knew this (ruth was vital, bo m hia boot he wrote: 
"The beginning of the gospel of Jesus Christ," then continued: 
"I indued hsivo baptized you witli waler, but he shall baptise 
you widi Iho Holy Ghost" (Mark 1: S). 

Luke, for many years Paul's co-worker, from his rich 
expenenoc had a unique view of the believers' spiritual life. 
In writin^^ his gospel he did not treat the fu]ln?sE of tlie Holy 
Spirit as iinimportajit, but took pains to lell of the coming 
of the Paraclete [Luke 3; 16), 

The Aposflp Jfibn, relied the disciple whom Jpsu? loved, 
was peraliariy blessed with high spiritual attainments. His 
gospel leads one fat into The secret inner chamber oi th[n^s 
^piriEiiai. Ju^( a U'ord from Itiis gospel vi cnongh: "Upon 
whom thou shalt see the Spirit descending and remaining on 
him, (he same vi he which bapli',y?lh with the Holy Gho?t" 
[John i: 33). 

When John the Baptist was preaching in the wilderness 
of Judca, all the people eagerly went out to hear him. For 
about four hundred years after MaEacM, the Ji^ws Lad had 
no pnjphet. It seemed as tliough they were beinE- punished 
by God for tbeir sins. After the return lo JeniialenL they had 
resolutely abandoned foreign idols, yet no prophet was sent 
them. Now that (he beloved Son had corne. John was sen) 
as foccmnner. As John with his divine comniission was 
preaching in the fudcan wilderness he saw many sinner? 
coming.rand told them, "Hepentj^, for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand" (Matt. 3 : 2). 

When the Lord Jesus slarted to preaoh, He said to a great 
crowd of sinners : "The kingdom of God is at band : repent 
ye and believe the gospel" {Mark t ■ 15). Alter His ^igns and 
miracles believers multiplied. Naturally there were nnt a tew 
truly repenlanl ones, but also not a tew simply followed the 
crovd wiEliDut really repenting and being horn agiun. After 
this the church met opposificm, the Lord was crucilied, 
the dLScipks scattered, and thurc were li;(t only something 
over hvE hundred saved one^. After His resurrection the Lxird

coonsellcd this litde group cf bura-a^aia believers: "Tarry 
ye in the city of JomsaJtm ; ye shall be baptiicd with the 
Holy (Shu^t nul iifanv days hcucc" (Luke 2-\: 49 i Acts i : 5)- 

On Ptii][e^.Gt,t the Holy Spirit descended and there came 
the ipirituil bapli&m which die disciplra had long awaited ip 
cibediEn4:e tii Ilieii Lord'b coinmaiid. Ihen they were filled 
with the Holy Spinl. They had great power in witnessing, 
tourageously rebuking tho sins of the hearers, and faithfully 
tellijig Gud'g plan of salvation niade pcssible thiough the 
aacrihcial Blood and the resurrection of the Lord jesu^^. 

From Ihe foregoing it can be scon that the filhng with the 
Spirit ii a step further in cspeiiencc. It is not for sinners 
but for believers after they have been born again, 

Aftei one has repented and been born again he has the 
Holy Spirit, but he ^till nee^^s lo be filled with the Holy 
Spiril, This ought to be an advance step, a deeper experience. 
Using the disciples' Pentecost as a precedent we find the three 
following phases: i. Cleansed, a. Fillcdi 3. Empowered. 
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CHAPTER IT 

CLEANSED UY THE HOLY SPIRIT 

When exainimng tlie experience of the disciples at Pentecost 
we are apt to notiee only the Holy Spirit's infilling and the 
power of the Holy Spirit received by the disciples, while dis- 
regarding the experience of cleansing. Bat see Peter's testimony 
at the Jerusalem conference: "God who knoweth the heart, 
bare them witness, giving theiir the Hcly Spirit, even af^ he did 
unto ua, and he made no distinction between ns a.iid tbetn, 
cleansing IheLr licarl^ by faith" (Acts 15: 8, g R.V.). They 
lecejvEd tlie witness IliAt tliey ba.d been cleansed. As tu Ihe 
change in the life of the disciples before and after Penteccat, 
the evidence may be divi<ied thus; 

Toe SELF-l6£FORrAHT BECAZdE HumBLE 

"And they came to Capernaum and when he was in the 
house he aGked them. What were ye reasoning op the way? 
But they held their peace; for ihey had disputed one with 
another on the way who was the grealtst" (Mai-k 9: 33, 34 

Peter was a man enthusiastic about everything. His lUick 
temper made him Ihe Ixrst [o jump into every fniy. When 
njiy inquiry was mide he was always the first to reply. 
But this time was an e)f[:pption- "They held their pe^cc." 
Even impetuous, talkative Peter could learn that silence i& 
golden I 

The disciples before they had received the hillness of the 
Holy Spirit were worldly, sclf-imporlant, proud, each con- 
tending for supremacy, each hill of good reason?, sbaTiiclcssly 
hoa&Iitig. When the devil wants a person to do something he 
always supplits auitabJe reasons! Fellow believers, bewajel 

But when on Pentecost they were filled with the Holy Spirit, 
their hearta were cleansed, the "pride of life" went and each 
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botamc humble, Evengrt5t big Pcwr wa5 compleieHy changed- 
Wlien Paul lebukcd him he cuuld laku it humbly witliout a 
void, and moreover used Ihe teptuuf lo piud hmisell and 
others "Like'^ise ye younger, be subject unlo the elder. Yfa, 
all oJ you gird yourselves with humility to servo one suothcr ; 
for God re^isteth the proud bjl giveth grscc to the humble" 
([ Pet- 5, 5 R.V.), This was spoken from his CNpcricncc, for 
he cc'called how the Lord had reproved him in the Capeiniuin 
loDiii. using tin? illustration of Ihe Jittic child 

Tradilinn iays that ivhei] Peter was about to be cnicitied, 
he bowught ihem to nail him head doivuwardj for, he said, 
"I QIC unwortliy to die a& the Lord did- t,et me be nailed 
with head down and feet upl" Truly humble unlo desth] 
Ho^v iidmirable! 



CowA^iirce Chanced to COLKA^iE 

When at the Pasovcr fcasf the Lord said, "All ye shall 
be uHended in mo thij night: tor it is wnlttn, I will ^mite 
the shepherd and the sheep of the Bock shiti be scattered 
nbroad," the disciples gU averred they would gladly die with 
Him. 

In the cool of the night and quiet of the garden there came 
the sound of many feet. Like wild beasts nfter piey ihe mob 
seized Jesus, Their tnives and staves accentuated tbeir fero- 
cious appearance. The disciples' willingness to die with the 
Lord was plainly btrng tested. "Then all Ihe dIsciplcG Mt 
him and fled" (Matt. 26: 56 R.V.}. Peter? Can he eat hi? 
own words, so teccntly spoken^ Circumblances have changed, 
so he "followed him afar of(" to The court of the high pnest. 
There a crowd were wanning themselves by thtf fire. Peter 
pulled his felt cap down over his eyes, bowed his head and 
mingled with the throng. His attitude and appearance imi- 
tated Ihe others exactly until it was diJ3icult to recogniae him 
as Peter the disciple. 

Unexpectedly the maidservant of the high priei^t, with her 
unusually shaip eyes, saw Peter by the fire. Looking at him 
she said, "Thou also wiist with Jesus the Galilean I " 

"J know not wtmt thou sayest f" Pjliablc, cowardly Peter! 
He did not dare to confess his L^jcdl But now he knew Hue 
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was not a safe place, so he tunjed and started out. Anotbet 
maidiervant saw him and said to those standing by. "This 
man also was with Jesus of Najaretli." 

"I know not the manl" Peter made thit, speech deter- 
minedly, but there was an appreliensive struggle in his heart. 
Before Jong the bystanders saw tlirouj-li hit, pretence and said 
to him again: "Of a truth thoy also art one oi them, for thy 
speech maketh thee known." Hearing this kind of decisive 
talk Peter excitedly swore, "I know not the man." 

Belore he had been filled with the Holy Spirit he did not 
dare to witness even before a servant. Rut when Pentecost 
had come and the Holy Spmt had descended upon them, 
they were all fillod with the Holy Spint and Peter was coiu- 
pletely diant;ed. He even dared to preach a crucified Lord 
before Jews from every nation under heaven. Priests, temple 
guards, Sadducees, iill tame and arrested him aJong with 
John. They were taken before powerful otKcials who used 
every kind o£ threat and litrictest prolubition '. yet Peter taid 
before Ihem: "Whether it be right in the sight of God 
to hearken unto you rather than unto God, judge ye: for 
we cannot but speak tlie things which we ^w and heard" 
1Act& 4: 39. 20 R.Vrj. Kverynne recognized hii couraj^'c. 
How could he be bold enough not [0 cringe before autliority 
and dire threats? What changed him? Jurt Ihe filling of the 
Holy Spirit! 

The DifOWSY Tl'Rtjfd Imo the Alert 
Once after the Lord had prayed the disciples saw His 
appearance change, and gJory sJione iorlli. This made them 
redlize the importance of prayer and they longed for a spirit 
of supplication like the Lord's. They wanted to imitate Him, 
and asked the Lord to teach them. The Lord did instruct 
Ihemr Later He look Peter, James and John up on the 
mountain to pray. Whiici the Lord prayed He tmly spoke to 
Ilia Heavealy I'athet face to face ; Hi^ face shone with glory 
until even His clothing glistened. In the presence of such 
gloiy and power, in this sort of a prayer meeting, surely the 
disciples would be greatly blessed and pray cagerlyl Who 
would have thought thai they would simply go to sleep? 
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TWICE EOBN — ASD THEN? 

When Ihe Lord Jesiia was id Uir gatden of Gethsemane, 
die three a^^ixi b^ing wirh Him. He comnmaded them lo 
wjtcli, w[iiJe Uc HinisclJ iniportaiiately piayed with loud 
crying. "And being Id an agouy he prayed more earnestly ; 
and hia sweat became as it were great drops of blood falliag 
down upon the ground" (Luky 22 : +1). Undef such circum- 
slaiicM tilt disciples wonld surely be moved and arouse 
themselves to £erioii& prayci. Bui no! Again Ihey all slepti 

As a matter of fact, "We know no! hi>w to prav as we 
ouglil ; but tTiB Spirit him.seJf mafceth inlctcession foi ua ■wjth 
groiuin^ which cannol be utlcrcd" (Rom. &: 26 R.V ) 

Once itt die clof* of a prayer meeting I saw a ijstet still 
kncding. Thinking that i.he most Jiave si>me(hing special to 
pour out bciote the Lord, and that perham i ou^ht to pray 
with her, ] went up to her and said, "Sister, do you Kavfl 
some special need for my heJp jn prayer P" She arose, cubbed 
her eyes, looked around and said to hecaelt: "Are they all 
gone? I'll be going, tool" She had been asleep there! 

The disciples or^inaUy were like that ■ but being filled with 
the HoLy Spirit changed theLr prayer life. They piayed in 
prayer meeliag, they piayed in every Leisure time, tliey 
prayed constantly. "Ptay without ceasing" Wdi tlieir motto, 
their experience and the goal they set before others. In 
answer to their prayei? the earth was shaken, prison doors 
were opened, chains were brot:en, prisoners were liberaled- 
Vniif^c persecutiun they prayed. After they had been beaten 
they said, "We wi]| contmoe steadfastly in prayer and m the 
ministry of the Wordr" Praver rame first. 

Love of Life Changed to FAnHTtiLNESs unto Death 

The Lord was with H[s disciples in a boat crossing the ftea- 
Suddenly a boislerouE, wind arose, the waves dashed bigh- 
EKciled and terrified by the danger they crfed out, "Master, 
master, we perish!" (Luke fl: 34), 

When the Lord was arretted and the disciplua baw the crowd 
with knives and staves, they fled! Pefet wjs afraid, didn't 
dare to confess that he was a disciple. When they met together 
the door was tightly closed. They were afraid. They clung 
to life and were afraid to die. 
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After I'cntceost Peter was arrested, cast into prison and 
entrusted lo loui bands of soldiers to watch, while bonnd with 
diains. Jamea had already been slain, and of eourse Peter's 
chances were very slight. One would eKpcct bim to be afraid^ 
to weepn to pray. But filled with the Holy Spirit, the fear ot 
death was gont. He had only one objetl eveu as Paul ; "i?iit 
none of these things move oie. neither eouot T my life dear 
Ujilo mysdi, so that T migtit finish my course with joy, and 
the minlitry which I have received of the Lord Jesus" (Aets 
20: 24 A. v.). Life and death bad early been put out ni the 
reckoning, so whatever the circumstances, he was calm and 
composed. He slept between two soldiers aa peacefully aa at 
home. 

Whith of thoi^e filled wilh tlie lEoly Spirit did not sacrifice 
ail, faitSitul unto death: Ob, may the Lord endue our piesent- 
day church with the Holy Spirit that she may faithfully serve 
the Lord, changeless until tlie end. 

Hatred RErLACED by Love 

Jesus was g"ii"g up to Jerusalem with His disciple^i, passing 
through Samaria, The Samaritans would not receive them, 
and when James and John saw it they weir eicceedingly 
angiy. "These despicahle peoplel We are evangelists, bene- 
factors. It's unheard ofl These people arc abominable, de- 
testable I" Probably they spoke thus among theinselves; then 
turning to the Lord |esut tliey a^ked, "Loid, wilt thou that 
we bid fire to come ^own from heaven and ron^me them?" 

This kind ot hatred was washed away in the Pentecostal 
filling of the Hdly Spirit. Their hearts were purifiedr Thank 
CodF The Holy Spirit shed abroad the love oE God in their 
hearts, so that John was simply filled with love, Jn his letters 
he wrote: "We love^ove one another — he that loveth God 
let him love his brother also — Ise that loveth not kuoweth 
not God," 

Beloved bmthers and sisters in the Lord, il wc In.ck love. 
we ought b seek the fullness of the Holy Spint. even as these 
disciples- The Holy Spirit can replace hatred with lovef 
"Because the love of God is shed abroad in onr hearts through 
the Holy Spirit which was given unto us" (Rom, 5: 5)- 
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The BiTTEPNE^a of the Cross Tvrnei> i^o Joy 

B^ore they received the Holy 5pijil tlie disciples feared 
thii cca^. 1'lnfy caniiidered criB'i'bearing ii great hardship and 
ccnr^lanlly souglit ways to avoid it, to escape its burden. They 
were Qnwilling to suffer for the gos.pe]. When: they saw the 
Lord w-orking si^ns and miracies, dividing the loaves and 
feeding tbe mullicude, they wanted to follow him- But as 
aion as He 'mid "Fohes havp holes and the birds of the 
heaven have neils ^ but [he Son ot man hath not where to 
lay his head," then fhfy thought of e^ccuses for leaving Him. 
One said, "Lord, suffer me first to go and bury my iathei" 
(Matt, S: 19-21 R.V-). 

When Uie cross waa at hand the disciples scattered and fled. 
Are we not like thil now? UnwillLne to bear the cross we 
run away from it, IJ unavoidable, with no way out but to 
beiir it, then wc frown and grumble. 

The apostles, perwcuted for their preaching, were talcen 
before the CounciE where they were [|Deb,liGiied, Usreiitened 
and beaten. This kind at a cross is not edsy to hear. They 
surely will weep and complain. Who would have thought 
that "they therefore departed from the presence of the council, 
rejoicing that they were counted worthy to suffer dishonour 
for tbe Name" (Acts 5, 40, 41 R.V,). 

With the Holy Spirit's fullness bearing the cro^ is ioy. 

"lu the cross, in the cross. 

Be my glory ever, 
Till my rjn:5onied =oul shall find 
Re$l beyond the river." 

The liJe of the di^ple^ was completely changed by Pente- 
co^it. Since their hearts were dean, tiojy living followed 
naturally : hence they could bi! filled with the Holy Spirit and 
have the Spirit's power. Tiiib order i& eternally unchangeable: 

First cleansing, then filling. Having been filhd, then, and only 
then, can there be power.

INEPFECIUAI- PRlilACHEEE BECOME POWERFUL WITNESSES 

The disciples had iilie^dy been sent out to preach and Itad 

already cast out demons in the Lord's name Oiicg they were 
filled with joy on their relurn because they reported Ihal the 
demons had been subject unto them. However, their power 
was limited and eriytic. Somelimes they (ell that they were 
preaching with poiver: at other times they were weak and 
their words cacned no weight- This is always the e>;peiience 
of tho5e wlio have not been hlLed with the Holy Spirit ; their 
own spirittjal itate is variable, so power is uncertain loo. 
Reader, have you been in this spiritual condihon? This is 
the wildHmtiffi experience. Like the Israelites on their journey. 
They weie not without victories. They destroyed the king of 
the Amorites and the king ol IJash'an. Bui Ihev weren't 
always victorious; their ddeats were many, their victories 
few They were constantly cotlipkiliing, hating Moses, blam- 
ing Aaron. Hitrcatiiig instead of advancing. At Kadcsh- 
Bamea they sent spies to aearcli out Lhe land. These re- 
turned^ reporting giants io the "and, and the pei^ple were too 
frightened to go on, preferring to flee to the wilderness. 

The disciples, too, had their wilderness experience, weak 
ajid powerless, until even bold Peter did not dare to vnX- 
neas before a servant maid! f-isten to tliis man's testimony 
concerning the disciples: "I-ord, have iiitfCy on my son ; for 
he is epileptic and suffereth grievously ; for oft-times he falleth 
into the -fire and oft-tiiues into the water. And I brought him 
to Thy disciples and ihey could not cure him" (Matt. Ij: 
15. 16 H v.). 

But after Fentecoht, when tiiey had been filled wltli the 
Holy Spirit, things were different. They preached with power 
and witnessed So eflettively that three thousand, hve thou- 
sand, then a numberitiSii multitude repented and believed on 
the Lord. 

Listen agjiti tu the testimony which tJie Holy Spirit bore 
concerning them : "And with great power gave the apostles 
their witnesii oi the resurrection o( the Lord Jesus, and great 
grace was upon them all" (Acts 4; 35 R.V,)- The apostles 
were turned into powerful preachers; the deacons also had 
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power, as the Holy Spiril ie^lified of ^(ephen ; "StcphcQ, full 
of grace and power, wrought great wcndtrs and signa among 

Ihe people" [Acts 6: S R.V,). 

An evanee|j.?it who has been filled with the Holy Spirit has 
power. A cinirch full of the Holy Spirit nhn has power. Hay 
Ihe Lord endue our churches with the Holy Spirit that these 
cold, weakn powerless ctiurchea nij.y be able to witness for 
Ihe Lord, to shine, to lead men to Christ, and to glorify 
Gad. 

From Fleshly Living ro Sfifiiuaj. Living 

It was a cold, dark aight. The devil was fn power. Wicked 
men, enemies ol Clie trnth, opponents of aU good, carrymg 
knives and slavey come to arrest Jesus. Peter had sworn to 
good faith anri to willb^ness to die with Ihp Lord, Now his 
opportunity had arrived to show his true love in protectmg 
the Lord a.nd faiUifully serving Him. But Peler frowned and 
his oyes grew round with anger. QuJcldy pulhng a knife, 
he met the ineo defianliy, and with a blow cut off an ear 
of the liigh priest's servant, Wooderful courage I A ready 
defence in every dan^erl" This is the world's way. It throws 
beyond the clouds of hightst heaven the Lard's leaching, 
"Love your enemies and pray for them ttiat persecute you," 
This is living on Ihe fleshly plane. 

In 1937 when the People's Kevolnlionary Army started 
north, the Communists bocame active everywhere and at! the 
churches sufleEed perbeeution- In Fukieu and Hunan the 
greatest darajigc was done. The chuicTi in Fuluen had been 
started the earliest; there conditions were flourishine and 
membei^ were many. When persecution wje at its height the 
Christians were worshipping one Snnday when a number of 
soldiers and political agitators came in to make a distucbance. 
Since the church members ontnumbeied the disluibeis, they 
crowded around them, took away their gnns, and in a moment, 
with fiste and heels, had bealeo tliem half to death I 

When ptrsecution came they met it with force just the 

stench wafted down from Peter. Those few sofdiers, pitifully 
wounded, returned to their camp, furiotiE, in a jnomeut the 
order was issued and spies wero ouf to arrest the leaders who 
had started the trouble. Then what a fleeing and taking to 
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coved The church was closed and empty for a ^ong time. 
This 15 the reward of depending on fleshly means. This is 
file defeat ttial resulted when a church without the Holy 
Spirit met persecution. 

Mr. Wang, a native of western Shantung, wais a man of 
slalw^t physique and great strength, together with a cruel 
temper, given to dissipation and without regular employment. 
He was not popular in his home town, so befiice long he left 
and gradually becann; associated with bandits. He was soon 
busy robbing homes, kidnapping people and extorliQg ran- 
som, Tlius for years he was not even equal to the prodigalr 
How could there be any hope for him? But Ehe Lord's grace 
is boundless. His power amaiinjj. With God aU things are 
possible, so this poor, wicked bandit was made to show forth 
His glory- 
One day Mr- Wang was wandering by himself In a village 
to spy upon the wealthy, when he unexpectedly came upon 
a crowd in a great circle on a threshing-fLoor. Mr. Wang 
approached and found IbS-t there was a man standing in 
the centre preachin° to the throng. The speaker was young, 
with noble face and EJasliing e>es, but one telt that he was 
kindly and approachable; so Wang joined the crowd to hear 
what was being preJtlicd. 

"He ]eft home, fell into bad ways, wasted his money, never 
thought of home, suffered misch. But his father's love had 
not changerL His fattier kept hoping for l:is speedy return, 
willing still to treat him as his beloved son. He repented, 
returned home, his father forgave bim, received him back. 
He enjoyed to the full his father's love. This is the way God 
treats siofiOES. Come back, believe on the Lord Jesus Christ." 
After the preacher had most earnestly presented the stoiy of 
the prodigal, he urged people to repent. 

As Wang heard the first words, "He left home, fell into 
bad ways," lie was startled. How came this man to be taiking 
about him? He listened attentively. Every senlence went 
liome. Evtiuy word pricked Ijis hearl, Many of the hearers 
were moved, and he, too, wept as he indicated to the evan- 
gelist that he wanted Id repent and tjehevc. He knelt dnwn 
right there and with tears confessed hii sins. The Holy Spirit 
worked in his heart and he knew his sins were forgiven 
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and his ^ui ^ave-J, ]Je was a? happy as though he had 
Joat a great burden and hi^ Iieart was full of light. He 
left his banditiy and stacted home atler the manner of the 
pFodigal- 

Rcaching hoTHc ho 5aw his vjiiv and kaelt down, asking 
hec lo forgive him. Then he kotowed lo his parents, begging 
them to forgive him for being unlilial. His faniiiy wtire aJI 
amazed as be told tliem in detail his expeiriiiote. Then they 
onderstood that it was believing on Jc^us that made him so 
humble. His family were not fully convinced, but Buspecled 
tome trick. For Liiaoy days they stleQtly watched his conduct. 
As a matter of fact Ihey found that he was truly sorry for 
his former faults and had become a different man enliidy. 

He regularly went to service at a riear-by church and 
sludicd the Bible. When his family foiicid that the Lord 
Jesus coLiId really save a man like this, they too turned to the 
I-Ord. Mr. Wang constantly gave his testimony and served 
the Lord with zeal. But unfortunately he had not yet been 
filled with the Holy Spirit.

"'Beinc thus maltreated the man had lo nurse his grievance 
in silence. He could only endure the piin and go home, to. 

WeH 
satisfied with himself he humed home and told his family 
all the details. lie was too happy to care about dinner, but 
hastened to the church. Finding the pastor, he called out 

"Pastor to-day I have truly done worth-while work lot 
Jesus!" "What was it?" asked the pastor. Then with great 
elation he told the aflair from heEinmng to end, fully eKpect- 
in" to receive the pastor's pulse. He was surpnstd that the 
mfnister listened with a sad expreKiou. When the story was 
finished the pastor gave a name to this bold episode. He cilled 
it "lleshly, not belonging to the Holy ;;pml." 

The minister immediately explained to him the Imth regard- 
ing the Holy Spirit. He told him how Peter had acted jus 
as he had done until the Fentccostal filling oi the Holy Spirit 
gavf him a great change. Mr. Wang humbly conlessed his 
tm belorc the Lord, loneingly seeking the Spirits fullness. 
Then receiving by faith the promised blessing he went to 
tlie injured roan's home, confessed to him, repeatedly apolo- 
eized and promised to be responsible for all medical expenses 
Xtler this his lite had an even greater change. He wa.s kind 
and loving to people. He really had the joyous life that 
follows the hlliag of the Holy Spirit, a Canaan expenenca 
of victory.

peter had likev.i£e drawn his knife in the energy of the 
flesh thinking that to cut off a man's ear was a good way 
to meet persecution [Matl. it: 51) »>" alter the disciples 
were Blled with the Holy Spirit they had an enbrcly different 
way of meeting opposilion. Look at the two arreslcd by the 
chief nriests and scribes because of their testmony. they 
were citamined and sternly threatened, but when tliey '^turned 
to the assembly they did not plan revenge. Fbey did not 
harbour haired nor make complaint; on the contrary, all 
knelt down and prayed (Acts 4: 53-31)- ... ,w 

This is life on a spiritual plane, the standard set by ttie 
Lord lesus' "Love vour enemies and pray for them that 
persecute yon." This is not to say thai tliey were no match 
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for IhaLr enemies and were heJpli^s^. therefore they could only 
pray. Thpy did not wan! levcngfiH but out \A love for soafe 
they Bought coura|;e lu preich in order to save othcra. This 
kind of apjcilual living the Holy Spirit can he^Low,

When Janies and John with their mother went to J^ua 
and asked Him to promise that after He received Hi& king- 
dom they might f^il, ane on tiie Lett aod one on liie rights the 
ten discipJe^ hciird ol il and were ereatly incensed Hgainst 
the two brothers (Matt. 20: 34), Perhaps among the ten 
there was one who, havini; heajd ill they had done, went and 
hailed Peter: "Say, Peter! Come here, I have something to 
tell you,'" beckoning as he spoke. Wheo Peler hurried Up he 
whispered into his ear recouating the whole affair from begin- 
ning to end. Concluding, he earned him; 

"You must lake 5tep& at once, otherwise a blunt, ontspriken 
fellow Ukc you, unu$Ed to politics, won't have a foothold in 
the future kingdom. After these two brothers have launched 
their campaign it wiill be too late lor you to do aaythinfj." 
He pauiied a moment, then virtuously added, "This is loijk- 
lug out for your future. I tell yon this with the best inten- 
tions '. don't he foolish." 

Probably Peter wab very angry when he hejrd the news 
iind promptly told Andrew: tlien calling togclhcr Matthew 
nnd the other disciples he informed thefn and they took 
counsel to oppose James and ou-'it John. Each was boiling 
with anger, and they expressed all sorts of opinions: "Whu 
ever heard of such a thing 1 They aic entirely selfish and don't 
care for the public good/' "To use propaganda and politics 
in church affairs — that is certainly mcjnl" Tliey all apoke 
as though public-spirited, but really eai,h was for himselt! 

The ten became a. party opposing the two brothers and 
the twelve disciples were thus divided into two factions. The 
Bible aaya: "When the ten heard it they were moved with 
indignz-tion conceniing the two brethren" (Matt. 20: 24 RrV-). 

After "being tilled with the Holy Spirit they were greatly 
changed. They did not spht into cliques and parties but were 
together having all things in common, entertaining one an- 
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other, bipaking bread with each other. Their love was 
stronger than family ties. No wonder people tt'ece Jiioved to 
tura to the Lord I {Acts 2: 44-47). 

Now Peter and John could work together because the Holy 
Spirit's lire had hojced away the old "I." the old selfishness, 
until they Inved one anolhefr At the honr ot piayer they 
went to the temple together. Seeing at the EeautituI Gate 
a man bom Lame, the two healed him in the name of the 
Lord. Later wbun they were arrested and questoued by the 
chief priests, die two answered with one voice. Tliey iullcred 
together and afrer they were hbeialed they went together to 
a friend's huuse to pray. When Samaria had a big revival, the 
Jerusalem chnreh, knowing the mutual Juve of the two, and 
tlicir ability to work in harmony, sent them do^vn together. 
Ttiii loving spirit is |ru[y adniitabler It fulfils the Lord's 
desire : "By this shall all men know that ye are my disdples, 
if ye Imve love one to anuEher" (John (j: ;^5 R.V.). 

Now there are constantly lactions and quarrels in the 
churdi. This i^ worldly, after the flesh. This does not glociEy 
the Lord but rather causes people to stumble. Would that 
the Holy Spirit rai^^ht cleanse us that we might become one 
without divisions, serving God with mutaal love and nnited 
purpose [ 

Tsierc are many who?e faetionaJ spirfl is too strong. They 
pleach creeds and hold pcohlle^ sauabbJcs over minor differ- 
ences, forgetting the importance ot preaching tlie gospel and 
saving men. They only debate the pros and con? of sects and 
denominations, eacli sure that he is right. Their confused 
critii:i^ms waste much talk and ink and time. They keep 
raising controversies ejipoijng others from their party view- 
point. May the Lord give our Chinese church a Pentecostal 
eKpenence, that it may throw aside small differences and 
seek fundamental unity, saying with Paul: "I determined 
not to know anything among ycu, save Jesus Christ and Hini 
crucified," Fo: only the gospel of the Cross can save meol 

After being flLlcd with the Holy Spmt one is so concerned 
far men's souls, so eager to save people^ that there is no time 
for such discussions. While we sit down for a month and 
disfuss our differences of opinion, a. million Chinese have 
died without receiving the gospel. They have gone to their 
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etenial abode witliout God, without a Saviour, without hope. 
During one day's wi^oglipg 33,000 have died] Beloi/ed 
fflllow-bcliever, Tnulcitudes ^vho haven't liuard Ihe gospei an- 
not wait (or us to conclude our contiDversies tmforc they diel 
Therefore vne Ehould throw aside our nJiffcrooccs of opinion 
and rousing uur&olvc5 ask the Lord lo ^ive us tht liviy Spirit's 
power to bsing multitudes to the Lord quickly. 

Those who con^der f^jvitig men irapKJitant can't lakt part 
in factions and quarrels- Lord, fill us willi Thy Holy Spirit 
that we may be united^ and raise high the Cross that Christ 
may draw all men unta tTiin !

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CHAPIEB I ! I 

FILLED WITH THE HOLY SPIRIT 

The Holy Spirit, as He enters the heirt, first qJeanses, then 
fills, and tlien Rcnpowers. Bprore Pentecost the discipJes had 
never been filled witll the Holy Spiril, but as Pcntcccst 
approadied the Lord charged them not to depart from Jem- 
saleni but to wait for the promise of the Father, "Ye shall 
he baptized with the Holy Sphit not many days hence" (Acts 
t: 5), After the disciples received the Holy Spirit's baptism 
they were hnniediitely filled ivilli the Holy Spirit 

"Suddenly there came from heaven a sound as of the rush- 
ing of a mighty wind, and it filled all the house where they 
were sitting" (Acts 2 ■ s). Such were the circumstances ol the 
Holy Spirit's outpouring. There was a manilcstation as of a 
great wind, showing the Holy Spirit's power. The rush ot 
His coming, lite a blait ol "■ind, indicated Ihit the Holy 
Spirit is ea^cr to fill believeiB, The room was filled which 
indicated the pericction and abundance which follo^i-ed the 
Holy Spirit's baptism. Those disciples were all wrapped in 
the Holy Spirit, immersed in Him, Tliat was the Holy Spirit's 
fullness. Before and behind, to the left and to the right, all 
was the Holy Spirit ; thus not the disciples were seen but the 
Holy Spirit ; the disciples' old selves were melted in the Holy 
Spirit, Not only had they died with Ihe Lord, bnt now they 
had the achjal experience of being buried with Him, Aiter 
this there was no mote al self, of big "I," >Jever again was 
it 'I insist," "My judijinent," "My puiposo," "Hy method," 
"My plan." No longer was it "I led a great revival," "They 
were moved hy my eloquence," "God greatly nsed ine," 
"They liked best to bear me preach." Oh, "1" is cursed and 
deserves, to die! What is there to boast about? All the quar- 
relling, jealousy, boasting, confusion, lack of harmony, lack 
of CD-operatinn— a]] come from this death-deserving "I," 
After Pentecost it was "Now I live — it is no longer 1." 
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"There appeared unto them tongues parting asunder Hke 
ag uf lire, iiinl it ^t upnn each dih; qI tlieiii/' Tliis indicates 
tiiat each one of tJiem Tecftived the Holy Spirit. Jn tbe next 

verse it continues; "They were all filled with the JloJy Spirit" 
{Actaa: j, 4). The disciples were fir^t baptized wilb the Holy 
Spirit and then unmedjatdy were filled with the Holy Spirit. 
Tni^ is "Chrifit lii'eth in me" (Gal. 2: ao). 

Now Jet iii fonk at the life of tlie d]y:iples after they had 
been iilkd 'A'ith the Holy Spirit. 

They had Eijjquenge foe Preaching 

"Ar Ihe Holy Spirit gave them utteEadce." This waa not 
natural eloquence, ease of speech, inlercstlDg convenation, to 
sahsfy the li?trneia and ^i-in their approval. H was utterance 
given by Ihe Holy Spirit to move heirets ind prick their 
hf^iuis evH^ as was ■witnessed on thet day {Artr. ^ : 37). 

This cloiiufince had been promised by tlit Luf d 1 "And 
when they bring you before ttie synagogaes, and the nifers, 
and the nuthonties, be not aniiiuus now or what ye shall 
an*iwer, cir what ye shall say; fuf the Holy Spirit shall teach 
yon in that very hour what yc ought to ^ay" [F.iilte 12 ; 11, 
iz R.V.) Sucli words are not prepared by onwclf before- 
hand; Ihey do not come from careful thought, nor are they 
plagiarized: tlicy are taught by the Holy Spirit, This soil 
of speech is spiritual, powerful, with fresh meanmg entirely 
accorduig to the Scripture. 

This eloquence is given by the Holy Spirit; w yon who 
lack eloquence need not woriy about not being able to 
preach. When Ihe Holy Spirit comes He can ^ive you the 
ability lo speak. Moses was a man slow oi speech, yet 
afterward he preached many sermons to the Israelites which 
had such power and worth that they have been pTeserved 
"until to-day! The dihciples originally were not all eloquent 
men, but the Bible sa.ys, "Thi?y were all scattered abroad 
throughout ihe rejjions of Jude^ and Samaria, They that 
were scattered abroad went about preaching tlie Word" 
(Acts 8: T, 4 R.V.}. The disciples all preachsd; were 
they not all elitquent? Dul this was Hot the condition 
befote Pentecost but after they had received the Holy Spirit's 
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filling. It wa5 the Holy Spirit who gave Ihem the ability lo 
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The utterance given by the Holy Spirit is difficult to 
reiulc, "For I wlU give you a mouth iud wisdojii which 
all your adversaries shall dot be able to withstand or gain- 
say" [Lukp 21: 15 R.V.). TTiis was fulfilled after Fentecoil. 
'When Peter and John were arrested and tried before the 
authorities, they "chained them not lo speah at all dor teach 
in the name of Je^ns," Under these circumstaiices it was not 
i:it5y to speat, ior if they promised then they could never 
again preach. Not to promise, to oppose them. HtifteiL their 

neclu against them -? These were men of authority with 

lite and death in their hands. The church still neuded tlie 
apostles' care; multitudes needed to be saved, the gospel 
had to be pleached. How could Peter and John be wiae 
enough to Imd suitable word& for a reply? Listen to the 
words givejL by the Holy Spirit; 'Whether it be right in 
the sight of God lo hearken unto you rather tlian unto God, 
judge ye!" (Acl^ 4: 19 R.V.). lalci it is recorded cnn- 
ceming Stephen: "They were not able to re'iist ttie wisdom 
and Spirit by whjcii he spake" (Acts fi: 10 A,V,}. 

Wheu the People's Revaintionaiy Arruy fust came tn 
Shadgliai in 19^7, Iho communists seized the opportunity 
to atEack the church. They not oaly pasted pasteis and 
ihimted slogans, but Lectured everywhere, slimng up a class 
of emotionai, easily aroused, unsetlled youths to datroy the 
cliurch and desecrate chapeh. 

In our chapel was a little schoolboy who had troly 
repented and devoutly believed on the Lord Jesub ; he was 
a saved Christian. His schoolmates all knew that he was 
a "foreign slave" that had "eaten the foreign doctrine ' 
Tliey were sitirred np to destroy oui chapel. But they felt 
they must lirst solve the probfecn nf this Christian. So they 
all swarmed around him saying tliey were patriotic youths 
about to do something for their country and asked his 
attitude: 

"Whom will you help> Us? Or the Jesus Hall?" With 
nne vuice the crowd shouted, "H yoa dare lo say you're 
for tbe church and won't help us destroy it, then we won't 
=tadd on ceremony or offer any apologies. We'D sunply beat 
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yon upJ" Thus they Doisily threatened him, rolling up their 
sleeves is Ihey talked, vifii great display of eouiagc One 
hltlc word of dissenl and they would heal him h^rlf to death I 

Whit i diflieult po&ilion for this scboolhoy) To say that 
he was for the Jesus Ilall meant a mereiless beating He was 
a Cliriiitiifl ^vhiK* duly wa^ la protect the diuich. Not easy 
with thia pick of unrcaaonsWc wolves ready to pounee upon 
him f But to cnnacnt lo destroy (he church — the words 
couldn't pass his heart or conscience. How could he grieve 
the Holy Spirit and sin against God* He was at a crisis, 
a moment of imminent peril , and the Holy Spirit taught 
him: 

"I won't help f.\ii: chapeJI" It wis no sooner out of his 
mouth when they all clapped, "You're a fine chap I" "That 
fihows intelligericc-" "Fellow-patriot." They all shouted en- 
thusiastically^ thinking him one with themjiclves. Then they 
questioned turn further: 

"So you will help ub for sure?" He answered them with- 
out the least embarrassment: "Neither will I help youl 
ril only help God j" Hearing this they all assented without 
further thouijht : 

"That's all right ; keep neutral/' 

"Let him alone," shouted one hopele^^fiJy, while another 
chimed in. "He hasn't the courage foe thjs big job." 

"Let's go," i^houEed several, and that concluded the matter. 
The student's attitude had not been cocnpromised for his 
lips had said. "I'll help God only," This was the utterance 
given by the Hnlv Spirit which the ellemv could not with- 
filand nor gainsjv. Would Chat we might receive a fii]! measure 
of the Holy Spirit's eloquence for preaching, for witnessing 
lo the Lord's power, for removing doubis, for saving bduIsI 

Teey wehe Full of Pkmse 
"Speaking the mighty works of Cod" (Acta 2: li). This 
was the theme of their prairie- Delore the Lord was betrayed 
He repeatedly promised to send them the Comforter, liie 
Holy Spirit, When the disciples heard the Txicd say that He 
was going to the FatheE and would *iBe ihem no more, Ihey 
were veiy sad, for they had relied upon His ioving protection, 
64 
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Hia teaching, directing them in every small detail. They 
could no more be partad from Hira than 3 litlle child from 
its mother. Affection could not endure the thought of repara- 
tion. But the Lord cheered them saying that the Holy Spirit 
was another Comforter like H[m=.e]L He addedi 

"It is expedient for you that I go away; for if 1 go not 
away the Comlorter will not come unto yon , but if I go. 
I will «nd him unto you" (John i6: 7 H,V.). Hearing the 
Lord so enthusiastically introduce Ihe Holy Spirit, the dis- 
ciples' hearts were unconsciously filled with longing. After 
Hia tBaurrccLion tlie Lord Jesus repeatedly commanded them 
to wait. As He was ascending into Heaven His last word, 
coming as it were from the douds, was "Ye shaJl receive 
power when the Holy Spirit [s come upon you" [Ai:ts i: 
S R.V-). The Lord had already a5icende:l and though He 
was coming back, they knew not the time. Their hope now 
was that the Holy Spirit would quickly des^rend. So thi^ 
^roup lliil longed for the Holy Spiiii assemhled iu the 
upper tooxn and praved, seeking the fullness ol the Holy 
Spirit. At Pentecost Ihe Holy Spirit suddenly descended, 
cleanaing their hearts and filling them. Having actually 
received the longed for, hoped for, prayed Eor Holy Spirit, 
how {^reat was their joyf Each opened hiih moulh to praise 
the Lord. 

"Speaking the mighty works of God." A clean heart is 
certainly the mighty work of God, How do otherwise than 
praise? Peter's weakness was his too lieiy temper Ihal made 
him easily angered. He knes^ he ought not, but it was 
difficult to gel the victory. Doubtless he tried methods of 
improvement but could not get nd ol ihe anger. Restraining 
himself with mottoes didn't helpl Using all the force of hi* 
strong personality he waa ytill Lnsuccesatul— the temper would 
atiil hurst forth. But now tltat his heart was cleansed this 
thing V'ih completely gone, and he w&& just filled with the 
Holy Spirit. This was truly the mighty work of God. Halle- 
lujiii, praise the Lord I 

They originally eaeh had an individual "J," a personal 
judgment, point of view, opinion. Becauae uf Ihi^ they had 
factions, quarrels, jeaJousiea — all sorts of things that did 
not glorify the Lord. They were full of the Lord's leaching 
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and knew they ought not to be like Ihis. They tried idt- 

improvemeQl, prayer, rtprti^iftn, but stfll "to wiil is present 
With me, bul lo do thjt ^hLch is eood j*i noL J^oi the 
good whi<:h I would I do not: but ule evil ^vhich I ^oiild 
not, that I practice!" {Rom. 7: iS, ig R V ). DeIcjI, iiiarti- 
ficalion, rerr.orjc, vLicre their constant experience. They must 
often have said, "Wrolchtd man that I am f Who sha]| 
deliver me out of ttie budy ol this death I " (Rom. y : 24 R.V.). 

But now Ihat the old "I" was really dead, aJl that belonged 
to "1" was gone. This was tE'uly the mighty work of Godl 
How niarvelJous thff Lord's doing] How bouodlesB His grace 1 
Let IIS praise Him! Hallelujahl 

"SpeakjDg the mighty works o£ God" wis their experience 
after they had been filled with itie Holy Spirit and had 
been cipanjcd and sanctified by Him. Each nne dedarpd the 
mighty works of God, tF&biiying to his own ewperjence- Cer- 
taiidy Ihc more each oxie told it the happiei he became, the 
more elated he felt, io we see the listeners said, "They are 
filled with new win?" (Acts 2; 13). 

All who have received the fullness nf the Holy Spirit have 
a similar testimony, able to "declare the mighty wori:s of 
God." Those who have not received the Holy Spirit cannot 
teslily to Ihjg, "for out of tlio abundance of the heart the 
inoulh 5pcalfclh" (Matt. 12: 34). May the Lord give you 
this Rxperience that you together with all the sanctined may 
"declare the mighty works of God I " 



Tjiev wbrp Eager to Pheach 

All who are full of the Holy Spirit are eager to preach. 
I do JLot believe that one full of the Holy Sp[rit can quietly 
sit at home and only take care of himselfr Nor do I believe 
that one who is full o£ the Holy Spirit can close his month 
and not preach the gospeh If you are eager to preach and 
eave souls you may know that you have been filled with 
the Holy Spirit, 

After they ^s-ere filled with the Holy Spirit how eajjer 
were the apostles lo pieach and save meol On the very day 
of PcQtcCoSt they all together opened [he[r mouths with 
praise and Ihanksgjving tt> God for His goodness in answer- 
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mg their prayers and bestowing upon them the Holy Spirit, 
They had not prepared to hold an evangelistic meeting, but 
Peter saw the crowd gathering. He bad already been changed ; 
it wa^ no longer the selfish "I" but the l-ord within hini. 
The Lord's point of view had become hi^ own. He saw the 
people as a crowd ol homeless vagrants, ^heep withriut a 
ahepherd, lost 50iilSr How could he look on passively and 
not extend a helping hand? He seized the i>pportiLnily to 
preach with the result that three thoii&and lepented The 
pre;*nt-day church is not like that. When a thanksgiving 
service is scheduled and outsiders come fo Usien, uo rttten- 
tlon is paid to them, but the pre-arran^d programme is 
still followed. We only seek our own pleasure, not caring 
for the souls of these others. 

Once wlien I was distributing tracts on a tram-car a man 
refused to accept one. Although 1 repeatedly urged tiiin 
and mentioned the benefits o£ the gospel, he was adamant. 
Having spoken, nothing could make hlni yield. I stopped 
talking and silently prayed, waiting an opportunity. Fortu- 
nately ill tile next stop people got off and the seat by my 
iiide was vacant. I invited this man (o sit down and his 
attitude toward me changed. I inquired why he had been 
unwilling to accept the tract and he told me the following: 

"As a child T went to a Christian school. Afterwards I 
went into badness ant! never attended church. Some time 
ago I pa:i:>cd a church just as tiiey were holding a service. 
1 decided to go in and listen, never thinking that I would 
not be admitted. Thouyh I a^ked repeatedly they still pushed 
me out, giving as excuse that they were having the theo- 
logical seminary's graduation exercises and so could not 
allow outsiders to tnter. Being thus pushed out my heart 
was full of mortification and anger. Out of rankling hatred 
J vowed i would never cnlei a church again or listen to 
any of their pceachingi" The reninantsi of his anger were 
in his face as he spoke. 

This IS the great difference between the church of the 
present age and the church that had been filled wiCli the 
Holy Spirit. A Spiril-filJed church looks upon saving men 
as o£ first importance; a church that h'An nol yet received 
the Holy Spirit is only concerned for itself. 
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At rhe hour of pcaycr Filler and John went tc the temple ; 
coming upon a lame man at the BeautifuJ Gale they heaJed 
him ill thu name of the Lord. Seeing this miracle the poopk 
crowdud taund, watching Um healed one leaping and walking. 
The crowd quickly grew larger and larger. Juat btffiaiibe 
Peter and John wire bound for the praypi meeling they did 
nol turn and [eave, bul used tlie opportonily tn preadi to 
the people. Thai day the number of men who repented and 
turnud to the Lord was about five thousand. Had they only 
been thinking oi themselves they would have lost this fine 
opportunity and these five thousand precious gouls would 
hffive been left in darkxiessn passing theiE days -without hnpe, 
and going into eternity without a Saviour. They would 
have been lo&f in tiiat place from which there is no return- 
ing throughout countless ages. 

When Stephen wa5 taken before the Council, they used 
false witnesses to get him into trouble. He did not defend 
himself, but used the opportunity to preach to them One 
filled with the Holy Spirit ig unwilling to let an opportunity 
slip. At the risk of iiis life he must spread ihe gospel to save 
men's sou Is , 

Paul made opportunities at all seasons to preach, even 
pleading with King Agrippa until he almost became a Chn&- 
tian. Because Paul preached in (he law courts Festua said 
tliat his great learning had made him mad. The Lord Jkiis 
said the Christian should not fel circumstanccg restrict his 
preaching bul sliould u^e the c[iiLiim5tancc& to laake preaching 
opportnujtie?- 

"Hut take ye heed to yourselves ; for they shall deliver you 
up lo councils, and in the synagogues shall ye be beaten ; and 
before governors and kings shall ye stand for my sake, for a 
testimony unto them" (Mark 13: 9 K.V,), 

Not only were the apostles— pastors, evangelists — like this, 
but even the ordinary church niemberri preached zealously. 
See Ibe testimony the Bible bears them' "The disciphs were 
all scattered abroad throughout the regions of Judea and 
Samaria, r . , They that were scattered abroad went about 
preaching the word" (Acts S : i, 4). 

The Authorized Version is "went everywhere preaching tbe 
word." No matter in what place, tliey must preach. Not 
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50 preacnt-day ministers; tliey only preach in the pulpit of 
the church. Anything beyond this i& outside ofc Uieir pro- 
vince. As to the time for preaching, aside from once on 
Sunday morning they liave no time. Those filled with the 
Holy Spirit are very different. "Every day in the temple 
and at hoiue, they ceased not to leacJi and lo piuach Jesus 
as ttie Christ" (Acts 51 42 K.V.). 

Now we do not lack pieadiers; we only lack Spirit-filled 
behevers (of course paslora and evan^hsts are included)- 
We do not lack those who will preach at preaching time. 
But we do lack those who will preach when it isn't preach- 
ing time. Still less do we lack these who are wilhng to 
preach in the preaching place; but we are short ol those 
who Will preach where it isn't the conventional preaching 
place. 

The heart of a brother in the South wbs filled with the 
Holy Spirit's 5re. Wjlh one hand he rang a bell, wilh the 
other he carried a big square of white cloth covered with 
Bible verses. On the streets of Foochow he sang and preached 
as he walked. He pceaehed where it wasn't the time and 
place for preaching. People laughed at him as crazy, but he 
was really filled wjlh the Holy Spirit and ijecame one of the 
famous evangelists of China, The enthusiasm of the flesh 
cannot make men like this. 

After a brother in the I^orth had been filled with the Holy 
Spirit he preached on every street in Peiping until the place 
was shaken. He became China's revivalist because he humbly 
received the Holy Spirit. Other believers, ancient and -modem, 
Orienna! and Occidental, filled with the Holy Spirit, have 
all considered preaching importanf. My own experience has 
been similar. 

TeEV PKEACHm THE CCpMPLETB GOSFEL 

The^e Spint-Mled disciples did not speak their own words, 
nor did they [i5e great eloquence to proclaim their own ample 
learuing and broad scholarship. They simply dnd clearly 
preached the gospel. The foundation of their gospel, and 
theme of their preaching was the Lord Jesus crucified, li^en, 
ascended and sending forth the Holy Spirit. 
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Thx Gospel of the Cross. On Ibe day of Pentecoat Peter 
preached llic Cross, siying, "Ye men of Uiac], hear these 
words: Jesus o( Nasareth, a man approved ai God ualo 
yoa by mighty works ajid wonders and signs which T.od did 
by him in the midst of you, even is ye yourselves knowi 
him, being delivered up by the delerminiile counsel and fore- 
knowledge of God, ye by the hand of lawless man did erucify 
and slay'' (Acts 2; 33, 33 R.V.)- 

Tlie Cross alone is the pkge wbeio the Lord Jesus alnned 
for sin. Unless one preaches the cross lh«e is no salvation 
to he presented and rarlainly nn one can be saved. "The 
Son of Man came ... to give his lilK a ransom for many" 
was spoken by the Lord Jesus himself {Malt, 50: 28), In 
Him alone is the way of atonement, which ia God's completed 
work, the only way to save men from sin. The disciples 
faithfully preached the gospel of the cross and the same 
day three Ihnnsand repented and were saved. "Apart from 
shedding of blood there is no remission" {I-Icb. 9: 32 Li.V.). 

The Gospel of Valary. The disciples not only preached 
the Lord qnicified to bear the sins of the world, but more- 
over said, "This Jesus did God raise up, whereof we all are 
witnesses" (Acts z; 33). The sinless One on the cross atoned 
for SIB as man's sulstitutc. If having died He did ni^t nsc 
again, if He were unable to overcome the power of death, 
ii He were bound by the grave, then He would have 
been only an ordinaiy jjood man, at best no more than 
Confucius and the sages. Then He would have been unable 
to save. 

But thanks be to Goi\ He is very God; He had power to 
lay down His life and power to take it again (John 10: i3). 
Death could net bind Him; the power uf hell could not 
overcome Him; the grave could not hold Him; He was 
victorious; He arose. Hallelujah I "That throngh death he 
might bring to nought him that had the power of death, 
that is, the devil" (Heb, 3: 14 R.V.). So He can save men 
from death. His resurrection proved that all Hia words are 
trustworthy, powerlui, bound to be fulfilled. If proved that 
He was very God; that He was the Saviour: "Declared to 
be the Son of God with power, according to the Spirit of 
holiness by the resurrection from the dead" (Rom. i; 4 A.V.). 
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{a) We know He actually rn^s again hpcauae the discipka 
saw Him wjth then own ayes, talked with Him persoaally, 

ate and drank loeether with Him. 

[^1 Wg knoiv He aclually rirae agaio because the disciplps' 
faith ivas rEsiiRtilaled . Olhecwise liiw' cuuld tliese who at 
[he cross feared and liembleii, each ready to flee for his 
lift, ever a^aia have daied to bpeak tlicf Liijjne of Je^us^ 
After the Lotd had n^tn, they had seen Him and th*?iF 
faith had been itvivcd, then thyy in el (ogelhcT again and 
Rsi'abli^hed thp church. They began to witness lo the Lord's 
reaurrectiod. 

(c) We know that He actually lose again, ior He promised 
Ihat after He had risen and ascended He wmiJd ^i;nd the 
Holy Spirit Now the Holy Spirit la here as evidence of His 
reiiirreclioa. 

[d\ Wc know He actually rose again because Hi3 enemy 
Saul, pcr^cculor of (he church, &aw the risen Lord and 
repented, preaching Jesus and hicnscif suffering peTgecution. 

(e) We know He acluahy rose aga^n because the Bible 
bear= witness. 

{f) We know He a':tfially rose again becau^ He has already 
saved counOess sinifers and changed Iheir lives. 

(gl We know He actually rose again because He hears our 
prayeis. 

Thank God. Jesus rose and eavi? mantind the greatest 
gospe], the greatest hope. This saTvaliini hdS reliable evidence 
thai Ibose who believe on Hun can cerlainly be ajved, 
because Jesus "was delivered up for our trespasses, and 
raised for oar justifieallon" (Rom, 4. 35 R-V.). 

Jesus' death on the cross makes it possible for ray sins 
to be forgiven. Jeiius' resurrection from Ihe dead makes it 
possible for me to receive eternal Jile, new life, resurrection 
life. He rose and can save me to the uHcrmosI, for He ever 
livclh In malfe interccsaion for me (Heb- 7: 35), 

The disciplbs preaciicd Ibis important resurrection truth, 
thi^ victorious f;"^!^!' ^o they had great power and moved 
thousands (o turn to Ihe Lord We, too, must preach this 
superhuman gospel which Ihe world needs Only this un- 
known, unheird-of news can make people lisEen, repentj 
believe. Otherwise, morality and good wgcks being all they

Take a piece of fre^h* 
appetizmgn fragrant cake m ynur hand and exchange with 
him- He will happily drop the bread, take the cake and 
eat it, LiktiAi&e if we pr<jych Jhe coinpltte gospel and intro- 
duce Ujt glorinua Lord to men, they *'iJ] leave the faiths 
that cannot 5ave anf3 come to the resurrecled, victorious Jesus, 
Saviour of their souls, 

Thoae filled wiih the Holy Spirit will lift up Jesua who 
will draw men unio Him 

The Gospel of the Spirii-fUled Life. Peter preaching on 
the day of Pentecost besaa with the Holy Spirit and con- 
cluded with ihe Holy Spicil, which showed liow he empha- 
aiied the sanctifying, filliflg work of the Comforter, All who 
ate fiUed wilb the Holy Spirit miiat preach the Holy Spirit 
"for out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh" 
{MatL 12; ^4). 

Those who already have been fiflod wilh the Holy Spirit 
know how precious and important ig that especience. On 
this account they want people to repent, tu be bom again, 
to be saved, but still more to be sancEitied, filled, victorious- 
Hence Peter preached, "And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I wdl pour out of my Spirit upon all fleah 
— and on my servants and on my hand-iQa[den& ] will pour 
out [n those days of my Spirit" (Acts a: 17-38). Bringing 
forlh the Old Testament promise be told people nn[ only 
thai Ihey ought to be cleansed and filled with the Holy Spirit, 
but that this was actually possible because God had already 
promised and moreover had fuBlled tbe promise in the case 
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of Ihe disciples. So Ihis blessing may bo received by those 
who seek it. Continuing he said, "Tbeiefore being by the 
right hand of God exalted, and having received of the Father 
the jjromisie of (he Holy Ghost. He halh sbed forth this 
which ye now see and hear" [Acts 2: 33], 

The people hearing; (his complete gospel were deeply 
moved by the Holy Spint. (It one belittles tbe work of the 
Holv Spirit and does not preach the doctrine of sanctiftcaiion 
and the fuUnes of the Holy Spir.l, one need not hope that 
ihe Holy Spirit ■will work mighlily and move multitudes,) 
Pricked in Iheir heart? the people asked Peler what ihey 
ought to do. The Spirit-fiUed apostle told them liisl, to 
ftpent uf sin; aecund, to believe on the Saviour for the remi^- 
aiun of &in&. But he did not stop here as many evangelists 
now do who consider regeneration enough, Peter went a 
step further and lold them that thtiv ou^ht to rcceivr? the 
Holy Spirit (Acts a: 38). 

Spirit-tilled Mosea called the seventy elders who had been 
chosen Id sliare the heavy responsibility of governing the 
people to receive the Holy Spirit (Num. 11: 25). 

The greal prophet Isaiah aaw die Lord and a ?frapb took 
a live coal ■which he had taken w.th the tongs from ofi 
the altar, and touched his mouth, saying, "Thine iniquity 
is taken away, and thy ain furgiveo" (Isa. 6: 7 RsV.). Hav- 
ing experienced sanctiScation and the in-filling of tbe Holy 
Spirit he preached the doctrine: "For I will pour water 
upon him that is thirsty, and streams upon [he dry ground: 
I will pour my spirit upon thy seed, and my blessing upon 
thine offspring" (I&a. 44: 3 R.V.). Hear hini again explain- 
ing tbe results of the tilling with the Holy Spirit; "Until the 
Spirit be poured upon us from on hi^, and the wilderness 
become a fruitful field, and the frnitful field be esteemed 
as a forest" [Isa. 32: 15 R.V.). 

The holy prophet Ezekiel who saw heaven opened, who 
was appointed and sent iurlh by God, taichfiilly preached 
this fullness of the HoTy Spirit^ the doctrine of holincsa. 
He said: "A new heart al&o will 1 i;ive you, and a new Spirit 
will I put within you: and 1 will take away the stony heart 
out of your flesh, and I will give you a heart of flesh" 
(Eaek. 36: 26 R.V.J, 
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The prophet Hoaea tells Us somelhing iboul the way to 

receive the Hr>ly Spirit : "Let U5 follnw im to know jL:hovtili; 
hia going Eorlh is aiuEf as the Tnarniog, and He will c{>inc 
unto us as ihe csln, as the latter ram that watertth (he 
earth.— Sd« to youiBeives in righleoaaikesa, reap accoiding 
tn Jcindnpss^ break up your fallow ground; toi it is time 
lo seek Jehovab, (ill He tome and lain lighteousntiifl upufl 
you" fHos. 6: 3^ 10: 12 R.V.). 

The prophet Jnel spoaks of the experience of those who 
have received (he Huly Spirit, "And i( shall come to pass 
afterward that I will pour out my epiriL upoa aU flesh; 
and your sons and ^-oiir daughters shall prophay, your old 
men sJiall dream dreima, your youDg men sball ste visiona" 
[Joel 2: ^). 

The prophet Zcchariah Fays decisively that if belnivers do 
not receive the Holy Spuit they canuot iccomplish anything 
for (111! Lord. "Not by might, nor by po*pr, but by my 
Spirit, saith Jehovah of hosis" (Zeth. 4: 6 R.V.). 

Malachi preached the doctrine that the Holy Spirit can 
cleanse men's hearts ^ind make Ihem holy. He used the 
illustralijjn of refining gold and bleaching cloth: "But who 
Can abide Uie dav of his uoitiing? And who shall stand 
when he appeareth? For he is like a rehner's fire and like 
fuller's ^oap. And he will sil as a refiner and purifier of 
SLlver . . . and they shall offer unto Jehovah oiferLngs in 
righteouaneas" (Mai. 3: 2, 3 R.V.). 

John Ihe Baptist who wa3 filled with the Holy Spirit from 
his mother's ■womb, sdid. "1 indeed baptize yoii with water 
unto repentance: but he that comcfh af(er me is mightier 
Ihan L whose shoes I am not worthy tin bear: he shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost and with fire" {Matt. 3: 11). 

The Ljrd Je^us lepealiidly exhoi(ed Hii disciples: "Tany 
ye in the city until ^-e be clothed ^ilh poi^'er from on high, 
^Ye shall receive powi^r when the Holy Spirit ia come upon 

yuu He that belicveth on me, as Ihe scripture bath said, 

from within him shall flow rivers of living water, Ba[ this 
spake he of ihe SpiriE which they (hat believed on him 
were to reofive" (Luke 24: 49; Acts i: 6, Johii 7: ^fi, yj R.V.). 

The ApMde Paul had the power oE the Holy Spirit, He 
covered Europe and Asia with his footprints. Ho established 
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majiy churches and wrote a kirge part of the epistles of the 
New Testament. Arriving at Ephesus he immediately ex- 
pounded (he doctrine of the Holy Spirit, Wnting to them 
later he said, "lie nol drunken with wine, wherein is excess, 
bnl be filled with the Spirit" (Eph. 3: 18). 

Thus we see that Spint-hlled evangeliati without ewceplion 
preach the gospel of the Holy Spirit. Contrariwise, not to 
preach Ihe doctrine of the Holy Spirh is evidence that one 
kno^s Ltde about Him 1 



They Umceestood the Blglb 

The Bible is inspired of God, a spiritual Book. The 
natural man, the cirnai man, cannot understand (he spiritual 
teaching it oontains. One must receive the Holy Spirit and 
become spjutual before he can anderstand spiritual tbingSr 
Before the disciples received the Holy Spiril, although Ihey 
had heard the teaching of Jesus Himself, ihpy did not under- 
stand, they could nol comprehend. The question "What does 
this m^an^ " was constantly on their lips. 

The Pharisees crilicized the Lord J&iis and His disciple* 
Ihdt eating with unwashed haodSr The Lurd dearly answered 
them: "No! that which entereth into the mouth defilelh the 
man ; but (hat which proceedelh out of the mouth, this defileth 
the jjian " The disdples heard and still did not comprehend. 
Then Peter made the request: "Declare unto us (he parable." 
The Lord at once replied; "Are ye also even yet without 
undeisiaiiding?" {Matt 15: ig, ift R.V.). When they cotOd 
not graip such simple, cleai s^>eech. how could they appre- 
hend (he mysteries of the gospel, the prophecies of the Bible, 
[he wonder and power of God's Word? Hou' oould they 
preach and be the teachers o£ others? 

The night before the lj3td Jesus was nailed fo the cross 
He had a k>ag talk With (he disciple^. He cjihorled (hem 
and prayed for (hem, but their comprebensioo was linuled. 
£0 the Lord told (hem: "I have ye( many things lo say 
unto you, but 5^ cannot bear them noit"' (John r6; 12). 
Rnt disciples of the Lord ought nol always to be hewildered 
children; they ought lo seek the hllmg of the Holy Spirit 
so that they can be taught of Him nndl they do undtrstind 
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the Bible. I'or Ihis was the Lord's promiay, "Hawbeit when 
he, Ihc Spirit of Trulh is come, ht shall guide yrni mlo alL 
Ihc TiuJh" [John i6; i^) 

On Ihe day uf PenEewfsl Ihc Holy Spirit desoendtd upon 
the dL?ejp!es, After they had all beeu fillfiil with [he Hnly 
Spirit, the Bible siidrienly opened up lo tliuiii; tlicir hearts 
were enlightened so they could percecve iL^ deep meaningB. 
lu hjs sermons that day Peter marvellously used thfi Scrip- 
ture as evidences his quotiilinn^ were extraordinarily to the 
purpoae and had tremendous power. The cause? The Spirit 
of Truth had come, causing him to undersland the truth. 
His great Pentecostal scrmctci which moved thiee thousand 
to lurti to the Lord, occupies ia all twenty-three verses (Acts 
3; i4-36). The quorations from the Kiblc take up haSf of 
the ?crnion, or more than eleven vetses- He recognized the 
prnfound meaning af (he Biblo propliecies because he had 
been tilled with the Holy Spirit and underslood these mysteries. 
From ancient times tens of thouaands of believers afler being 
filled with tlie lloty Spirit hd.ve understood the Bible although 
they never entered a theological seminary. The Holy Spirit 
of Truth has Himself taught them. 

To-day mo5t of China's spiritual giauEs and revivalists 
have never been through a theological seminary. But listen 
lo them expound the Scriptures: they have a clear insight 
into ils tnysleries; they can bring forth what others have 
not brought^ they can teach what others have not taught. 
What is the reason? The Holy Spirit in their hearts has 
taught tliem. This is not saying that yon should not go to 
a school of theology. It you have the opportunity and the 
Lord winls you to enter a theological school, go by all 
means without hesitation- What I want (0 prove here i;^ that 
the Holy Spirit is our teacher ; He can lead us into all Truth, 

If the Chinese church hnpes for a great revival it must 
cmpha3i?e the Bible, read the Bible, teach the Bible, study 
the Bible, preach the Bible, honour tlie Bible, practise the 
Bihle. before the Holy Spint can begin His work. For the 
Bihle is the sword of the Spirit with which He pierces men's 
hearts. The Holy Spirit can lead believers into the Truth; 
more than this. He can use the Truth preached by btihever? 
to lead others to believe on che Lord of Truth, Jesus Christ, 
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Since a. SpjTit-filled man can undcr^rtand Ihe Bible and 
has the Holy Spiril to lead and teach hjrn, does ho no Inngfi 
need lo read the Bible! Most certainly he dtts! Foi the 
Holy Spirit uses iliat which we read and ?tudv tu instruct 
ui- "But the Comforter, even [lie Holy Spirii. whom the 
Father wjll send m my name, bu shdll leach you all thmgs, 
and bring lo your rcmembtince all that I said unlo ynii" 
[John 14; s6 R.V.I. The Holy Spirit brings fo our remem- 
brance what the Lord has spoken Jo U3, But he caniiul 
bring to our i-cmombrance that which we haven't heard. 
If we haven'J heard, how can we rememt>er? Thus since 
the Spirit-filled man understands the B:ble, he iully reabies 
the (mlh ofsthis. so he increasingly loves lo read the Bible. 
By constantly holding the Bible's tnith m his hcait, ha 
receives tlic leading of the Holy Spirit, causing hini lo remem- 
ber and grasp its hidden meaning. 

The Spirit-filled one knows that the Holy Spirit wotlis 
through the Bible. "Belief eometh by hearing, and hcanng 
by the word of God" (Rom. id: 17]. He loves to see Ibe 
Holy Spirit working in hearts, so be [ovcs the Bible and is 
anxious to become lamiliai with it in order lo preach it and 
furnish the Holy Spirit with a sword to scatter and decapitate 
the enemy. Just as Peter was preaching in the homo of 
Cornelius the Holy Spirit descended upon Ihe listeners. If 
he had not been preaching the truth, the Holy Spirit could 
nol have come upon iheni. Hence the Spirit-filled one loves 
Ihe Bible above all. 

Since the Spirit-filled man has received the teacJiing of 
the Holy spirit he is able to instmcl others, "They con- 
timifid steadfastly in the apostles' teaching." This shows 
that they not only laught, bul were skilful in teaching so 
that Ihoiif who had newly repented and turned to the Lord 
were all happy to obey them. They taught with power, 
so none opposed them, but "all continued steadfastly in Ihe 
apostles' teaching" [Acts 2: 42), 

Thev covld Lead Men to Christ 

Before Pentecost when the disciples had not yet been filled 
with the Holy Spirit they had no power lo lead men to 
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Ehp T.cir<5, Thry r^uld only heal diseases and cast out dcTnons. 
Oi course the power to heal diseases and cast out demons 
did nol come from ihemaelves bul was given by Ihe Lord; 
bul ihc pDWcr 1o lead men to Oirigt comp^ from being 
fiUed wilh the Htsly iSpint. Now some people pray for 
the sieJf, and when heaJing resells they boast that they 
ha.ve been filled willi the Holv Spirit and so can heal dis- 
eases and cast out demooa the Spjril-fiJkd one natocally 
can do thiB, but according tu ]he Bible record of [ht discipka' 
experience, thej' could heaf disease and east oiiE demons 
before they had received the fulkess of die Holy Spirit. 
But Ihev could not lead men to the Lord I This is not 
to say Chat one who haii nol boon filled with the HoLy Spirit 
cannot lead a single person to Cbrist; be can win some, 
but bis power is decidedly limilcd. Before Pentecost the 
disciples reported that m the Lord's name even the demons 
were subject to them, Bul (hey did not report how many 
had repented and turned to Godl After they had been filled 
wilb tbo Holy Spirit at Pentecost there was a great change, 
lu one day three thousand were saved. Thus we see that 
bein^: able to heal diieaaeii and c^ai't out demons i? nol neces- 
sarily positjve proof of being full of Uie Holy Spirit; but 
bejiig abie to leid fiaiw to the Lord is iron-clad evidence 
of beinq Spirit-filledr Thus tbe Bible records: "Barnabas 
r . . ^VdS a good man. and luU of the Holy Spirit and of 
faith; and much people was added unto the Lord" (Acis 
ir: 24 R.V.), 

Id They tould lead many to the Lord because they had 
hearts full of hive for ihoulis All who iire Si[Jirit-hlled have 
this love- Among those who listened on the day of Pentecost 
it is not certain that there were no enemies o^ (he gospel. 
But tbe disciples did not ask them whether or not they were 
opponenlSr Knowing only that they had toula, they loved 
thcra and led them lo tbe Lord. 

2. They could lead many to the Lord becanse they gtpod 
them with beaTt-fe!t earnestness. Whpn anyone who is; filled 
with the Holy Spiiil preaches, he always Lm[)ortQnately 
pleads with people to accept the Lord, because he knows 
that "eKCL'pt ye repent^ ye shall all la like manner perish" 
[Luke ly. 3 R.V.]. People are going the road to destiuction; 
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can he watch them go and remain silent and inactive? 
Certainly noil He must do his utmost Jo move tbem, to 
save them from the danger of eleinal loss. Just as Petci 
on the day of Pentecost; ". . , with many otber words 
he te*i1ified and exhorted them" ; from which we see hii 
eaiueilneib. 

"i- Tbey could lead many to the Lord because they were 
tireless in theii teaching. As for Peter, we know be must 
have twen veiy weaiy after preaching. But having been 
filled witb the H!oly Spirit he continued tirelessly to counsel 
anu urge tbem: "Repenl ye, and be baptized every one of 
3^00 in the name of J«us Christ unto the remission of your 
Eins^ arid ye ^alf receive Ihe gift of the Jfoly Spirit/' StiU 
not satished, 'Vithmany olher words he testified and exhorted 
them" [Acts 2: 3^, 40 R.V ) 

"And every day m the temple and al home Ihey ceased 
not to preach and teach Jesus Christ" (Acts 5: 42 R.V.). 
Seeing their en^'rgy in learhing witboul growing ve-Afy it ic 
not surprising that the charch of the time flourished, "The 
I.nrd added to [hem day by day those thai were saved" 
(Acts 2: 47 R.V,). 

They were SpiyiTtrAL 

This 13 a generaf stale ment, covering a wide sphere. 
Naturally it cannot Ijp discussed in detail heie; only a few 
points may be mentioned very simply from which the con- 
cltision may be drasvii. 

1. They were of one mind. "Day by day continnine 
sreadfaslly with one accord in the temple and breaking bread 
at home" (Acts Z: 4b I^.V,). It is difEcuh for Ihe unspirilual 
lo be of one mind. For people lo be daily of one accord 
is still harder. Perhaps [hey might be of the same mind 
in the temple (a'Ehough many believers quurrel in tbe church), 
but to be of on? accord in fbe homo, that is somechJne 
which the ordinary Chrisban cannot even dream uf atlainingl 
Only the spiritual can be thus thoroughly harmonious, 

2, They prayed constantly. This group o( spiritual people 
nol only went mio (he tecnple to pray at the hour of prayein 
but as soon as they reached the home of a chuteh member 
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tbrry lifted up thcj voice to God with one accord (Acta 4: 
13, S4). They went 50 tar as to consider prayer and the 
niiQiatcy of the Word their sole business (Acta &: 4). "Prdver 
was made earnestly of the ehurcb UDto God" (Acta 12: 
5 R.V,), This is a mark of the spintiiabty of Ibe church 
of that titnc. 

^. They had niulnal lovp, "All th^f believed were together. 
and had all thipgs commoii, and ttiey sold Iheir possessjons 
and Ktioda and parted llieni to all according as any maji 
had need" [Acts s : 44. 45 R.V ) Thia not only indicates 
that they did not love the world, that they looked lightly 
upon material things, but that they "parted to Iheni all 
according as any man had need" shows a fnie niutual love. 

4. Thi^y could unite. "All that believed were together 
and had all things comman." Moreover they were "of one 
accord": this la true unity. In addition: "The oiultitude 
of them that believed wore of one heart aitd soul: and 
not one of tbem aaid that aught oi Hie things which he 
pcsSBSacd was hi5 own, but they had all thing* common" 
(Acta 4: ^2). There were no personal diat^ncliona; no "he," 
no "1." Only apiritnal people can bu completely united hke 
this. 

5. They had faith. "Stephen, a man full of faith and 
powpr" (Acts 6: 5), "Hamahas . . . was a good man, 
and iulL of the Holy Ghost and of fai±" (Acta if 24). 
Thia is the testimony to their being full of the Holy Spirit. 
Peter and John took a man lame from his birth, helped him 
to rise, and in the name of the Lord coinmaQded him to 
walk, thia ia clear evidence of great faith- BapllZiDg the 
three thousand who repented on the day of Pentecost, and 
staying together with them, ia alao a manilestation of then 
faith. 

6. They had joy. "Thty took then- (ood with gladness 
and singleness o( heart" (Acts 2: 46 R.V.|. Jt was a daily 

i'ly. "They stirred up a persecution againat Paul and 
taraabas and cast them mt of Iheir bordcia—the disciples 
were filled with joy and with tEe Holy Spirit" (Acts ly. 
50-52 R.V.|. It was joy in the midst of trouble. When 
Paul wrote to the Philipplana his body was in fcttera, and 
he was tasdng lo the full the fiavour of iion-baired windows. 
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hu[ he could 5ay, "I n-joice ;— lejoicfi always; — 1 rejmta 

grcalJy-" This ]oy cdidu oflly to Ihose who are spiritual, 
ftlied with the Holy Spint- 

7 They uverc;iine. Men who are spiiitujL filleJ wilh the 
Haiy Spirit, ale vitloiioJSr 

(a) Before ofUciiils, ciders, scribes and chief priCbts, when 
Ihey had beea arrested ^od were being tried, they said, 
"He la the stone which was set at iiauuhl of you the bufldere, 
whii:h was niide the head of the corner" (Acts 4: li R.V,), 
}Iere bhey were vicloTious over fear. 

{b't Under threats and strict restraininf; orders they said, 
"We cannot but speak the things ^hich we saw and heard" 
(Acts 4: 20 R.V), Thia was vLclory over peisecutinn, 

(c) Pclcr said, "Ananias, why hath Scbtan hhed thy heart 
lo lie to the Holy Spirit? . . . Ananias hearing these wordy 
fell down and gave up the ghost" [Acts 5: J-5 K-V.). Here 
they overcame the devil's scheme. 

(d) When ihey were in the position of delendants befnre 
ttie officials they said, "We must obey God ralher than 
men" (Acts 5: 29 R.V.}. This was victory uver maii'b power. 

(e) After thev had been beater and released by the Council, 
their hearts sli'!! rejoiced (Acts 5: 40-41). This was victory 
ovtr physical suflering, bearing the cross for the Lord. 

If) They selected deacons to mana^ the church's benevo- 
lences, thus overcoming internal difhcnLlies {Ads fa: 1-3I. 

(g) Fearless of deaths unafraid of jmpTi^oament, attacked 
and beaten, suflecia^ hunger and cold, atiil unswervingly 
proclaiming the ecspel and saving niQl1i1u[5e^i — it can be said 
(hey were victorious over all. even more than conquerors. 

The [oregoing is simply the hfe of the Spirit-filled indi- 
vJduflU It IS truly to be admired. May we all leceivE the 
fiiJIiiess of the Holy Spirit, be filled with the Spirit and live 
this kind of spiritual life, m order to load many to the Lord 
and glonfy Him. 
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CHAFTER IV 

EMPOWERED BY THE HOLY SPIRIT 

"Bui ye shall receive power when ihe Holy Spirit is come 
lipnji yim, and yc shall be my witnesses both in Jerusaleni 
and in all Judea" (Aols i: 3 R.V.|. Before I speak erf the 
meining of lliii verse I would first hive yun kniiw the back- 
ground a^aidit which je&ua titlered these words. After the 
cmcifiirion the diaciples had in their mind's eye a sad ard 
hopeless prospect. The path befoie Ihem looked grey,' 
ehrouded in Uuck fog. The hand-cJapping of their opponents 
and the sound oi ridicule was Lontijiually in Uieii ears. 
They wure in the midst of citcnmstanccs which made them 
feel oiphaned and helpless. Then Riiddcniy Jesus arose from 
the dead and appeared before theh eyes alive, just like sun- 
light bursting through ninefold enveloping clouds I Naturally 
their joy was irrepressible! 

So (hey all slitred up their courage again, gathered to- 
gether and foiraed an evangehsbc band lo proclaim the 
faspel message. Friends, this gospel team wjs not untrained. 
hey had had the earnest leaching of Jesus for tiuee aad 
a half years; they had had not a little evangel is tin experience 
and had seen many miiades. Just taking what they Lad 
heard and seen as preaching malerial. they had a great 
abundance and did not need ro enter ajiy IheoJogical semin- 
ary- They had already learned from Jesus all sorts of 
cvangelislic methods, they had seen Ihe man/Ellous way 
in which the five loaves and two hshes were multiplied. 
They knew how to hold revival campaigns. They had also 
learned methods of personal evaiige;isin. As to their testi- 
mony, no one now living on earth could equal them in 
reliability, fhcy had all personally seen Jesus' death and 
resurieclion. From all this they might rightfully be called 
one hundred per cent revivalists and evangelists. But Jesus 
did not Hsc all this as a standard: he did not want them 
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[0 hecome mechanical talking machines, preachers that merely 
TejutLled what others said. He wanted them Id be ^^itneises 
lull of the Holy Spitil's power. So Ht said. "Wait in 
Jerusalem; ... Ye shall receive power when the Holy 
Spirit is come upon you, and yc shall be my witnesses." 
Most emphatically in another place the Bible tells us: "Not 
hy mi^hl nor by power, but by my Spirit" (Zecb, 4; b). 
My experience also has been that when Ibe Holy Spirit was 
not w.th me 1 did not know what to prcacb. Even if 1 did 
preach it was hollow. So 1 say, wo who want to give glow- 
ing testimony for the Lord must have the power of the 
Holy Spirit. The explanation is given under the following 
divisions ^ 

The Need roft Vtctogious Pow£E 

1. They needed a Comforter. To begin with, this group of 
disciples was W'Cak and constantly received correction from 
Jesus. Whenever trouble came Jesus hore eL all lor them. 
So although the disciples were powerless they could depend 
on Jesus, But now that Jesus ivaa to return to heaven 
this was impossible. They tnust manage everything them- 
selves. How do you Ihink these feeble disciples conld hear 
such great responsibility' Would Ihey not feel it very dilB- 
cult? Certainly more than ever before. Sojesussaid: "1 will 
pray the Father and lie ^all give you another Comforter" 
(John 14; i6). This Comforter would remain with them 
always and help them just as the Lord was accustomed to do 

a. They needed a Teacher. While Ihe disciples were with 
Jesus there were niany Ibings tbey did not understand; but 
Jesus always vety carefully inslmcted them. For instance, 
once after Jesus had preached a parable about the Kingdom 
of Heaven which they did not grasp, they came forward and 
requested Himt "Explain unto us the parable of the lares 
of the field." Jesus at once opened it up lo Ihem. Sometimes 
the disciples' knowledge of the Bible was very elementary, 
bat according lo Iheir need Jesus laughl Ihem as much as 
possible. All this He was glad to do and this was just what 
llie discipl^ required. 

So after Jesus' resurrection He still expounded the Bible 
to them, opening their comprehension Ihat they might 
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Ehoruugbly undei^tand. Bui now Jestia was relJiniDg to 
heaven and \he disciples could not again have thr? oppor- 
tuciity to mett with Him it>r Bible sludy. So bplme His 
ciucilixion Jesus Icld diem: "HowbcjL when He, the SpirLt 
of Truth, is come. He shall guide you into sll Tnrtb" (John 
iS: 13 K.V.)r Would Ihal every one ol us migbt bave the 
Holy Spirit of Truih dwcJUng in our bean?, until the Lord's 
^I'ords became the light upon our path, the lamp unlg our 
feet, to lead us in the way of rigJiteousness ! 

3. They ntudcd a Commander. WhiJe Jh5Us wa^ witli the 
disciples, every time they were troubled by enemies Jesus 
always led the defence Mtie a general. No matter *hal attack 
o[ perseculjon cFirae, JesuR was always Ihere to tike respon- 
sibility lor everything. But now Jesus wag retorning to 
heaven; if they had no Holy Spirit foe their commander 
bow could they meet trouble? ^o Jtsus wjnted CbeiQ lo 
receive the Holy Spirit, wbo is anoiher Comforfer, like the 
LoTd Himself, to be His subslitute. Now let's see what it 
was after all which they must overcome. 

{a) PulitiLiil iiijliteace. At iSiat time all polilical power 
was held in the ijra&p of the Roman Empire. Roman activitica 
were not designed to draw tngcthcr and strengthen these little 
churches and [groups; on the conlraiv Ibcy tonk a hostile 
altitude of severe persecution. Now if tlie disciples had no 
Holy Spirit for Iheir commander bow could they overcome 
tbi:^ kind of oppressive treatment and spread abroad the 
gospel? 

^^1 CuUuca! in£lui?ncCr Just then cultural mfluence had 
all fallen into the hands of the Gretln. Those who held 
the cultural con'rol did not advertise and proclaim Ihe ^o^pel 
for the church, but maintained a disdainful attitude at every 
step. Look at thi^ E^'oup of disciples who were no more 
than riiial fp^lieriilk Useless to talk of depending on them 
to help any forwatd movement 1 It is to be feared they 
could not even hold their own 1 Placed in such circnm- 
stances, i^ the Holy SpiciL were not witli tbem, how could 
they overcome this diffcculty? 

(c) Religious lofliiKnce, The scribes were all Iheoloniana. 
The chief priests rightfully should have harmoniously helped 
to preach the gospel, for they all woishjpped one God and 
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read the same Bible. But that was not the case. The worst 
enemies came from this group of theologians. External 
attaeki may be with^lnod, IjuL how car perseculioa within 
tbc same failh be borne? Thus the disciples wore placed 
:n circumstances where they needeiJ thf power 0^ the Holy 
Spirit and could endure no delay. Ho Jesus strictly chained 
them, "Wait— ye shall receive power u.'hen the Holy Spit.t 
is copje upon you 

4 They needed a Preacher. The disciples were in fact 
preachers of the gospel, but they had no Holy Spirit in 
IheiT hearts to gush torth as living water. Theij preaching 
was no more than sounding braas and ctangmg cymbals. 
They vainly added a little confusion hut could not help 
people; so they needed the Holy Spirit within them. For 
the Holy Spirit could take all that they bad heard ind speak 
it forth, and moreover tell them ol things to come. In this 
way Ibcir preaching would not be of Ihemselvea, but of the 
Holy Spirit; thus it would have great power. 

MrsTflKES Ideas about Tbue 1'ower 

1. The power of social intercourse. At present many 

people mistakenly suppose that spiritual mflueute coroes 
from social intercourse. Ibey believe that having friends 
everywhere and pcssessing the ability to treat worldly people 
cordially is the quick road to leading them to accept the 
gospel. Overcome the opposition in Iheir hcarls by joining 
hands m Iriendshlp : thus they will receive the Lord. For 
this reason very many are doing their best to advocate and 
5Uppoil disac mi nation of a social gospel as a means of easily 
turning people So the Saviour. But the power of the Holy 
Spirit IS not like this: you will notice that the early disciples 
did not have worldly friendships. 

2. The power of gold. 0£ course many things cannot be 
accomplished ^vithout money, in the eyes of the world money 
is almighty, indispensable. But the Kipgdom of Heaven 
cannot be eslabhshed by r'JyiUfi upoii pcrishahle gold. The 
Church of Christ is not an organlialion drawn together by 
buying men's heatts with money. It stands on the founda- 
tion ot redemptinMl through the precious Blood of Jesus and 
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IB built up through the apirifiial work ot the iloly Spirit. 
The diaciples ol Ibat lime wtre all pocr, bur in spite o1 
Ihat. al Penleco^t they were able to itmiid a churcli that is 
forever imperishablt. Frotn this it may be ieen ibat the 
work oi God truly tannot be influeJiced by the power oE 
money. 

3. Tha power nf knowledge- Vety many people think tliat 
in order to preach, and save pcuplo Lhey must he prepared 
with deep leafDing ind wide experitflce. They say: "li 
one has oot dipped into astronomy, geography and every 
btaaeh of general knowledge, anJ if when questioned one 
is tongfio-tied and unable to aJtswer. is not one a kughing- 
slock? Is thtrc any hindrance to fbe spread of the gcfipel 
more lar- reaching Ihan Ihis?" Such talk is certainly exag- 
gerated. This is Pot saying diat evangelists ought not to 
seek an education- but 1 do ssy that evangelists cannot 
rely upon edui:atioii for spiritual growth. The disciples were 
seeking knowledge *hcn fhey aated Jesua: "When is Ibe 
kingdom to be restored to Israel?" But Jesus replied, "This 
IS not for you to know." That which Jesus did want them 
Co know and to seek was : "But ye shrill Teceivt power when 
the Holy Spirjt is co:ne upon you: and ye ahaJL be my 
witQcs^eg boQi in Jenisalpm and in all Judea and Samaria 
and unto the uttermosl: part of tho earth" (Acts i: S). 

4. Power oi poUt[cs. Some people think that to win China 
lor Christ one must first have afhliations with iLnporlant 
governmtnt oflicials. Ai soon as they hear that some chair- 
man, some bureau head, some general liaa entered the church 
they rejoice extravagantly and congratulate one another say- 
ings "Now there i& gKut hope of winning China inr Chiist " 
Bui the real establishment o[ the church is not by using 
some influence to coerce people or holding out some advan- 
tage to entice them. This i^ not I0 say that I am not 
interested in the conversion of important people I pray 
day and night hoping they may be moved by Ihe Holy 
Spirit to speedily repent and believe. But the church's 
business is spiritual and cannot be accomplished by depend- 
ing on external power "Hot by might nnr by power but 
by my Spirit, sailh Jehovah of hosts" (Zech. 4: 6]. Tliis s 
ie uivari^le teachii^ of the Bible and is also my eKperience. 
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EMPOWERED HY THE JlQLV SPIRIT 



The PowEFi of the Holy Spirit 
Wc have already se-^i that what a great many people 

recognize as power is not the power of Ihc Holy Spirit. 
Afler all. what is ]he power of the iioly &p:rjt? We can 
learn the answer from the disciples alter Pentecost. Bnefiy 
speaking we note the following points. 

1. PitiBtt to Preach 

After receiviug the Holy Spirit they had great powet when 
they opened tlieii moulhs to preach. Though diey did not 
u^e lofty words of wisdomn their every word moved men, 
each phrase pricked the heart, until a ^reat multitude could 
not endure it. Thev cried out, "Brethren, what shall we 
do?" To-day there aie many famous e^'angehsts whose 
preaching truly is with point and logic, with divisions and 
ordered explanations, rich 10 material, using past and present 
to elucidate the future, Tbe heaters nod theii heads m appro- 
bation indicating enlire approval: but alas, no beans ace 
piercedl Their preaching doesn't reach the heartl It gets 
as far as (he head and stops. Jesus was unwilling for His 
disciples to be this sorb of preacher; so He enjoined them 
to be clothed with power from on high. 

2. Power to Brin^ Men to Repentance 

Before (he disciples had received the Holy Spirit they 
had no power to Lead people to repent. Kut after they had 
received (he Holy Spirit at Pentecost jq one day they led 
three thousand to the Lord. Many preacher now in three 
ihousand days scarcely lead one person to Christl Perhaps 
at the bjg annual meeting they make this sort of report; 
"l"his year 1 have bapti?.ed so many and added so many 
church memheib,." However, one asks with misgiving. Have 
lhey actually been saved? Bnt look at the record in the 
Acts of the Apostles. After they had rei^eivEd the power 
of (he Holy Spirit lhey coniinuaUy led many to repent:

3. Poui^ if> Bring Men £0 Holiness 

Since the number of church membecii djily increased, it 
was unavoidable that an evil portion should bR mised in. 
They entered the church wiih corrupt minda and ulterior 
motivffi, so Ihat Elte diurch ^as not enhiely holy. But the 
Bpo5tlc5 had Ihc power of the Holy Spirit to diSerentiate 
between the good and Ihe unworthy. They could rt:nove 
Aninifls and ^pphira. and impel the believers to holy living. 
Th^y were able to solve all iiiteraaL troubles and work not 
a few mirjcles, 

4. Power iu Testify 

Jesus said, "Wait , . , ye shali receive power when the 
Holy Spirit is coitiE upon you." After fhcy received power 

waft it used for debate? No! But to "be iiiy witnesses." 
After the disciple? received Ihe Holy Spirit they courageouiily 
witnessed for Ihe I^rd, Thnufjh forbidden by officials, con- 
fined in prison, bealen with whips and rods, oppostd by 
many, still they could not hul speak that which they had 
heard. Moreover their testimnny had great power causing 
opponents to yield assent until "they could say nothing dg,unst 
it" (Acts 4: 14). 

5. Ptttter h Pray 

We remember before Pentecost how faint and listle's were 
the disciples' prayers. The book of Hebrews tells us that 
when Jfsus prayed in GelhseiTLane He offered up prayers 
and supplications with loud crymg and teirs, yet Peter j 
James and John and the othiics slept soimdty without waiting [ 
Bill not so afler receiving the Holy Spiritj then piayer bad 
p^eat power. When they prayed me eaith was shaken aMd 
Peler could leave the prison. 
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6- Power to Praia 

After the disciple? received the Hojy Spirit they truly gave 
Ihrinks in everything, constantly offering praise. Alas, the 
church now licks this grace. See Paul and Silas in the prison, 
praying, singing hymns and praismg God, causing the prison 
gate? to open and llie chains lo fall away. Not only were 
Ihey frL'ed themselves but the jaikir was moved to repent 
and believe. 

7, Power to Overcome 

After Pentecost the di&ciples all lived victorious lives; they 
overcame the opposition i>f the people, the oppiession of 
oGicials, Che complaints of the brethren, Ihe danger to life. 
They mi^bt be killed with knives, pierced with spears, fiied 
in oil, burned in lire, siil! [heic mourlia would proclaim the 
gOspeS to the end. Truly "riches and honour cannot change 
them; majesty cannot bend them." Weak, powerless Peter 
who did nol dary to confess Ihe L^rd before a maid-servani, 
became courageous, overcoming al). Why? Because he bad 
received the Holy Spinl. If wc ask Ihis %HM.p of brelhren 
who had the puwer of the Holy Spirit, "11 trouble, sufier- 
ing, persecution, hunger, danger, come to you^ can you still 
be victoriouii?" They would certaJnly tell us, "In all these 
thin|:s we are more than conquerors Uirough Him that loved 
us" (Rom. %\ 37), Truly we must say, "Hallelujahl Praise 
llie Lord!" Dearly beloved brothers and sjsters, would tb^t 
we all mighl be filled with the Holy Spirit's power to live 
this beautiful hfe, to fight the good fight, to witness a 
good confession, preparing to receive a goodly mheritancel

CONDITIONS OF THE FULLNESS OF THE 
HOLY SPIKIT 

As TO spiritual infllling, I am snrc that all who read thos 
fat desire to express the longing ot tlieit hungiy hearts: I 
want lo be filled with the Holy Spirit; lnii hov can 1 be 
Ijlied." According tii the Bible iheie are Ihjee tonditiona: 

I. Ohkijience. "We are witoesses ol these things and so 
ia tho Holy Spirit whom God hath given to tbeiu that obey 
lliQi" (Acts 5: 22 R.V.). , , . . 

II. Praveb. "II ye then being evil, know how to give 
good i^iils unio your children, how much more shall your 
Heavenly Father givs the Holy Spirit lo Ibem that ask 
Him?" (Lite 11: IJ R.V.) 

III. fAJTH, "That upon the (.entJes might come the bless- 
ing ol Abraham in Christ Jesus; that we might receive the 
promise of the Spirit through failh" |Gal. y. J4 R.V.]. 

"Ihis may be amplified aa follows: 

I. Obediekce 

I( we want to receive the power ot the Holy Spirit's fillirig, 
■we must first lc3.rn obedience. You see if the disciple? in 
these days had not lollowed the Lord's cilramaml to wait 
ra leriisa.leiij to receive the Holy Spnit's power, where would 
be the universal church oi to-day? So we most obey the 
Ijiid, If He shows us we ought to confess some sin we 
should promptly comply, by no means being obstinate and 
perverse. 

1 once heard of a man in China who before conversion 
had stolen a tree, AfLerwaid he repented aod believed on 
the Lord, but this sin was not clearly conlessed. When he 
learned the need ol being filled will the Holy Spirit, he 
earnestly prayed, but each time he prayed this tree appeared 
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befnre him and he never received the Holy Spirit, Later 
he realised that he could not do olherw.s* than make restitu- 
tion. The next day lie returned to the owner the price of 
the Liee Thereafter he l:n£|[ and prsiycri again and was 
indeed filled nilh the Holy Spirit and there was boundless 
joy in his heart. So we must make a clear setlieroent o! 
our sin account, lest Ihis hinder lis tiom receiving the Lord's 
grace "To-day if ye shall hear his voice, harden not your 
heaitsl" iileb, 3: 15 F.V.). 

Obedience means c(inEei;ration, taming ourselves over 
entirely to the Lord for Him to control and d.rect. I no 
longer live my own life, but am entirely Uie Lord's. What 
He commands me to do, I do: where He commands me to 
stop 1 stop. May we all obey the will of God and be filled 
with' the Holy Spirit: for God gives the Holy Spirit to all 
who obey Him. . 

When the Lord Jesus was about lo ascend into Heaven 
He made an appointment 10 meet the disciplis on the Mount 
of Olives. At that time more than five hundred people sat 
or stood about, all gaiing inlendy on the Lords glorious 
faee, inclining then ears In listen to His words of counsel. 
He knew the disciples must needs be filled with the Holy 
Spirit so He ccpealedly, with great earncslncss, coiuraanded 
Ihcm not to depart from Jerusalem but to >vjit for the promise 
of the Father (Acts 11 4). 

Continuing, He told thcni that the establislimcnt of the 
Kiugdoro af Heaven was not conditioned on gold, ability, 
power, hot was dependent on the Holy Spirit. Though the 
disciples' question was: "Dost Thou at this time restore the 
Kingdom to Israel? " Ihe Lord still replied, "Ye shall receive 
power when the Holy Spirit is come upon you" (Acis i: 

Just as He was speaking, suddenly a cloud descended, 
enveloping Him: in an instant the cloud rose and He was 
received up, gradually rising higher and higher until no tiace 
could he seen. But "Do not depart from Jerusalem— laity 
ye in the city until ye be dotbed with power from on high" 
still echoed in their ears. 

Among the more than five hundred who heard Jesus 
admonition, only one hundred and twenty obeyed the Lord.

If te rece,« the Leious Holy Spirit the gifts will be given 
i^eo duTtooufneed-. The Apostle Pad in the last verse 
Tt the twelflh chapter ol . Corinthians urges believers to 
"dete ealstly thrgreater ^fts ■■. W,hat « the S'^^-' g^_ 
In Ibe siuxeeding chapter he explams love in detsJ. Com 
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paring it with other gift? he *ows that "love" is eertaioly 
the ■'greater gift." See the following table: 

Love is greater than TonguesT Tongues ol angds (i Cot, 
13: ij; Gift of prophecy; Faith (i Cot. 13: a): Works 
(r Cot, 131 3). 

]jim is tlie "greater gilt" that helievets are to seek. The 
Bible does not urge us to seek gifts, for the gifts ol the 
Holy Spint are nine, and are not to bo had on demand. 
The Bible says: "All these worketh tlie one and the same 
Spirit, dividing lo each one seveially evsa as He wiW (i Cor. 
12; II R.V.). We should only ask to receive tlie Holy 
Spirit's fullness. He knows our needs and can give ua gifts 
whenever such needs arise. 

The day the Lord Jesus senl the disaples out to preach 
He gave them power lo cast out evil spirits and lieal all 
manner of sickness; the disciples bad not asked the Lotd 
for this, but He gave tliem according to His v.t]1- 

Afler die disciples had been filled with the Holy Spirit oa 
the day oi Pentecost, as a mailer of tact they healed riiany 
sick ; they even cured the man who was a cripple from birth. 
This was not depending on their gift of healing but on faidi. 
Listen to their own testimony. "And by faith in His name 
hath His name made this man strong, whom ye betiold and 
know : yea, Ihe faith which is through him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in Uie presence of you all" (Acts 3; 
16 R,V.), If they had had the gift of healing perhaps they 
might have depended more on the gift and trusted less in 
the Lord. Their piayci alter returning from being threatened 
was only: "Grant unto Thy servants lo speak Thy word 
with all boldness; while Thou stretchett out Thy hand to 
heal" (Acts 4: 25, 30 R.V.). It was nut for the servant 
to heal the sick. This is nut to say that there is 00 gilt of 
healing; I believe every gilt promised in the Bible; but I 
do say that gifls are given to each one of us by the Holy 
Spirit according to His will. 

May I he pardoned lor a personal iUustrationP I have 
not Ihe special gift of healing, but being yielded in heart. 
God may give me any gilt just when I need it. There was 
a sister named Chang, tortured by a disease which medicine 
could not cure : ber life was in the balance. I went to visit 
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her and prayed for her in Ihe nami; of the Lord, Thanks 
be lo God, H(? htialtd her. The Bickneas suddenly kit Iter 
and (hi- neT:t mnininE tihe ^ot up and went to work as usual. 
In Pejpin^ at the Chinese Clin^tiafi Church at Driim Tower 
Wcsl, after preachirf; on the Lords day I prayed for a. Mrs. 
Kuan, Afterward her dauehter, Knan Su Chen, wrote ^ying 
thai her mother had been well for a loui; lime. I believe 
tlic Lord heard prayer icd healed her. 

Deiriy beloved brothers and si^Eers, \i you have long been 
seeking somi^ kind of gifl, and faiiing to receive it have 
become disurpuraj^ed, supposing that you never can have the 
evidence of the Holy Spirit, pkiise change your way of talk- 
in[i. your aim, Uie tune of your prayers. Say, "l^rd, fill 
me with the Holy Spirit." Only i^eek Ihe Holy Spirit and 
every kind of f^ill will be Riven yon iccording lo His own 
will. Evidence iollows Ihe exercise of faitli, 

E, FBAVETf FOR INFILLING HATIIEH THAN FOR TONGUES 

It has been said above that we need only to ask for the 
Holy Spirit atcording to the Bible promise; we are nut to 

seek giita, nor should we inake some kind of ^ilt a condi- 
tion. Ciivin;; up any preconLeived notions we should just seek 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit ; the gifts will be given aecord- 
ing to Hii will. Tongues being one of the gifts is of courae 
[lip same. Now there are &ome believers who mistakenly 
suppose that speaking in tonics is the oniy evidence of 
having received thp tnllness of the Holy Spirit, They ^ay that 
not to ipeik in tongues is not lo liave recpi\Tid the Holy 
Spirit; one mu^rt speak in tonj;ues before he can sjy he has 
been hlled. This is mauifestly arbitrary. 

According to the ^^riptures there is not a word sayine 
that having been filled with the Holy Spirit one inust speak 
wilh tongues. For this reason those who seek the fullneiis of 
the Holy Spirit need not be vexed because they have not 
spokeit with tongues. Exaniiue the Lord's promises, speak- 
ing with new tongues is only mentioned in one place, Mark 
i6: 17. There it is not those who have been filled with tbe 
Spirit who are to speak in new tongues, but 'believers. More- 
over they ace to speak in the name of the Lord ; "And these 
lie 
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ii^tii, slialJ accompany them that bclievt : ia my name &iialL 
they cast out demoiis, th(y shall spesk willi new loDgucs." 

1. Kinds 0/ Tongues 

In the English Bible four tenas STO used: 

|o) New tongues {Mirk 16: 17), which may tic ttanslatod 
into new languages . 

{f}) Ton^aes (Acts 10: q(j). Languages. 

(c) oilier tongues (Acts 2:4). Various kinds of languaees. 

(1^ A tongue (i Cor, i4t 2], or unknown tongues as iu 
Ihe AuUiniiieJ Vcisioa, This may bo literally tiaiis- 
[ated "wolds which no one understands-" 

Of these four kinds, "new longues" are a sign spoken by 
believers in tlie name of the Lord (Mark 16: 17). "Tongues" 
are a gifl (Acts 10: 45, 46 i i Cor. is: 10). "Other tongues" 
are utterances given by the Holy Spirit (Acts 2:4!. "A 
tongue," or "unknown tongues" are eKpeiienoed in the heait 
(I Cor. 14 ; 2). From Uiis it may be seen that tongues may 
be discrjroiuated, each having a different use. None can he 
said to be the indispensable evidence of infilling. 

2. Flaze 0/ fonguBS 

Among the nine gifts of the Holy Spirit recorded in 
I Corinthians 12: &-I0. longnes is placed next lo the last, 
being followed by tlie interpretation o( tongues. From the 
twenty-eighth to the thirtieth ver^e of this chapter it speaks 
of those whom God has set in the diureh: "first apostles, 
secondly prophets, thirdly teachers, then miiades, then gilts 
of healings, helps, goverjunenls, divers kinds of tongues." 
In this list tongues is placed last. Thus it can be seen that 
speaking with tongues is not imperative, if tongues were tlie 
necessary evidence of having received the Holy Spirit, how 
vital it v/ould be I The Kible would dearly say so and not 
plate tongues as the very last ol the gifts. 
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3. The Rcnhclian on Tongues 

In the fouiteenth chapter of i Cnrinlhians Panl apealH in 
detail ol the TElativc atlviintages of longuea and preaching. 
They src as far jpait as the polesi So ihat lie would uUier 
sptak five words that would help oUiers than ten thnuiand 
word? in a tongue (vttbe 19). Moreover he niaJies a plan to 
limit tlie Bpeaking in tonguK,. If tongues wese the only 
evidence of the iioly Spirit Faul would never have dared 
to dn tins, !oi restricting pople from speaking in tongues 
ujould be hindering thcro from demonstrating ±e only (?) 
evidence of the fullness of the Holy Spirit. Obviously tongues 
are not an essential evidence of the Holy Spirit. 

(b) In the chari^h if there is no interpreter those speaking 

in tongues should be silent (i Cor. 14: 16), 
|t) Only three at most are permitted to speak (l Car. 

(c) They must ?pfa.k in order, not at the same time (i Cor. 

14: 27). 

(d) They must interpret [I Ijir. 14: 13I. 

Some say, "After being filled with the Holy Spirit to speak 
constantly vith tongues is a gilt; but at the time of the 
experience one rnnst speak with tongues once as evidence, 
for the apostles iU spoke with tongues when they received 
the Holy Spirit," This is not the point. The apoales that 
day spoke in the languages of other countries as a sign to 
(he unbelievers present among the hearers (i Cor. 14: 22). 
The heareia that day were from every country, speaking the 
varied tongues of many lands, bnt listening Ihey all said; 
"We hear them speaking in our tongues the mighty works 
of God" (Acts 2: II R.V.). They could speak languages 
which they had not studied so that peoplo understood and 
were amazed. Those three thousand men did not repent 
through hearing tongues. But Peter used this ability tu 
speak other languages to preach the gospel, so that many 
were moved, convinced Ihat the words of Moses and the 
prophets had already been fulfilled. The Holy Spirit gave 
to EfiEm what they needed at the time. 
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But Others say: "Peter at the Jerusalem Council said 'God 
who knoweth the heart bare tliem witness, giving Iheni the 
Holv Spirit, even as He did unto us' (Acts 15; 8 K.V,|, II 
we do not i,peak with tongues are we like the aposdcs? 
This IS again not the point. Foi the similarity here meant is 
that no matter whetlier Jews or Gentiles all can re"'y^ f"' 
Holy Spirit in the same way. It docs not mean that they 
can speak with tongues in like manner. Moreover he con- 
tinues 10 say: "He made no distinction between us and 
ihero. cleaning their hearts by fa.th (Acts 15 : 9 K V,; 
This makes it oven clearer that to icceive the Holy Spint 
in the same wjy is to be cleansed in the same way. 

4. The Eiatnple of Paul 
Paul did not speak with tongues when he received the Holy 
Spirit for the seventeenth verse of the nindi chapter of Acts 
only records these words, "Ananias departed and entered 
into the house: and laying bis hands on him sa.d, Brother 
Saul the Lord even Jesus, who appeared unto thee in the 
way which thou earnest, hath sent me that thou roaycst 
tcceiw thy sight, and be filled with the Holy Spint. At 
that time the Spirit-fiiled discipleb could cause others to receive 
tlie Holy Spirit through laying on of hands and prayer, as 
Peter and John in Samaria and Panl in tphesus. So at 
the beginning Paul received the Holy Spirit througli tlie lay- 
ing on of hands and the prayer of Ananias. Bnt he did not 
speak witli tongues, only there fell from his eyes as it were 
scales and he received his sight; and alter he had eaten he 
was strengthened. Straightway in every place he prrached 
Tesus as the Son of God. and increased in power. This is

he did not speak with tongues. 
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5. Infiiting of tht Holy Spirit Withotit the Evidence 
of Tongues 

{a) The SamaritLUi church received the Hofy Spirit but did 
Hot spcdk with toDgiies. Philip preached the gospel in 3amaria 
and fod muJiitudcs lo the Lord , hut he only preached lepent- 
iLnce and did not mention the need ot choFCh members 
receiving Ihc power of the Spint. The apuatltis in Jerusalem 
hoard the iiuws of the revival there and &i;nt Peter and John 
together lo investigate. As a result of this inquiry they found 
that none among them had reri^ivtd tht HiJly Spirit — "then 
laid they their liands on diem and they received the Holy 
Spirit" (Acts S; 17 RV), The record here is very clear; 
believers receiving the Holy Spirit do not nece^f^arily bpeak 
witL tongues, for the Samantan church at that time did not 
speak with tongues 11 fipeakin^ Vrilli tongues is held to he 
the only evidence, that contradicts this portion of Scripture 
and unavoidably makes difficulties in inteqMt^tatian. 

{b) The Lord Jesii5 did not speak with tongues. The Lord 
vent lo the Jordan to receive the baptism of John. The 
Bihlc recoid'i; " |esus, vlmn He was baptized, went up 
straightway frem tlie water ; and, lo, the hejven^ were opened 
unto Him, and He saw the Spirit of God descending aB a 
dove, and coming upon Him" {Matt. 3: 16 R^V.)- But He 
did not speak with tongues. So haw can we arbitrarily say, 
"Speaking with tongues is the sole evidence ui the Holy Spirit's 
cnducmcnt" ? 

(c) Most of the Lord's faithfui servants in histoTy did not 
speak with tonj^ues, John Wesley, the founder of the Metho- 
dist church, was mightily filled with the Holy Spirit. He 
boie the cross and we at everywhere preaching until the 
church all ovec England had aadi a revival thit government 
and society throughout the conntry were influenced. Accord- 
ing to the record of histaty, the worth of that spiritual 
awakening was tliat it ^vcd England iioTit imminent perih 
stcfngthening tlie foundations of the countiy so that des- 
truction wiis averted. Wesley witnessed lo spiritual truth 
with great pDM'er; the people saved through hi*; ministry 
numbered niaay tens of thousands. The church he founded 
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has spread over the whole world. His spirjhaal influence 

remains to-day. Yet he never spoke with tongues- Can you 
say that one so mightily used of God had not been filled with 
the Holy Spirit? Jn the words of Caul 1 say "God torbldl" 

Hudson Taylor, the founder of (he China Inland Mis&ion, 
pioneered under great difhculties and accomplished an enor- 
mous task. There is no need to boast, for it is ell fact. He 
was a. man born of God: his character and his work all 
showed that he had the Holy Spirit in mighty power, but 
he never spoke wilh tongues. Others like Mr, Moody and 
General Booth of the Saivation Army were filled with the 
Holy Spirit but did not speak with tongues. From this it 
call be seen tliat speaking with tongues is certainly not the 
indispensable evidence of having received the Holy Spirit. 

This is to say thai when the Holy Spirit is received it is 
not impeiative to speak with tongnes, although one may 
thus speak, {i Car 14.: yj.) The gift is bestowed by the Holy 
Spirit as He decider upon seeing the need. Should speaking 
with tongues be prohibited? No, There are in fact tme and 
lalse tongues- All that does not come from the Holy Spirit, 
whetlier tongues, voices, visions, ought to he put down and 
prohibited. Rnt all that cornea froiri the Lord jesud we 
should receive m onr hearts. Speaking in a tongue is for 
one's own up-building, so should not be prohibited. 

Here 1 wanl parenthetically tn iciention visions, voijfs and 
dreams. 'We cannot receive them all as from the Lord for 
they have three sources: 

(I] From God: "It shall be in the last days ^ith God, I 
win pour forth of cny Spirit on all flesh , and your sons and 
your daughters &ha]] prophesy, and your young men shall 
sec vision'; and youT old men shall dream dreams" [Acis z: 
17 R,V.). 

[2) From oneself : "Thus saith Jehovah of hosts. Hearken 
not unto the words of the prophets that prophesy unto yuu ; 
they teach you vanity ; they bpcak a vision of their own heart, 
and not out of the moulh of Jehovah" (Jer. 23: 16). 

[3) From the devil: "If there aris* in Ihc midst of tliee a 
prophet or a dreaaner of dreams, and he give thee a sign 
or a wonder — that pruphtt or that dreamer of dreams shall be 
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put tn death ; 50 slia]t Ihou put away the evil from the midst 
of thco" (Dcut. 13: 1-5 R-V-}- 

Since thcEe are these thiee sources the Apostk Joiin said: 
"Beloved, Ijclieve not every spirit, but proi/o the spirits 
whether they are of God" |I John 4; i K.V.). A sjinplc 
mi^thiKl of testing lliein is as follows: 

(i) Do thL^y glorify Jesus? All that comes from God gives 
witness to Hie I.ord Jesus; moreover the wotk oi the Holy 
Spint is to glorify the Lord Jesus (John ift; 14). 

(a) Seducing spiiits cause men to leave God (Deut, 13 : a). 

Ih) Seducing spirits do not caiifKS Jesus |i John 4: 3). 

(c) Scducingspirits oppose God (Acts ij; S-[o;Eph. 2: 2). 

(2) Da they speak according to the Bible ? Although the devil 
cap hunt out texts and deceitfully use tlie Bible to beguile 
believers, yet if we compaie with other Scriptures and study a 
while, we slial] know whether the spirit is trliK or false. 

For example when the devil templed the Lord in the 
wilderness, he said tu Jesus: "If thou art tlie Son of God. 
cast Thyself down, for it is written. He shall give His angels 
charge conceruLng Thee and ou their hands they shall bear 
Thee up lest haply Thou dash Thy fool against a, slone" 
(Matt. 4: 6 R.V.). The devil's use of tlie prumise in the 
eleventh and twelfth versK of the ninety-first Psalm at a 
rough glaace seems entirely eoirecl. But if we compare it 
with the Old Te,lanient we find it lacks the phrase "to Iteep 
Thee in all Thy ways," This promise has a condition attached 
which the devil dropped out. Thus if we cumpare the Scrip- 
tures, even tiwugh the devil is crafty, his artifices won't succeed. 

(3I Ate they a spiritual help, fulhllii^ God's will? "All 
are profitahle— in Him is no unrighteousness— for uTilraild- 
ing " These are common phrases in the Bihie showing what 
the work of God is; just as Paul said: "Jesus Christ who 
gave Hitnself for us that I-le might redeem us ftom all miquity 
and purify imto Him^lf a people for His own possession, 
lealous of good worts" (Titus i : 14 R.V.). A voice or vision 
from God will give spiritual uplift. 

(4I Do they sound untiatural? The devil's voice must be 
very uncanny, not what we ate used to hearing. Jesus said: 
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"When He hath put forth all His own. He goeth before them, 
and the sheep follow Him lot they know His voice" (John 
jo; 4 R.V,), This is the perception of our hearts, perfectly 
natural. The Lord's vcrice sounds familiar and doesn't arouse 
opposition. Hut wlien the devil's voice comes there is repul- 
sion in the spirit; one feels no sympathetic response. 

6. Essential Evidences of Spirii-Faied Lije 

As for the evidences of the infilling of the Holy Spirit, after 
all. what ate they? The circumstances and conditions of 
those who have received the Holy Spirit's fullness have 
difiered ; but three experiences have been the same and arc 
essential, as has already been said in this book; 

(fl) Cleansed: Self-ward, the inner heart pure, free from 
stain, separated from sin. living a holy Hie (Acts 15: 8, g). 

{*) Filled: God-ward, an empty clean vessel which can be 
filled with the Holy Spirit (Acts 1 : 4). 

(c) Empowered: Man-ward, testifying to the Lord with 
great power, able to lead many to repent and trust in Jesus 
(Acts r ; 8). 

These three evidences are the changeless truth of the Bihle! 
In ancient or modern times, in China or abroad, believers 
who have received tlie infilling with the Holy Spirit have 
all had these eipeiiences — veiily the most dependable proof I 
l'"ace Moses with this test, and Moses meets it; inquire about 
Elijah, and Elijah can pass: esamine Isaiah, and Isaiah does 
not fall short. Investigate Peter, Paul, John Wesley, Hudson 
Taylor, etc., with this and none are lacking! Other things, 
as torgnes, visions, manifestations, vary with the individual, 
but these three are the invariable esperience when the Holy 
Spirit is received by the saints of all ages. Even the Lord 
]bsus Himsell was no exception. So we ought to overtook 
minor differences and seek Ihe great essenliati. 

7. A Fu'lher Test 

Each instance where the Holy Spirit descended in the book 
of Acts is compared in the following table to show difletences 
and similaritiea:

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From Ihti^ evidcna!, the fullness of the Holy Spiiit must 
myke our lives powerful in the worit of the Lord. Any 
e^pedtfute which does not make us el&m we ahould by no 
means receive, for "the wisdom that is fiom above 12 first 
pure" (jas. 3;i7R,V.). 

F. PEAYEH VOK TtiE HOI.V SPIRIT'S [ILLIKG 

Here again I wish to mention the initial filliag witb the 
Holy Spiiit and the filling again with the Holy Spirit. Tlie 
filling wjth the IJoly Spirit is oft -reported. 

Before PcntcL-ost the disciples had never been filled with, 
the Holy Spirit, but after the Pentecostal baptism into the 
CM 
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"body of Chiist they weie lepestedly tilted. Though there 
ftpie two experiences — baptiMn and fi Ling.. -they wete simul- 
taneous, for when the Holy Spirit baptises a believer. He 
may also fill hnn. (In the case of the iso, tbc first experience 
of filling can scarcely be differentiated in time from the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit, lint there is cleariy a sequence.) 



III. FAtlH 



It is deplorable that so many are unwilling 



to receive the 
Holy Spirit by faith. They cherish the idea "that they must 
espeiience a special kind of joy or flaming emotion. Without 
this they are nnv^ling to tbint, "I Lave been filled .with the 
Holy Spirit-" Do you not Jtoow that the Bible teaches us that 
we are to receive the Holy Spirit's fullness by faitb? By no 
means can we receive the Holy Spirit by feeling. 

While niaBy helievecs long for the Fullness of the Holy Spiiit, 
tliey are still unwilling tn Ijelieve that the Lord has heard theii 
prayer and is wLlu^ to give them the blesanf. Since their 
unbelief hinders them trom appropriating the Holy Spirit's 
power, the devil attacks them thiough this weakness of their 
natural disposition, Foi this reason veiy many believers are 
still on the East of Jordan looking over into Canaan with a 
sigh I 

A, THE HINDRANCES OI' llt^RRLIEF 

The Isiaehtet through unbelief did not enter Canaan, 
While they were in f^gypt Cod repeatedly promised them 
Ibrciigh mioses that He would lead them out and into a land 
flowing with milk and boney, God's faithfulness had already 
been shown them in Egypt. He seat the ten plagues on 
Pharaoh and his people, working signs and wonders witb 
His mighty arm, until the Egyptians urged the Israelites to 
leave speedily. They passed Uireugh the Red Sea, Inidged 
through the wilderness, crossed mountains and streams, waded 
swamps, wandered througli the night, endured eve ty haidship, 
their goal being to enter Canaan, the blessed promised land. 

With great difficulty they reached the bank of the Jordan 

and sent in spies to search out the land. These retnrned 

bringing the beautiful fruits of Canaan to show the people 
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thai the lanJ leaily flowed wilh roUk and honey evon as 
Ihe Loid Jehovah had promisee. Sinci they knew llic 
promised land was gwx), and Ihey had the grapes hanging 
heiorc their eyes as leslirnony, Ihey ougtit quickly to have 
crossed the river and taken possession oE this inlieritance. 
But bcrause they had sn evil heart of unbelici, Ihey tiirned 
hack to the wilderness, wandered forty years md Ktished 
in the midst of sorrow and suffering, Hunv pitiable I The 
third chapter of Hebrews records these words: With whom 
«as He displeased forty years! Was it not with them that 
sinned, whose bodies fell in the wilderness! And to whom 
aware He that they should not enter into His rust, but to 
them thai were disobedient! And we see thai they were not 
able to enter in because of unbelief," , , . , 

Now there are many believers who have reached the banks 
of Tordan, have seen the beauty of the Canaan life, have 
sampled the sweetness of the fruits of Eshcul; they realise 
the necessity of ciossing over Jordan, but they are hindered 
by the.r unbelief and lo-day aie still wandering in the 
wilderness! , 

CJiildten of God, you who weie under the prince ol tnis 
world until God saved you with His mighty power, taking 
you across the Red Sea and giving you Ihe experience of 
reseneiation: is it possible thai now He cannot take you 
across |ordan! Smce He loves you and has saved you is 
it piBsible Ihat He is unwilling to give you th^ beautilul 
experience? Why do yuu donbt God's faithfulness? Wliy 
can't you rest on His compassion! Is it possible diat you 
cannot believe that God loves you and is glad for you lo 
be filled with the Holy Spirit? Believe! Believel For all 
thiiKS whatsoever ye pray and ask for, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have theiD" (Mark ii: z^), 

B- FArtH AND I'Etr-THG 

Some have already fulfilled all the conditions tor being 
filled with the Holy Spirit, tbev long for it and have prayed 
for a long lime; but they have not yet received because 
they are depending on feeling and do not receive Him by 
faith. If you ask them; ""^ 
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your 1 



"Do you believe God has heard 
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jr prayer and filled you with the Holy Spiril and have yon 
received the Holy Spirit's fullness by faith!" they tell you, 
"1 have no feeling yetl" This is not lo say that when the 
blessing is received one cannot have a feeling one has not 
had before, this la lo say that faith h the ptcliminary con- 
dition. If there is feeling, all right; if there is no feeling, 
it is also right. Failh is essential, for the fullness of the 
Holy Spiril is received by faith. 

God can come with peal of thunder and flash of hghtnin^ 
shaking Mount Sinai ; or He can come light a,s watted silk 
or soft as the still small voice; He can descend mild as a 
gentle dove or rough as a mighty wind; He can coma with 
noi5e as at Fentecost, or without a sound as in Samana, 
So believers should not hold preiudites. Only ask the Lord 
to come in whatever manner He chooses. After all faith iB 
dependable, feeling unreliable. 

After losing Joseph, Jacob sorrowed for long. When his 
sons returned from buying grain in Egypt they all told hun 
the same story; "Joseph is yet alive and he is ruler over 
all the land of Egypt," This was good news, this was tidings 
of great joy; hearing this how hilf of delight Jacob's heart 
should have tieenl But what he felt was just the opposite! 
His unhehef hindered him from receiving this good news; 
"His heart fainted for he believed them not" (Gen, 45' 26), 
This is the Bible's fair and just criticism. 

Since we are to "receive the promise of the Spirit through 
faith" *e ought to ask depending on faith without respect 
to feeling. "For indeed we have had good tidings preached 
unto us. even as also they; but the word of hearing did not 
profit them because it was not united by faith with Ihem 
that heard' [Hcb 4; 2 B.V.). 

If we say that the enperience does not teat on feeling but 
only depends on faiih, what about the fruit of the Spirit, 
love, joy, etc.? Can one have joy without feeling? Even 
so; of course jov is felt; but joy is the fruit of the Spiril, 
If'vou want to'bear the fiult of tlie Spirit you must first 
plant the tree of the Spirit, First plant the tree of faith 
rind tlren you can bear the fruit. "Receive the promise of 
die Spirit through failh" is first; afterward the fruit of the 
^irit will be produced, 
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Dearly bdovcd biothiMS and sbtere, wky do you not be- 
lievt! The Holy Spirit is God's promised gift, oven as u» 
Biit of eternal life. You received salvation by laitB, you 
oueht ai30 to re«Lve the gift of the Holy Spirit by laith. 

fhe Siniarilai. v/oinan going to Jacob's well to diaw water 
met tbe Lord 'tl life who promised her that she miglit diinlc 
of llie living "Iter dtex drinkiufi which ^he would never 
Ihitst aeain- Tbe v/oman. ejgcr to dnnk, asked Him- sir, 
nou hist nothii^ to dra;v ^.Ih anrt the "ell >s deep jvhence 
then habt Thou that hving waleri" (John .); u R.V ).
